Kesiiecting  tbe  work  itself,  it  is  to  be  lioped  tbat  tbe  leading  cbapters,  relative  to  tbe  •'Evolutitm  of 

tbe  Yacbt,"  "History  of  Yacbting,"  "  Yacbting  in  tbe  L'nited  States. I'ype  of  Yacbts,"  ••  Tbe  Centerboard,'' 

"Kig  of  Yacbts,"  etc.,  will  jirove  instructive  as  well  as  interesting. 

In  reference  to  tbe  dimensions  of  j-aobts  an  explanation  is  due,  not  so  niucb  to  yacbtsmeii  as  to  tliose 
wild  are  not  familiar  witb  yacbts  and  tbe  rules  and  n>gulations  of  yiici;'  Inbs  ;  reference  is  more  particularly 
made  to  .some  apj)areiit  contradictions  relative  to  tbe  dimensions  of  tl?.'  .line  j-aclit  in  various  ))arts  of  tbe 
work.  In  otlier  words,  it  will  be  found  tiiat  tbe  dimensions  of  a  given  yacbt  will  not  be  tbe  same  in  tbe 
different  tables  or  in  tbe  description  of  tbe  yacbt.  Tbe  Editor  wishes  to  say  tliat  he  bad  to  assume  tluit  tbe 
tables  furnished  by  yacbt  clubs,  in  their  club  books  in  whicli  tbe  dimensions  were  given,  were  lorrect,  and 
that  ho  feels  relieved  from  responsibility  as  they  have  been  correctly  reproduced.  In  such  cases  where  the 
description  of  a  yaclit  is  given  tbo  dimensions  were  obtaiiHMl  directly  from  tbe  owner  and  are  i>resiiniably 
accurate. 

In  reference  to  cutters  and  sloops,  the  Editor  regrets  that  it  was  impossible  to  designate  each  yacht 
correctly  in  accordance  with  the  thi'ory  that  the  rig  of  a  yacht  should  determine  its  aiiiiellation.  the  reason 
being  that  the  vari(jus  club  books  are  not  as  yet  based  upon  this  now  conceded  distinction. 

As  the  largo  number  of  yacht  cbUis  in  the  United  States  prevents  the  introduction  of  their  history  in  one 
volume,  it  is  the  inteiitiftn  of  the  Company  to  issue  a  second  volume  which  will  contain,  besides  leading  chapters 
relative  to  motor-iiowers  (of  every  description)  as  ap|ilied  to  yachts,  record  of  America's  Cup,  etc.  the 
bistory,  record  of  races,  etc.,  of  such  yacbt  clubs  as  do  not  appear  in  tlu;  tirst  volume. 

That  the  present  volume  bas  entailed  gnjat  )abor  and  a  large  expenditure  of  money  in  its  preparation 
will  be  apparent  after  a  careful  examination,  and  for  this  reason,  if  the  work  is  found  to  fnllill  the  objects 
contemplated,  the  Company  expects  tbat  yachtsmen  will  recommend  'I'lii';  YAi'irrs  a.vd  YA('iirsMi;\  di'  Amkuka 
to  all  who  are  iuterestetl  iu  the  sport,  and  thus  increase  its  circulation.

wore  used  by  savage  races.  This  steii  showed  great  progress,  as  the 
simple  log  and  raft  deiiendeil  upon  tho  more  buoyancy  of  the  solid 
material  out  of  which  they  wore  constructed,  and  it  may  not  bo  out 
of  place  to  briofiy  touch  upon  the  subject  of  buoyancy,  which  should 
bo  well  understood.

Tiie  lines  of  this  canoe,  pur- 
ticnlarly  at  the  bow,  have  a  striking  resemblance  to  tlioso  of  the 
,  trans-Atlaiiti(t  steamer  Cirv  oi-'  N'i;\v  VoiiK.  One  looking  at  this 
product  of  the  .savai,'e  art  cannot  fail  to  be  struck  with  tho  manner 
in  which  the  Indian  has  solved  the  problem  of  least  resistance,  ami 
combined  that  with  the  necessary  buoyancy  and  staliil- 
ity.  For  nearly  a  <|niirter  of  its  lenj.'th  at  each  end 
this  caiioo  is  painted  with  totems  in  bine,  white, 
green,  black  and  red." 

The  lar^rest  of  these  canoes  are  capable  of  carry- 
in;;  one  liiiiidred  persons  with  all  their  ei|nipments. 
Mr.  Swan  states  that  "it  is  said  from  the  iinxlcl  of 
these  chinook-shaiied  canoes  brought  to  Hoston  and 
Kew  York  by  early  fiir-traders,  the  idea  of  onr  modern 
clipper  ships  was  lirst  obtained," 

l>n<;-ont  canoes  are  extensively  used  by  the  .Makah 
Indians  ami  are  distinctive  in  tyjie,  ]io.sse.ssinj;  certain 
peculiarities  of  form.  .(,  \\.  Collins,  in  the  Hnlletin 
of  the  Fnited  States  Fish  Commission,  describes  a 
canoe  from  N'eah  Hay,  Washinjjton.  as  follows  :  "  It  is 
8liiir|)  at  both  ends  with  loii};  easy  lines,  a  rather  flat 
rounded  bottom,  llariii};  sides,  the  latter  beinfr  carved 
BO  as  to  curve  outward  somewhat  at  the  i;uinvalo. 
The  stern  is  vertically  straight  and  has  little  if  any 
rake.  The  bow  or  cutwater  (or  what  would  be  tho 
stern  of  an  ordinary  boat)  is  curved  strongly,  and 
very  much  resembles  in  shape  the  stern  of  a  clipjier 
flsliiiig  si'hooner.  The  npjier  part  jirojects  sliarply 
forward  and  terminates  in  a  long  pointed  beak,  which 
differs  radically  in  shape  from  the  bow  of  a  Sitkan 
canoe.  It  has  little  sheer  except  at  the  ends.  The 
bee-like  bow  raises  with  a  pronounced  but  not  ex- 
cessive curve  u[)Wurd,  while  there  is  a  i|uick  upward  turn  at  the  ex- 
treme stern  which  cannot  be  termed  sheer,  but  forms  a  sort  of  knob. 
like  elevation  where  inaconiUKm  boat  the  top  of  the  stern-post  would 
be.  KUiot  thinks  that  these  iirojections  are  only  for  tho  single  pur- 
pose ot  ornamentation,  and  this  seems  probable  where  there  is  no  ac- 
tual addition  to  the  sheer  of  the  canoe.  Tho  following  are  the  dimen-

The  Clyoipiot  and  Xittinat  tribes  <n  <  lans  on  Vancouver  Island  are 


expert  in  constructing  canoes  made  on  the  same  model  as  I  lio>e  used 
by  the  Makalis 

All  the  tribes  lU' clans  in  the  Sitkan  .Vndiipelago  use  dug-out  la- 
noes,  the  sizes  of  which  vary  from  ten  or  twelve  feet  to  upward  of 
thirty  fci't  in  length.  The  special  feature  that  <diaracterizes  the  ca- 
noe of  the  Sitkan  region  are  easily  recognizable,  although,  ]ierhaps 
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not  entirely  confined  to  boats  of  this  locality.  Its  (diief  peculiarity  is 
in  the  bold  upward  curve  of  the  ends,  and  iiarticularly  in  the  remark- 
able overhang  at  the  bow.  Indeed,  the  average  white  imin,  unless 
informed  on  tho  sul).ject,  would  think  that  the  bow  was  the  stern 
and  the  stern  tho  bow.  Hoth  ends  are  sharp,  and  often  tlio  canoes 
liavo  long,  graceful,  easy  lines — sometinu's  nnide  on  tho  '  wave  .sys- 
tem'— and  are.  therefcu'c,  well  adapted  for  speed." 

Fig.  li  illustrates  au  Alaskan  dug-out  canr  e.

These  canoes  are  most  coinnionly  propelled  with  imdilles,  with 
laneeolate-shaped  blades  and  aro  often  highly  oriiainented.  S(mie- 
times  a  small  sail  is  used,  and  running  with  a  free  wind  they  will 
make  good  speed,  but  having  no  keel,  they  cannot,  of  course,   make 

much  progress  windward.  They  set 
lightly  on  the  water,  moving  easily,  and 
the  luitives  paddle  them  with  consider- 
able rapidity. 

The  New  Zealanders  also  builil  canoes 
out  of  the  trunks  of  trees  (see  Fig.  7), 
some  being  forty  or  fifty  feet  in  length 
and  about  three  feet  beam  ;  tlieso  aro 
called  kitnpajKts.  others  are  called  /iiriii, 
which  sit  so  low  in  the  water  that  they 
appear  to  have  no  gunwale  ;  fern  leaves 
aro  laid  at  the  bottom  of  the  canoes  on 
wlii(di  tho  passengers  recline.  "The 
vessels,  however,"  .says  the  Ifev.  .1.  (i.

These  hoats  are  fiirnislieil  with  a  very  reniarkaliie  sail  made  of  the 
raiijio  rush.  It  is  small  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the  vessel,  i.s  tri- 
an;;iilar  in  shape,  and  is  so  arraii;;ed  that  it  can  lie  raised  or  lowered  in  a 
inonient.  Sometimes  from  lifty  to  sixty  men  paddle  in  one  of  these 
canoes,  sinfrin;;  soiifrs  in  time  with  the  stroke,  lieinj;  i:;iiiilcd  liotli  in 
time  and  stroke  hy  a  eomliiclor  who  stands  in  the  middle  of  the 
(Mfioe.*  The  eanoe.s  arc  named  .MAliATfliAl,  /.  c.  J)evoiiriii;j  Fire  ; 
there  are  also  1  wixciiii.KS,  Ti:iiiiim.Ks,  TiiixiiKiiKiis  and  the  like. 

On  the  eastern  side  of  the  Hay  of  lienjial,  which  is  inhahitcd  by  the 
Hiirnuse.  there  are  no  very  };ooil  nniriners  and  their  vessids  are  iiotli- 
inj;  more  than  river  boats.  Their  war  boats,  the  larjrest  of  vvhiidi 
are  from  «U  to  1(MI  feet  in  leiijrth  and  S  feet  wide,  are  also  made  out 
of  the  truidt  of  a  tree  hollowed  out  by  lire  and  cnttin<r.  Tliey  carry 
fr  nil  lifty  to  sixty  rowers  usin;;  short  o.irs  on  a  pivot.  \  cannon  is 
put  in  the  jirow.  The  sailors  have  swords  and  lances  near  them  when 
they  row  and  in  addition  to  the  crew  there  are  freiierally  tliirtv  sol- 
diers on  hoard  with  jrniis.  The  larirest  boats  do  not  draw  over  3  feet 
of  water.     i''ij;.  8  illustrates  one  of  these  war  diig-outs.

Whatever  siijfsiested  the  eonstruetion  of  canoes  out  of  the  hark  of 
trees,  whether  the  hollowin<;  out  of  the  trees  or  not.  canoes  of  this 
character  certainly  eonslitiited  an  additional  step  in  advance  ami 
were  soon  followed  liy  the  siibslilution  of  pliable  materials  sneh  as 
Siiins,  hides,  etc.

some  kind  of  internal  frame  work,  not  only  to  keep  the  sides  apart, 

but  to  form  a  support  for  the  canoe.     This  is  made  of  white  cedar;

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from  the  |iiiK)  or  lir  Ires',  and  the  weaker  parts  of  the  bark  are  also 
Btrongthened  with  a  coat  of  pitch. 

These  canoes  are  wonderfnlly  light,  can  be  propelled  at  high  speed 
as  they  sit  on  the  surface  of  the  water,  and,  when  eini>ty,  scarcely 
draw  two  inches  of  water.  T'lie  number  of  p.uldles  varies  according 
to  the  size  of  the  canoe,  but  the  course  is  regulated  by  the  two  who 
sit  in  the  stern  or  how.  Kig.  Vi  represents  a  canoe  decorated  with 
u  pattern  and  is  owned  by  Kev.  .f.  (J.  Wood.  Thedecor.ition  is  made 
by  fastening  dyed  iiorcupine  quills  on  tho  sides  of  the  vessel. 

Tliese  ((iiills  are  never  s  >  long  or  so  tliick  as  those  of  tlio  jiorctipine 
of  the  Old  World,  and  are  naturally  white  or  gray  so  they  can  easily 
take  any  desired  dye. 

Fig.   i:i  illustrates  the  character  of  the  native  canoe  of  the  Hido- 
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mon  Islands.  The  natives  of  these  islands  are  most  bloodthirsty, 
and  so  addicted  to  cannibalism  that,  us  ('apt.  Cheyno  says,  human 
,fle8li  forms  their  chief  article  of  diet.  The  Polynesians  have  tho 
credit  of  being  most  exiiert  in  handling  their  frail  craft,  as  ]iroved  by 
their  long  voyages,  and  the  builders  of  canoes  are  held  in  high  respect. 
Some  of  their  canoes  are  .50  to  To  feet  in  length,  'i  to  It  feet  wide, 
and  I!  to  4  feet  in  de|)th.  The  sterns  arc  fre(|uently  IH  inches  out  of 
the  water.  The  bow  is  often  curvisl  like  the  neck  of  ii  swan,  termi- 
nated with  a  tigiiro  of  the  bird's  head. 

The  tyjiical  iiirogiio  of  the  H.iy  of  Vankora,  Santa  Cruz,  is  shown 
in  Fig.  14,  and  in  Fig.  15  a  jiirogue  is  shown  which  is  specially  in- 
tended for  lishing,  and  it  is  only  in  the  eiistern  part  of  tlava  and  j)ar- 
ticularly  at  l?ezouki   that  jiirogues  of  this  (diaraeter  are  met  with.

which  is  exposed  tf  tlie  waves  is  never  so.  On  this  latter  the  men 
place  themselves  to  eiunterbalance  the  strain  on  the  sails,  although 
they  bear  down  the  b:)W  and.  to  some  extent,  iirevent  the  boat  from 
rising  up.  The  sails  are  arraiigeil  for  sailing  very  clo.se  to  the  wind  ; 
they  have  the  shape  of  a  long  i.sosceles  triangle,  the  small  side  of 
which  is  liair  of  tlii!  others,  which  are  strun  ;  on  bamboos  ending  in  a 
fork,  which  is  n.sed  for  raising  the  sail  until  the  foot  of  it  can  lie 
supported  at  the  bottom  of  tlie  jiirogue.'* 

The  sails  are  always  made  of  matting,  the  last  width,  however,  be- 
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ing  made  of  cotton  of  a  color  which  indicates  the  port  to  which  the 
boat  belongs.  The  larger  jiirognes  have  a  ratan  cabin,  thatched  and 
supported  by  lathes.  Tlie.so  pirogues  are  met  with  as  far  as  the  Bali 
straights.  They  are  always  painted  white,  as  well  as  their  out-rig- 
gers, and  are  always  ke[it  clean.  Owing  to  the  lightness  of  their  con- 
struction, the  average  size  pirogue  may  bo  carried  iiiiou  cross-pieces 
of  wood.  Uotli  paddles  ami  sails  are  used,  and  these  jiirogues  are 
extensively  n.sed  for  tishing  on  the  eiistern  coast  ot  .lava.  Another 
character  of  pirogue  is  illustrated  in  F'ig.  HI  representing  one  of 
the  Viti  pirogues,  which  are  handled  with  great   dexterity   by  tlio 
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negroes  of  this  .Vrchipelago.  Tlie.se  natives  have  always  had  the  repu- 
tation of  being  eannilials  and  of  a  very  war-like  disposition.  Solium  of 
Tho  lower  jiart  of  their  body  is  a  long  piece  of  wood  hollowcl  out  tho.so  pirogues  are  very  hollow  in  jiroportion  to  their  length.  The 
and  built  up  by  one  or  two  planks  which  arc  united  by  vertical  tim-  outrigger  used  i?-  joined  to  the  jiirogue  by  five  arms  arranged  like  tlio.se 
hers  nailed  (Ml  the  inside  like  ribs.

The  canoes  which  are  used    hy  the  Norih  Amcrii-aii   Inilians   fur 
racing'  are  also  nnulc  of  hii'di  hark  and  arc  alninsi  always  id'  small 
size.     The  nalives  are  maslcrs  of  their  frajrilc  craft,  they  stand  erect 
ill   il  and  iMovealHint  as  easily  as  if  on  land  :  in  fad.  they  freipieiitly 
hiad   a   canoe    williin   an   inch  and  a  half  of  the  water's  ed^'c.    and 
paddle  il  a   wliolc  day  wilhniit  ilreamiiifr  of  iian;;er.       They  have  a 
curious  way  of  propclliii;,' canoes  wiiii'h  isnfien  ailc|iicd 
when  lliere  is  no  nci'e,->ily  for  .•  peed   and    the   wind   is 
favoraiilc.      The  man  wlio  stands  up   in    the    front   of 
the  canoe  extends  a  rolie  or  hlankct  in  his  two  hands, 
and    then    presses  the  other  two  corners  at  iheliolloni 
of  the  lioat  willi  his  feet.     The  rohe  liccomcs  an  exlcni- 
porizcd  sail,  of  which  the  man  is  the  mast.    In  this  way 
I  he  canoe  is  oflcu  carried  for  a  considerahle  distance, 
to  the  ^'I'eat  relief  of  the  ]iadillcrs. 

h'ii:.   IS  illustrates  a  doiihlc  canoe   (or  catamaran  ). 
used   hy  the  l''iji  Islanders. 

Two  lioals  are  jilaccd  side  hy  side  in  such  a  manner 
that  one  of  them  acts  as  the  outri,;.'j.'er  and  the  oilier  as 
the  canoe.  They  are  covered  over,  says  Mood  (who 
fjives  the  followin;,' elahorate  ilescription),  .so  as  to  keep 
out  the  water  and  are  connected  hy  a  jilalfnrin  which 
lirojects  over  the  outer  edixes  of  hoih  Imats.  Ilalcli- 
ways  are  cut  til  roll  jrh  the  idatform  so  as  to  enahle  the 
sailors  to  ]iass  into  the  interior  of  the  canoes.  In  the 
illii<liaiioii.  a  man  is  seen  emerjfiii^  from  the  hatch  of 
the  outer  canoe.  rpon  this  iilalform  is  erected  a  sort 
of  deck-house  for  the  [iriiicipal  liersons  on  hoard,  and 
on  the  top  of  the  deck-house  is  a  idatform  on  which 
stands  the  captain  of  the  vessel  so  that  he  may  f,'ive 
ovdeis  from  this  ejevati'd  iiosition  like  the  captain  of  --^S^ 
a  sleaiiilinal  on  the  paddle  hox  or  hrid;.'e.  The  modo 
of  manajrinir  tlie  vessi'l  is  extremely  inireiiious.  The 
short  mast  works  on  a  pivot  at  the  foot  and  can  ho 
slacked  over  to  either  en,,  of  the  vessel.  When  the 
caiine  is  ahoiit  to  ;.'i't  iiiiiln-  way,  ihc  loni;  yard  is  drawn 
up  to  ilie  end  of  the  ina>l  and  the  latter  inclined,  .so 
that  the  iiia.-t.  the  yard  uiul  lliu  deck  fortn  a  triangle.

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so  that  when  Iwo  iihiiiks  are  jilaced   lnjiellier  Ihe  holes  in  Ihe  thinires 
exactly  coincide  and  a  cord  can  he  run  ihnuijrh  Ihein. 

\\  hen  a  plank  has  lieeii  made  and  all  the  IhinLTe  holes  horcil.  I  he 
ftdjles  are  smeared  with  il  sort  of  while  jiilcli  upon  which  is  laid  a 
strip  of  line  masi.  This,  of  course,  covers  the  holes  which  are  re- 
o|)ened  liy  means  of  a  small  tire-slick.  The  Jilanks  Ihiis  prepared 
lire  called  "vonos."  When  the  voiio  is  ready  it  is  lifteil  lo  lis  place 
mid  very  carefully  ad.jiislcd.  so  that  all  the  liole.s  exactly  coincide. 
The  hest  and  slroiif;est  sinnet  is  next  passeil  eii.rlil  or  ten  times 
tliroii;;li  the  holes,  drawn  as  lij;ht  as  ]iossilile  and  then  lied.  It  will 
he  seen.  Iherel'ore.  that  all  thetiein;;  is  done  inside  Ihe  vessel.  In 
order  to  liirhten  Ihe  sinnet  slill  more,  a  nnmlier  of  liille  wimIltcs  are 
iiiserlcd  under  il  in  dilTereiit  direciions  and  are  driven  home  with 
the  mallet. 

liy  this  process  ilie  planks  are  liron;j;ht  so  ti;;hlly  to;;clher  tiial 
when  llie  carpenter  conies  lo  snioolh  olf  the  outside  of  llie  vessel  willi 
liis  adze,  he  ollcn  has  to  look  very  closely  licfore  he  can  see  the 
line  of  jiiiiclioii.  ("aiilkinjf  is  Ihererore  nee(llcss.  ihe  white 
pitch  and  masi  reiiderini:  Ihe  jiinclion  of  the  jilanks  coni- 
lilelely  waterproof.  The  voiio.s  are  liy  no  means  e(|iial  in 
size,  some  liciiif;  "ill  feet  in  Iciifflh.  while  others  are  harcly  ■)<> 
inches,  lint  all  are  constrncted  in  exactly  the  same  manner. 
The  ^riinwales  and  other  jiarts  aliove  the  water  mark  do  not 
re(|iiire  so  much  care  and  are  fastened  without  llaii;;;es,  a  strip 
of  wood  or  ••  lieam  "  heiii};  laid  upon  the  junction  ;  the  sinnet 
bands  jiassinj;  over  and  over  it  are  drawn  tij.'ht  with  weilires 
and  till  holes  carefully  canlke(l  willi  lilire  and  [lilch.  ^VI;en 
the  canoo  is  completed  it  is  heaulifiilly  linished  olf,  the  whole 
of  the  outside  heiiijf  earefully  trinimed  with  iIk!  ad/.e  and  then 
polished  with  pumieo  stone,  so  that  it  looks  as  if  il  were  made 
of  Olio  piece  of  wood.  Ornament  is  freely  used  on  the  licst 
eanoes,  especially  in  the  two  jirojeetinj,'  ends,  wliiidi  are  carved 
in  patterns  and  fre(|iienlly  inlaid  with  while  eir;;  shells. 

Owinj;  lo  their  excellence  in  canoe-build iiiif,  the  i''ijians  carry 
on  a  brisk  trade  willi  other  islands,  supidyin;;  them  not  only 
with  the  canoes  but  with  the  masts,  sail.s,  sinnet  and  other 
naiitieal  applianees,  receiving  in  exidiaiige  the  wliale"s  teeth, 
shells,  weapons  and  other  valued  comniodilies. 

A  Ceylon  river  boat  is  illustrated  in  Fij:.  11),  which  consists 
of  two  dug-outs  or  canoes  connected  togetlier  thus  formitig  a 


caliimaraii  which  will  lie  ^rii  lo  be  very  crude  in  il-  conslruclioii. 

A  Sanioan  sail-boal  is  of  a  i 'cor  lo-  pi  vuliarconslniclion.  and   is 

cvhibiled  in  Iml'.  "i".  Itoiigainvillecalled  llic  Smiioiis  by  the  name  of 
NaviL'iitorV  Mauds,  because  u|ion  his  arrival  he  was  struck  by  Ihe 
lar!.'e  number  of  piniu'iic-i  thai  covered  I  he  sea. 

The  Sainoalis.  in  fad.  arc  cxcelleni  mix  i;;alors.  Their  piro'.'iics  are 
such    Ihal   lifly    persons  can   be   accouimodalcd    in    lliciii    willi   ease. 

These  bonis,  propelled    by   Iwelitv-f •  oarsmen,  are   provided    wilha 

balance  resting  noon  tloating  pieces  of  wood,  which,  in  case  of  wind, 
serves  as  a  hearing  point  to  the  pirogues  and  prc\enls  ilieiii  from 
eapsi/.ing.     The  sail,  consisting  of  -everal  iiials.  is  triangular.

It  is  ill  cold  regions  where  limber  or  bark  is  scarce  or  entirely 
absent,  and  where  the  native  liiiiilcr  ii>iially  has  little  dillieiilly  in 
capliiringthe  seal. sea  lion  and  walrus,  that  skin  lioal<  are  cNtensi\ely 
or  universally  employed,  these  animals  furnishing  the  material  best 
adapled  lo  the  coiislriiclion  of  sindi  craft.  "Thus,"  .says  Caplain 
Collins:  "While  we  llnd  that  only  one  type  of  skin  boat,  the 
so-called  bull  boat  made  of  biitValo  hide,  has  been  used  in  the  leniper- 
ato  latitudes  of  the  riiiled  States,  the  eoiist  natives  of  western  and 
northern  Alaska,  "our  Arctic  province,"  depend  iilinost  entirely 
upon  eanoes  made  from  the  skins  of  various  marine  animals. 

.\  large  niimber  of  skin  boats  of  various  pal  terns  are  used  in  the 
lisheries  inirsiied  about  the  Aleutian  Islands  and  elsewhere  on  the 
Alaskan  eoasl.  These  may  be  broadly  classilied  into  Iwo  types  : 
l''irsl.  Ihe  h-itiiik',  lo  whiidi  the  name  hiilnrkii  has  been  aiiplied  by  the 
Itiissians.  and  largely  adopted  by  the  natives  of  the  .Meiilian  Islands; 
and  second,  the  <tiiiiniil>\  or  woman's  boat,  also  known  as  the  hii'iiltir 
iiv /lii/iirni/i.  'i'lie  former  is  used  chiclly  for  lishing,  hiinling  the  sea- 
otler.  killing  seals,  walrus  and  whales,  and  is  specially  (■onslrneted  for 
speed  and  easy  manageincnt.  It  is  now  employeil  lo  some  extent  in 
salmon  lishing.  The  hidarrah  is  niiicli  larger,  of  a  bulkier  patlerii, 
and  is  generally  emiiloyed  for  trans|iortalion  and  for  the  use  of 
women  and  (diildren  who  are  not  supposed  to  be  as  skillful  as  the 
men  in  the  management  of  a  boat.  Indeed,  this  big  canoe  is  used  for 
sindi  work  as  the  smaller  and  lighlcr  bidarka  is  not  suitable  for.  In 
some  parts  of  .Maska  it  is  employed  for  whaling. 

HilTercnt  types  of  kaiaks  are  used  which  dilTer  in  roriii.  size  and 
material.  Some  have  but  a  single  manhole,  but  Ihe  larger  boats  have 
two  or  three  manholes.  Turner  claims  that  only  single-hole  kaiilks 
were  made  by  the  natives  previous  to  the  advent  of  the  white  man. 

The  lliissiaiis  are  said  to  have  invented  the  bidarka  and,  according

The  Aleutian  Midarka  is  j)i'i)|)elleil  wlioily  l)V  donlile-liladed  paddles, 
and  tlio  lanees,  liai']ii)oiis  and  otiiei'  iiii|ilcineiits  aru  held  in  jilaee 
iindenieath  strips  of  seal  or  walrus  hide  which  extend  from  side  to 
side  over  the  deck  of  the  hoat.  The  lcn;,'tli  varies  sliifhtly,  Init  tin' 
followiiii;  ai'(^  ahoiit  the  averai,'c  dimensions  of  a  tHd-hole  liidarka  ; 
Lenu'lh  17\  feet,  heani  '.'  feet  and  depth  l.'i  to  Id  indies. 

"The  Kiiskokvim  ami  Xiiskajrak  E-kiino,"  sa\s  Capt.  Collins. 
"  make  boats  of  the  skins  of  the  .Mahlklok  (/•'rii/iid/liiiK  liiirhdhis).  of 
tlio  N'earpah  (P/i(irii  vihiUiia)  iind  the  walrus;  while  for  tlie  .same 
j)iiri)ese  the  Kskimo  of  tlio  Arctic  Ocean,  Helirin;,'  Straits,  and  St. 
r.awreiice  Islamls  use  walrus  hides  and  the  skins  of  the  rin^red  seal 
{/'/iiirii  fii'lltlii)." 

Aecordiii;r  to  Tin'ner,  tlie  Kadiakcrs,  with  llie  siiiirle  and  doiihle 
manlioles,  have  not  thos|ilit  wliicli  <diaraeterizes  the  ilouhle  hole 
liidarkas, hilt  tho  bow  resembles  that  of  the  canoes  of  the  Kiis- 
kokvim vliicli  is  distinjinished  In-  liavinjr  a  hole  in  it  for  the 
insertion  of  the  hand.  On  Kadiak  the  peculiar  split  bow  is 
foiiiid  only  on  the  lar;;e  bidarkas  which  have  three  maidioles. 

'I'he  canoes  used  by  the  Eskimo  men  as  shown  in  l''i;;.  •,'."(,  ;ire 
euUed  kajack,  or  kia  by  some,  and  the  form  used  by  the  wo- 
men,  which    has   already   been   alluded    to.    i.s  called  oomiak. 
'i'lio  kajack  is  sbnttle-shapcd,  both  ends  beiiiff  sharjjly  ])ointed. 
'•  It  is  made,"  .say.s  Wood,  ••  <if  a  very  slijrht  framework  of  wood 
and  whalebone,  over  which  is  stretched  a  coveriiij,'  of  skin.     In 
the  middle  there  is  a  hole  just  liiri;c  eiioiifrh  to  admit  the  body 
of  tho  rower;  when  he  takes  his  seat  he  gathers  tlio  .skin  to^'ether 
and    ties   it  iiroinid  his  waist,  so  that  tho  boat  is  absolntelv 
impervious  to  water.     The  average  length  is  V)  feet,  and  .so 
liglit  are  the  materials  (d' which  it  is  made  that  a  man  can 
carry  his  kia  on  his  head  from  the  house  to  the  water.  " 

These  slight  canoes  have  no  keel  and  sit  so  ligiilly  on 
the  waU'Y  that  they  can  be  propelled  over  rather  than 
through  it,  with  wonderful  speed.  A  double  paddle  held 
in  the  middle,  is  u.sed  in  a  manner  which  is  now  ren- 
dered familiar  to  us  by  the  eanoes  which  have  so  hirgelv 
taken  the  place  of  skilfs.  It  is  between  nine  and  ten  feet 
in  length,  small  in  the  middle,  which  serves  as  a  handle,  and 
gradually  widening  to  the  blades,  which  arc  about  4  inches  in  width 
uud  edged  with  ivory,  not  only  for  ornament  but  for  strength.  It  is 
evident  liiat  the  slight  and  fragile  kia,  u.seful  as  it  i.s  for  luuitiiig  pur- 
poses, cannot  bo  employed  for  the  couveyauce  of  baggage  or  for  tho 


transport  .pf  more  persons  than  one.  The  oomiak  is  therefore  n-.,| 
a  large,  cliiin.sy,  sir.iight-slded,  s.piaro  ended,  Ibit-bottomed  ve.<! 
sel,  iiiiu'e  like  II  skin  trough  than  II  cimoo.  Tho  framework  of  t|,g 
oomiak  is  made  of  wood  and  whalebone  mid  the  covering  of  sealskin 
from  which  the  hair  has  been  removed.  When  wet,  tiicse  i-kiiis  a,.,, 
nearly  transparent,  so  that  the  forms  of  the  per.smis  sitting  in  ihi. 
lioat  can  be  distinctly  seen.  The  sides  of  nj, 
boat  are  about  ;)  feel  in  height,  and  the  wei,r|,t 
which  a  well-made  oomiak  will  carry  is  «',„.

These  strijis  are  sewn  together  and 
form  a  sail  which  is  remarkiibli!  both  for  its  strength  and  its  exirenic 
lightness.  Herodotus,*  speaking  of  the  circular  boats  miidi!  of  >kiii 
wliiidi  traveled  down  tli;'  river  Kiiphrates  to  Hibyloii,  savs  '•  The 
frames,  wliiidi  arc  willow,  arc  cut  in  the  country  of  the  Arineiii.ins 
above  Assyria,  and  on  these,  which  serve  for  hulls,  ii  coverin.;  of 
skins  is  stretched  outside,  and  thus  tho  boats  are  mude  without  eii|||.|- 
stem  or  stern,  cpiite  round  like  a  shield."  'I'ho  more  modern  boats 
of  the  Knphriilcs  lire  of  closely  woven  willow  jiiiyed  with  biiumen. 
Ill  civilizeil  countries,  owing  to  the  casi^  and  (dieapness  of  coiistnic- 
lion,  boats  are  built  of  boards  or  planks.  .Such  boats  combinti  tricat 
strength,  lightness  and   facility  of  repair,  consofjueiitly  tliev  are  iin- 
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ployed  for  most  purposes.  Lately,  boats  made  of  corrugated  sheet 
metal  have  been  introduced,  but  their  use  must  be  limited  to  harbors 
where  establishments  exist  at  which  they  can  bo  repaired,  for  a  car- 
penter, with  merely  tho  usual  means  available  on  ship  to  make 
repains,  is  not  able  to  do  tho  wiu-k.  Still  siiidi  boats  combine  safety,

Kerepnnu  is  .some  two  hundred  miles  east  of  Cape  York,  the  most 
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Still  more  interesting  is  the  fact  that  the  rudder  made  its  first  ap- 
piiuranee  during  the  twelfth  dynasty  in  the  crude  form  illustrated  in 
the  following  Fig.  W.  Previous  to  this  time,  o:irsmen  iierformed  tlu^ 
function  of  steering  as  shown  in  Fig.  lit. 

Ships,  distinct  from  canoes  and  lioats.  were  liiiilt  and  used  by 
Kgyptians  fully  3,l)(l()  years  hi'fore  Christ  ;  still  the  more  perfect  de- 
velopment of  the  ship  anil  of  the  art  of  navigation,  we  ascertain  from 
the  Assyrians,  properly  belongs  to  the  I'liieiiieians,  who  constructed 
mcndiant  ves.sels  capable  of  (Mrrying  large  cargoes,  and  they  probably 
invented  the  biremu  and  trireme  liy  wlii(di  increased  oar-power,  and 
eonse(|iiently  speed,  was  acquired  without  materially  increasing  the 
length  of  the  vessels.  It  was  from  the  (ireeks  that  we  obtain  more 
detailed  information.  The  llomerin  vessels  carried  from  tifty  to  one 
hundred  and  twenty  men  all  of  whom  used  oars  except  the  cliiefs.  The 
ves.sels  were  not  decked  all  over;  tlie  stems  and  sterns  were  high  and 
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northerly  jmint  of  Australia.     The  natives  carry  on  much  trattic  by 
their  annual  ciast  navigation.     In  going  to  sea,  two,  three  or  four  o"f 
the  largest  canoes  are  often  placed  side  by  side  and  lashed  together 
with  ratans.      The  largest   lashed  together  in 
this  way  are  called   "lakatoi,"  the  next  in  size 
being  an  "akona,"one  smaller  an  '■atsi."and 
the  smallest  single  canoe  a  "  vanaki."  The  .sails 
are  made  of  the  bark  of  the  sago  iialin  ham- 
mered into  a  sort  of  felt,  or  sometimes  of  mat- 
ting.    They  are  either  square  and  set  lietween 
two  masts  or  of  a  picturesipie  elliptical  sliajie. 
A  lakatoi,  being  a  compound  vessel,  may  dis- 
play half  a  dozen  sipiare  sails.    It  is  steered 
by  oarsmen   squatting  on    platforms   which 
jiroject  fore  and  aft  and  by  other  men  with 
oars  at  the  sides.

Tills  arehivologieal  iliseovery  is  eoiisi.lereil  of  great  iinporlanei'  ami 
the  ship  was  purehased  hy  the  Arelneologieal  .Mnsenin  of  Norway. 
The  diii'ovi'rv  was  due  ti  two  hrother  seamen.  .V  rhieftain  had,  in

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his  hody  was  interred  in  his  stauneh  ship,  fuirroniided  hy  his  weapona 
and  cartlily  gooils.

The  cat-yawl  huilt  at  Tall  liivcr  hy  Ifeed  Bro.s. 
for  .Mr.  .Vuilrew  Honlen,  was  next  in  order.  Sho  is  40 
feet  over  all.  ^r  feet  load  waferline,  ,">  feet  (i  inelies 
draft  and  !»  feet  heam  ;  has  ,">  !-•>  tons  of  iron  outsider 
and  is  called  Laxck  (Kig.  ."i,')).  She  is  a  keel  hoat, 
and  has  so  far  proved  a  very  fair  sailer  to  windward, 
heing  a  s|)leiulid  sea  hoat.  She  has  d  feet  ol  head 
room  and  all  conveniences  for  cruising.  Her  owner 
is  well  pleased  with  her. 

The  next  oiui  was  named  Rk.vki  ;  she  is  '.U  feet 
over  all,  24  feet  load  waterline,  !1  feet  0  inches  heam 
and  -i  feet  (J  inches  draft.  Has  .')  feet  head  room  and 
is  fitted  ui)  for  cruising.  She  was  huilt  hy  \V.  K. 
I'ryor  &  Co.  This  same  firm  then  built  another 
cat-yawl  for  Lake  Champlain  jiarties,  from  tlieir 
designs.  She  is  ^(i  feet  over  all,  21  feet  load  water- 
line,  8  feet  ()  inches  heam  ami  4  feet  (i  iiudies  draft- 
is  a  keel  hoat,  has  5  feet  head  room,  well  outfitted 
for  cruising.     Her  name  is  .Vi.iia.iaii.  - 

Pryor  then  huilt  a  cat-yawl  which  had  no  log  keel, 
tho  old  and  jiresent  style  of  building  yachts.  Shu 
has  an  iron  keel  of  4  tons,  and  oast  into  the  keel  is 
the  garboard  strakes,  one  and  ii  half  inches  thick  by 
ten  inches  deep.  Keel  and  garboards  conform  to  shape 


of  moulds.  The  rraiufsarenf  oak.  stcauu'daiid  licnt.  and  are  faslciicil  liy 
screw  holts  to  iron  garhiiards.  holes  licing  drilled  and  coiinler-suiik, 
nuiking  a  smooth  surface  outside.

Then  I'ollowed  LiMiv  and 
ClirvooK,  the  hitler  siireading  l.KtO  square  t'cct  of  canvas  bcsidis 
her  club  topsai'  and  spinnaker,  and  being  the  lirst  cat-yawl  fitted  with 
light  sails.  Her  dimensions  are  44  feet  over  all,  •,>'.»  feet  waferline, 
11  feet  beam  and  ;!  feet  (!  inches  draft.  She  is  owned  by, I.  .1.  (iill,  of 
Steubenville,  Ohio,  and  was  built  on  tho  same  general  plan  as 
Kin:i)ivi:,  Lixha  and  Ai.iia.iaii,  having  no  wooden  keel  at  all; 
stern  and  sternpost  bolting  on  the  keel  and  thi^  frames  bolt  on  to  what 
would  be  the  garboard  strake  if  of  wood.

ter is  1")  inches  longer.  Tauastki.i.a  h.is  hccu 
tjiiicl  to  tuak(i  18  miles  an  hour,  with  the 
wind  free,  imil  the  maximum  sja'cd  to  windward 
is  (I  1--^  miles  jier  hour.  The  joined  deck  frauie 
gives  .s.uisfaction,  and  llerresholT  docs  not  hclicvc 
that  a  rigid  ono  would  do  as  well  in  any  water.

'•Tliomiis,  Eurl  of  Oasory,  and  other  persons  of  honor,  emhiirketl  on 
boiiril  tliis  vessel,  wliicli  i)roniiae(l  to  excel  all  others  in  siiilinj;,  car- 
riage and  BeiuiritN",  but  she  was  at  last  lost  in  a  tempest  wjiicli  over- 
whelmed a  groat  fleet  the  same  night.  Wiiile  the  Dutch  and  tiie 
Venetians  may  have  tlio  credit  of  conceiving  the  idea,  to  Englishmen 
belong  the  honor  and  glory  of  having  adopted  this  right  royal  amuse- 
ment." 

From  this  time,  yachting,  steadily  putroiuzed  by  royalty,  became 
a  favorite  pastime  of  the  nobility  and  gentry  anil  is  now  so  general 
that  almost  every  country  can  boast  of  one  or  more  organized  yacht 
clubs. 

Almost  all  (iovernments  encourage  yachting;  first,  becauso  it  sup- 
plies an  excellent  training  for  seamen,  who  in  time  of  war  become 
available,  and  second,  because  the  science  of  naval  architecture  is 
continually  being  benelited. 

The  pedigree  of  yachting,  therefore,  without  being  definitely  dis- 
covered, is  traceable  to  its  rudest  elements,  and  the  sport  eonu's  down 


being  (ini.  itACK  ;  hut.  un(|uestionably,  the  masterpiece  of  Mr. 
Stevens'  architeclun'  was  the  unrivalled  ya.dit  Mviii a.  which,  it  is 
conceileil,  was  one  .if  the  fastest  of  her  tonnage  in  either  the  Old  or 
the  New  Worlil. 

Fifteen  vears  after  the  building  of  the  yacht  .iKFri-Ksov,  another 
vacht  was  built  in  Salem  to  which  the  name  ('Alt  oi'  Cos.  .luniA  wo. 
lirst  given,  and  which  was  changed  to  Cl.KOPATitA's  Haiuu-:  December. 
ISKi,  the  lirst  name  never  having  been  painted  on  her  stern.  It 
is  to  the  late  C.iptain  Benjamin  W.  (h-owninshield  we  are  indebted 
for  a  descriiition  ot  this  yacht.  She  was  built  south  of  Derby  street 
and  to  the  eastward  of  India  or  Crowninshield's  wharf,  where 
Amkiiica  and  Fa.mk  wore  .■onstructed.  Her  repute  spread  abroad, 
and  before  sho  was  launched,  while  mi  the  stocks,  people  <'ame 
from  far  and  wide  to  see  her  as  sho  grew  under  the  builders'  hands. 
In  cverv  respect  she  was  a  iiceuliar  vessel,  as  the  illii .-.tration  will 
show,  'in  her  hull  and  rigging  nothing  was  sjiarcd  to  make  her  sur- 
liass  overvtbing  that  had  precedt'd  lior.

call  him  Commodore,  wliile  in  the  Yacht  Cnii  iii-;  FuASfi-;  he  is 
called  President. 

Maitland,  in  his  "History  of  London"  (ItliO),  mentions  sailing  and 
rowing  on  tho  Thames  as  among  tho  amusements  then  indulged  in  ; 

and  Strutt,  in  his  "Sports  and  Pastimes"  (I811I),  says  that  thoCum-  after  being  shown  to  the  family,  sho  was  open  to  the  public  at  large, 
berlanil  Society,  consisting  of  gentlemen  partial  to  this  jiastime,  gave 
yearly  a  silver  cup  to  bo  sailed  for  in  the  vicinity  of  Loiubui.  The 
boats  usually  started  from  Blackfriars  Hridgo,  wont  up  tho  Thames 
to  Putney  anil  returned  to  Vauxhall,  being,  no  doubt,  mere  sailing 
boats  and  not  decked  vessels.  From  tho  middle  to  the  end  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  yachting  developed  very  slowly;  although 
matches  were  sailed  at  Cowos  as  far  back  as  lt«0,  very  few  yachts  of 
any  size,  say  'X>  tons,  existed  in  ISilO  there  or  elsewhere. 

Wo  have  now  to  cross  the  Atlantic  and  return  to  America,  and 
while  there  are  no  records  which  enable  us  to  trace  tho  historvof 


Captain  (ieorgo  Crowninshield  stated  that  in  one  day  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  ladies  and  seven  hundred  gentlemen  eanie  on  board, 
anil  that  the  visiters,  while  the  yacht  was  in  Salem,  averaged  nine 
hundred  eaidi  day.  Many  presents  of  ornaments  and  useful  things 
were  received  from  frienlls.  Commodore  Uainbridge  sent  a  patent 
log  suitably  inscribed,  and  country  people  sent  fruit  and  vegetables. 
Captain  (ieorge,  during  the  bnilding  of  the  vessel,  passed  all  his 
time  in  and  about  her.  All  of  her  fittings  were  made  from  his  own 
designs,  and  parti.^ularly  in  the  rigging  of  the  vessel  was  his  individ- 
uality shown.     He  had  on  her  a  wheel  of  his  own  construction  and 


yachting  in  this  country  previous  to  the  year  1«(I0,  still,  every  child  a  capstan  made  after  his  own  ideas.  Tho  standing  rigging  was  all 
is  familiar  with  tho  triumphs  of  our  Baltimore  clipper  schooners,  our  set  up  inadiiTerent  way  from  the  customary  manner.  On  the  deck  of 
privateers  and  vessels  of  maniiie,  which  long  before  this  date  were     this  yacht  as  a  pendant  to  tho  ca))stan.  was  a  wooden  statue  of   a 


identified  with  events  of  tho  times  that  have  made  them  celebrated 
in  history  for  speed  and  daring. 

The  first  yacht  built  in  America  was  constructed  at  Salom,  Mass., 
in  tho  year  1801,  and  was  called  Jkfff.usdn'.  Sho  was  owned  by 
Captain  (ieorgo  Crowninshield  and  built  by  Christopher  Turner. 
She  was  of  2'i  tons  cajiacity  and  a  good  sailer.  In  1SI-.J  sho  was 
made  a  privateer  and  was  the  second  vessel  thus  commissioned. 
Sho  nnido  only  one  voyage  under  tho  command  of  Captain  John 
Keliew  in  July,  1S1-.J,  taking  three  prizes,  sending  to  Salem  the 
second  prize  of  tho  war,  the  schooner  Nv.mi'H.  She  was  too  small  for 
such  work,  carrying  a  crew  of  thirty,  though  sho  remaineil  tho 
jiroperty  of  the  firm  until  it  was  dissolved  in  1>S15.  Then,  as  a  i>art 
of  the  estate  of  tho  elder  (Ieorgo  Crowninshield,  after  his  death,  she 


Xortii  Ameriiwi  Indian  the  size  of  life,  splendid  in  war  iiaiiit  anil 
feathers.  When  tho  ves.sel  was  afterwards  on  her  cruise  in  the 
Mediterranean  tho  sailors  used  to  imiioso  upon  the  simple  peasants  by 
telling  them  that  it  was  alive  and  introduced  them  to  it.  And 
whilo^in  Oeiioathe  saihu's,  noticing  the  many  statues  of  saints  in 
(diurches,  told  the  peasants  that  this  was  tho  statue  ot  an  American 
.saint  and  they  would  kneel  to  it  and  even  ki.ss  its  feet.  Some  of  the 
'  ropes  '  about  tho  quarter  deck  were  served  with  velvet  and  some 
were  of  different  colors.  Everything  above  and  below  decks  was  not 
only  peculiar,  but  very  elegant.  The  furniture  and  fittings  of  the 
cabin  was  in  mahogany  and  bird'.s-eyo  maple,  being  of  the  style  known 
as  tho  "  First  Emiiire,"  with  gilt  bronze  ornaments.  In  her  cabin, 
which  was  111  feet  liv  '-'K,  wore  two  long  sofas  of  mahogany  and  biriFs- 


was  sold  in  181.5  for  a  fishing  vessel  to  Gloucester.  She  belonged  eye  maple  11  feet  in  length.  One  ot  these  is  in  the  house  of  the  late 
at  onetime  to  Captain  .lolin  Crowninshield  Very,  and  later  to  Caleb  Benjamin  W.  Crowninshield  to-day,  and  is  considered  a  remarkable 
Johnson,  ot  Naliant. 


TMie  next  yacht  or  pleasure  boat  ot  which  we  have  any  account  is 
the  famous  littlo  DiVKit,  built  in  tho  year  180^  by  tho  lato  John  C. 
Stevens.  Subsequently,  ho  constructed  several  other  yachts  of  hi'-gcr 
tonnage,  among  which  were  Tkoihlk  and  Wave,  doubtless  yet  re- 
membered by  soinoot  our  older  yachtsmen,  tho  latter  boat  being  with- 
out a  competitor  in  hor  time.  Following  this  was  Oxkahii:, 
which  was  his  first  attempt  at  a  sharp  how  and  clean  run.  But  its 
success  was  only  partial,  and  it  was  soon  afterwards  adapted  as  a 
pilot  boat  and  sold  into  the  navy. 


and  very  handsome  piece  of  furniture.  Tho  saloon  had  a  chan- 
delier, a  sideboard,  two  largo  mirrors  with  gilt  eagles  above,  imi- 
itation  windows  and  draperies,  and  the  furniture  was  covered  with 
red  velvet  and  gold  lace.  Sho  was  fitted  out  with  a  complete  and 
very  large  service  of  silver  and  the  china  and  gla.ss  were  made  spec- 
ially for  hor.  The  state-rooms  were  also  elegantly  fitted  up.  Some  idea 
of  this  can  be  obtained  from  the  fact  that  when  after  the  death  of  her 
owner  the  vessel  was  sold  at  auction,  the  furniture  removed  from  her 
was  apin-aised  at  $8.0(i0.

century  ngo,  with  Uio  stiitt'ly  clipporH  of  it  nioru  ruccnt  iliitu  or  witli 
tlio  fiiiry-lilio  craft  wliidi  tiiuy  hiivo  ncnt  across  tlio  ocean  to  en(riijrii 
in  contortta  for  victory.  Aniuricunii  liavu  ever  maintained  tlio  BUi)eri- 
orityof  tlioir  boats* 

Tlic  llrst  American  yacdit  of  wliich  wo  luivo  any  recor<l,  aa  stated  in 
tlic  precciiiiigcliaiiter,  was  .Ikpkkusos,  tlio  next  being  Ci.koi'atua's 
llMidK,  and  then  wo  find  that  in  1S21  tho  schooner  yacht  Tkaskr  was 
built  for  (ieorgo  B.  UoUino  who  afterwards  held  the  position  of  Secro- 


Diiring  thosamo  year  the  sloop  liAVi'KT  was  built  by  f'ole  and  <»d- 
dieand  was  afterwards  altered  into  a  Bcliooner.  She  was  owned  li> 
(ico.  H.  Rollins  and  was  -il^  tonnage.  Her  length  over  all  was  44 
feet,  beam  la.li  feot,  keel  :i'.i  foct  and  draft  8.li  feet. 

In  1841  Oeorgo  Steers  built  a  boat  ;H>  feot  long,  which  wan 
called  John  V.  Stkykss.  With  a  cr.'W  aboard,  sho  drew  only  4 
inches  of  water  and  weighed  only  140  jiounds  being  for  this  reason 
quite   reumrkablo.     In    184-i   ho  built  tho   pili.r   boat  Wh.i.iam  (4. 


W'AiiHTAi'K  for  the  New  .Icrsoy  pilots,  and  it  is  said  that  Inr  speed 
was  80  great  aa  to  excito  tlio  animosity  of  tho  Ni'W  ^  ork  [lilots. 
Steers  afterwards  built  tho  famous  jjilot  boat  Mauy  Tavldk,  which 
will  bo  fully  described  in  tho  cliapter  on  tho  "Type  of  Yachts." 

Then  followed  the  building  of  the  keel  schocmer  yaclil  La  CoijIII.LK 
(■iA  tons)   by  Steers  at  Williamsburg    in  1H4--J.     Sho    was  formerly 
tho  cat-rigged    Manhattax  and  was  owned  by  .Iidin  ('.  Jay,  who 
tary  of  tho  New  Yoiik  Yaiiit  Cllh  ;  following  this  in  IH-U,  tho     hold  at  one  time  tho  position  of  Secretary  of  tho  Ni;w  YoiiK  Yacht 
schooneryachtl'xiiiNE  was  built  by  Colo  &  Odd io  also  for  (Joorgc  H.      (!li:b.     In  1843  tho  sloop  Mist  was  built  for  L.  A.  Depau  of  New 
UoUins.  Tho  next  yacht  recorded  was  built  by  Capes  in  lloboken  for      York.     In  1844  tho  keel   schooner  Spuav   was   built  by  Hrown  & 


John  C.  Stevens  and  was  named   Onka 
iiyk;  sho  was  sold  to  tho  United  States 
(lovernmont    in    1843  and  was   lost    off 
Caynos  reefs,  West  Indies,  in  1H4H. 

Then  followed  tho  building  of  Dkeam 
by  Webb  in  IM'i,  for  I'rescott  Hall,  Ed- 
ward Center,  Col.  I'cniieltou  llossaidi, 
(!eo.  K.  J.  Howden  and  John  C.  Jay, 
Sho  was  a  keel  scdiooner,  47  feet  over  all, 
11! .0  feet  beam  and  "! M  feet  draft.  She 
was  lost  in  a  collision  oil  Bridgeport.  The 
schooner  Wavb  was  also  built  this  year 
for  .lohu  C.  Stevens  and  was  of  IKiJ 
tonnage.  She  was  sold  to  tho  I'nited 
Stales  (iovernment  in  1838  for  eight  thou- 
sand dollars. 

In  1833  tliecenterboard  schooiierSvLpii 
was  built  for  John  B.  Cushing  of  Boston. 
Ilcr  length  over  all  was  72  feet,  keel  05 
feel,  beam  18  feet,  draft  8  feet  and  ton- 
na"e  'ri.  SvM'ii  was  considered  among 
the  fastest  yachts  in  her  class ;  sho  was 
beaten,  however,  by  Wave  off  Nantucket. 
She  eventually  became  u  pilot  boat  and 
was  lost  off  tho  New  Jersey  coast.  In 
]83i»  the  yacht  Nouthku.v  Lkuit  was 
built  for  Col.  Chaa.  V.  Winchester  of  Boston.  She  was  liO  feet  over 
all,  45  feet  keel,  7  feel  (i  inches  beam,  10  feet  draft  ami  was  of  V.K'Xi 
tonnage,  NoKTHEUN  Lninxand  Svlpu  joined  the  Nkw  Youk  Yacht 
Cluii  at  Newport  in  1844  when  on  its  first  cruise. 

In  1839  at  the  age  of  sixtt^en  tho  lato  (ieorge  Steers  built  a  small 
yacht  17  feet  long  named  Mautin  Van  Bluex,  which  beat  (Ii-adi- 
atok,  a  yacht  having  quite  a  record.  Tho  centerboard  sloop  I'ktuki, 
was  built  in  1840  for  George  B.  UoUins  ;  she  was  33  feet  over  all,  4.0 
feet  b(!»m,  4  feot  draft,  4.6  feet  depth  and  was  of  15  tonnage.  In 
184'^  tho  centerboard  sloop  Uai'IDS  was  built  by  Tlobert  Fish;  she 
was  11 J  tons  and  her  dimensions  were  :

The  former  was  constructeil   by 
Steers  &   llathorno  at  Williamsburg  for 
I).  L.  Suydam,  tho  latter  being  built  by 
the  same  firm  for  Oscar  Coles.     In  1845 
the  keel  schooner  I'l'.T  (46  tons)  was  built 
by  Lewis  Wiiido  at  Kast  Boston,  Mass., 
for  Thomas  Parsons.     It  was  during  tho 
summer  of  this  year  that  the  tirst  regatta 
was  held  in  Massachusclts  Bay,  the  yacht 
Kavkn,  owned  by  the  late  lion.  Belij.C. 
Clark,  being  the  winner.   It  may  bo  men- 
tioned hero  that  in  183'i  the  same  yachts- 
man owned  a  yacht  by  the  name  of  Mkh- 
MAii)  which  was  well  known  to  Eastern 
yachtsmen. 

The  keel  schooner  Buksda  was  built 
by  Winde  &  Chiiicherd  of  East  Boston  for 
David  Sears,  ,Ir.,  in  1843  ;  she  was  of  33 
tonnage.  Bhenda  sailed  a  race  off  Ber- 
muda against  tho  yacht  Peaul  and  won 
the  race,  attracting  considerable  attention 
at  the  time.  The  keel  schooner  IIoux  i;t 
3(1  tons),  whiidi  was  a  i)ilot  boat  for  a  while  and  was  then  turned  into 
a  pleasuro  vessel,  was  built  for  Jessie  Barker  in  1846,  and  in  the 
samo  year  the  keel  schooner  Mysteuy  was  built  at  Newburyport, 
Mass.;  the  famous  Mahia  also  made  her  llrst  apj)earance  this  year. 

Makia  was  built  at  lloboken  by  William  Capes  in  1840.  Sho  was 
modeled  by  the  late  Commodore  John  S.  Stevens  and  (ieorgo  Steers, 
also  remodeled  later  on  by  Robert  Fish.  She  was  altered  in  1847, 
184'.!,  1851  and  lAM.     Her  tirst  measurements  were  as  follows  :

Fi,i;i:twinci 
eonipeted  with  IIknuiktta  for  !!.■)(  10  a  side,  tho  former  winning  hy 
two  hours  and  a  half.  On  Oetohcr  Iflth  1Ii;xuii:tta  sailed  a  race 
with  Palmer  and  won  by  '-il  minutes.  During  the  samo  year 
(18(ir))  the  keel  sloop  Ulasik  {H  tons)  made  her  first  appearance. 
Tho  year  18(i0  will  always  bo  remembered  and  looked  baek  to  with 
interest,  as  tho  groat  Oeean  Ruco  between  IlKKUiKnA,  Fi.i:ktwix(» 
and  Vksta  took  place.  Hefore  this  great  race  Hexkietta  sailed  a 
raeo  October  flth  with  Ve.sta  from  Sandy  Hook  to  Oai)e  May  and  re. 
turn.  Both  yachts  met  with  accidents,  but  Vesta  was  tho  winner 
of  tho  fi5(iO  stakes,  by  ,"i(i  minutes.  Vesta,  on  .Vugust  1  Itli,  had  sailed 
a  match  race  witii  Wuxieox  for  ijl.noo  a  side  over  what  is  known  as 
the  "  Ulock  Island  Course,"  but  she  was  beaten  by  1  minute,  4  sec- 
onds. In  a  race,  however,  with  Hauyox,  a  centerhoard  schooner 
(I'il  tons)  owned  by  J.  II.  Hubbard  and  just  launched,  Vesta  won 
the  i!f^50  stakes  on  October  ilM,  the  course  being  from  Sand's  Point 
to  IJartlctt's  Reef  Lightship. 

Then  camo  tho  Ocean  Raeo.  In  tho  various  discussions  which 
must  of  necessity  arise  •■oncerning  so  unusual  an  event,  there  was  a 
certain  unanimity  on  sonio  points.  First,  all  agreed  that  December 
was  the  very  worst  time  to  cross  tho  Atlantic,  and  that  IIkxuietta 
and  Fleetwixo  were  the  only  safe  yachts;  that  is,  that  Vksta  was 
considered  unsafe,  being  a  centerhoard  cnift,  and  liable  to  "broach 
to."  Then,  too,  many  argued  against  Hexkietta,  urging  the 
superiority  of  Fkeetwixcj  on  account  of  the  former's  want  of  beam. 
Nevertheless,  each  yacht  was  upheld,  and  that  very  strongly,  by  her 
supporters. 

Needless  to  say,  each  vessel  was  in  the  jiink  of  condition.  The 
start  was  made  December  11,  180U.  The  steamer  Riveii  t^iEEX  with 
about  lf!0  invited  guests  ou  board,  accompanied  the  yachts  to  the 
Hook.  One  little  circumstance  must  be  noted — the  crews  of  Hes- 
uietta  and  Vesta  were  placed  under  naval  discipline,  while  it  was 
not  so  on  board  Fi.EETWixd.  .\bout  l;i:,")0  o'clock  the  yachts  began 
to  spread  their  canvas,  and  at  I  o'clock  precisely  each  of  tho  three 
made  a  dash  as  if  for  liberty,  and  the  great  race  was  begun.  The 
wind  was  blowing  briskly.  Vesta  led,  with  IIemuetta  in  her  wake, 
and  then  came  Fi.EETWixr). 

On  board  Vesta  were  Mr.  Stuart  Taylor  and  Mr.  Geo.  Tiorillaid, 
who  were  to  act  as  judges  for  Hexkietta  and  Fleetwixh;  Fi.ekt- 
wixd  took  as  judges  for  tho  two  others  Messrs.  Ernest  Staples  and 
Henry  Centre;  while  on  board  Hknkietta  were  .Mr.  Laurence 
.leronio  and  Mr.  A.  M.  Kmipp  as  judges,  and  also  her  owner  .Mr.  .his. 
(1.  Hennett,  Jr.  and  Mr.  Fi.sk.  Ve.sta  was  commanded  hy  ('apt. 
•lohiison,  Hen'uietta  by  Capt.  Sainuols,  who  was  master  of 
Dkeadxaugut  (see  Fig.  40)  wlienslio  made  the  trip  from  Livorimol  to 
New  York  in  13  days,  8  hours,  and  Fkeetwixci  was  under  the  eom- 
niaiul  of  Capt.  Thomas. 

There  could  not  have  been  a  more  beautiful  day  for  the  start,  wind 
and  weather  seemed  alike  to  sniilo  npon  the  daring  yiudits.  To  en-

Hexkietia  made  the  entire  passage 
on  .me  tack.  The  greatest  day's  run  was  280  miles  and  the  least  113 
miles,  tho  latter  being  during  a  heavy  storm  when  siie  was  forced  to 
heave  to  for  several  hours. 

Qiioling  from  the  London  7'(//ics--'Tlie  Americans  have  oii.e  more 
done  a  thing  never  before  attempted  l>y  any  <.ther  people.  No  observer 
of  American  character  will  bo  surjirised  at  the  interest  which  this 
unprecedented  contest  has  e.xeited  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  It 
was  re.servc(l  for  tho  Americans  to  send  three  yachts  to  do  in  the 
Atlantic  not  only  what  is  generally  done  on  an  inland  sea  but  to  carry 
on  a  raeo  of  this  kind  for  a  whole  fortnight  1  This  ocean  race  has 
brought  high  national  qualities  into  play  but  the  Americans  were 
true  to  their  pretensions  (1)  and  shot  clear  ahead  of  tho  old  World!  "

Wo.now  come  to  tho  year  18li(i,  when  the  famous  Dau:  'LE.ss  (Fig. 
95)  was  built  by  Forsytli  &  Morgan,  ilystic  Bridge,  Conn.  She  was 
originally  called  L'lTirondello  and  was  owned  by  S.  Dexter  Bradford, 
.1  r.     She  was  a  keel  sulioouur.     I  n  18(jii  she  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Jas. 
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(lordoii  Bennett,  who  bad  her  remodeled  by  .1.  B.  Van  Deusen  at 
Noank,  Conn.,  her  tonnage  being  increased  from  'iW  to  'iij'i  tons.  In 
ISi'iii  she  sailed  a  race  with  Vksta  for  a  piece  of  plate,  and,  her  size 
telling  in  her  favor,  she  won.  Tiie  next  event  in  the  history  of 
Dai:nti,kss  was  tho  ocean  race  from  Gaunt  Head  to  Sandy  Hook 
Lightship  with  tho  schooner  Camhkia  for  a  *'.i50  Cup.  The  yachts 
entered  uuder  the  following  measurements:

The  start  was  made  July  4,  ISlo,  at  i  V.  M.  F'or  days  all  was  eon- 
jecturo  at  homo,  and  very  little  detiiiito  news  was  heard  until  Ca.muki  a 
passed  tho  buoy  otf  Sandy  Hook  where  the  yiudits  were  timed.  The 
race  was  very  close,  Camhkia  iirriving  July  37  at  3:30  P.  M.,  and 
Daixti.ess  coming  in  tho  same  day  at  4:47  P.  M.  Camhkia  was 
better  navigated,  sailing  2.017  miles  in  23  days,  5  hours,  17  minutes 
and  5  seconds,  while  Daixti.ess  sailed  2,003  miles  in  23  days,  7 
hours — coming  in  just  one  hour  and  17  minutes  later  than  her  rival, 
but  having  sailed  4(5  iiiiLs  further. 

Davxti.ess  probably  had  too  much  talent  aboard,  as  there  were

August  24,  ISTl,  the  Lorillard  Cup  was 
raced  for — value  *!  yOO— but  on  account  of  the  very  dense  fmr  the 
yachts  did  not  st  irt.  Sappho,  liowever,  went  over  the  course  alone, 
it  was  a  distance  of  ('i4  miles,  being  known  as  the  "LongConr.se" 
around  Block  Island  Hiioy.  She  made  the  run  in  7  ln-s,  4s 
min.  30  sec.  beating  the  record.  On  October  <Jth,  the  race  was 
sailed  and  Sapimio  won,  breaking  all  previous  records,  her  own 
included,  her  timo  being  7  hrs.  24  min.  58  sec.

.Nichols.  Tho  keel  schooner  Mahcap  (21  tons)  was  also  launched 
this  year,  having  been  built  for  C.  \V.  Connor,  of  Sullivan,  -Mc. 

Tho  year  18i;8  produced  the  plienomeiial  and  celebrated  sloop 
(rUAiTE,  (iMg.  98)  which  is  entitled  to  considerable  attention. 

(iUACIK  was  designed  by  A.  (J.  Polhemus,  of  Nyaek,  N.  Y.,  and 
was  launched  in  Juno,  isOS,  for  William  Voorhis.  She  was  built 
by  A.  A.  Schanck  at  \yack.  She  is  a  wooden  ceiiterboard  sloop  and 
has  been  for  a  long  time  one  of  tho  fastest  sloops  in  American  waters. 
In  180!)  she  wa^j  bought  by  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Krebs,  in  1872  was 
bought  by  .Mr.  Samuel  Colgate,  iu  1873  was  bought  by  Mr.  John 
l{.  Waller,  and  in  1870  was  sold  to  Messrs.  J.  1'.  Karle,  W.  (loodwin. 
K.  Uobcrc  and  C.  I!.  Flint.  In  1800  she  pas.scd  into  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Eiirlo  alone.  Up  to  1880  her  racing  record  had  been  thirty- 
three  races,  out  of  which  she  had  won  eighteen  fir.sts,  twelve  seconds, 
and  only  one  third,  while  two  of  tho  races  wero  not  finishe  1.  She 
had  11I.S0  been  throe  times  rebuilt  during  this  time,  had 
won  several  handsome  prizes,  among  them  being  the  Citizens 
Cup  for  sloops,  when  she  defeated  Vixdkx  some  2i  minutes  and  the 
Bennett  Cup,  which  she  won  from  Ani-.K,  winning  by  22  seconds. 

In  October,  1881,  after  having  won  several  prizes  in  the  earlier  part 
of  tho  season,  she  took  part  in  the  trial  races  for  the  selection  of  a 
defender  for  the  A.mkkica'.s  Cip,  one  race  of  which  she  won.  In  this 
year  she  won  nine  out  of  fourteen  races  with  Mlschiki".  In  1882  she 
won  seven  firsts  and  three  seconds;  iu  1883,  four  firsts,  four  seconds, 
and  two  thirds.  Iler  owner  lost  ^2.000  in  1883,  she  being  beaten  by 
Bi'DoiTV  and  Fa.vxy  in  two  races,  the  stakes  being  *1. 000  each. 
She  won  the  first  prize  in  tho  Atfaxtk;  Yacht  Ci.iii,  and  second 
iu  the  \i;\v  York  Yacht  Ci,ri!  in  1884.  The  next  year.  188,"i,  she 
liad  five  firsts  to  her  credit,  with  two  seconds  and  two  thirds. 

In  1880  she  was  rebuilt  by  Piejigras,  her  tonnage  being  increased 
from  84  to  l(i2.()8  tons,  and  her  racing  was  continued  iu  1887,  when 
she  took  first  place  in  the  first  regatta  of  tho  Atlantic  Yacht 
Cn:n,  and  she  was  also  first  in  tho  cruise  of  the  Ni:\v  Youk  Yacht 
Ci.ritto  Newport.  She  was  second  iu  the  Jlorgan  Cup  Itace,  in  the 
regatta  of  the  EAsrEUN  Yacht  CLfit,  in  tho  Animal  Regatta  of  the 
Ni:\v  Youiv  Y'acht  Cum  and  third  iu  the  contest  for  the  (ioelet 
Cup. 

In  1891  she  was  third  in  the  Sfpiadron  Run  of  the  Ni:w  Youic 
Yacht  Ci.fii,  Augu.st  4tli,  beaten  by  Katkixa  and  lU:i)ori\. 
Second  in  the  run  of  August  (!th,  defeated  by  Katuina.  The  only 
starter  in  her  class  in  two  other  runs,  August  Utli  and  12th. 

Her  record  for  1802  was  not  particularly  creditable,  and  it  is  with- 
out question  that  she  has  been  outbuilt,  though  this  cannot  detract  in 
any  degree  from  the  inagnilicent  record  she  has  made  in  by-gono 
days.

"To  make  a  complete  and  useful  record,  it  is  necessary  to  know  tho 
force  of  the  wind  and  sailing  course  on  each  leg  from  whiidi  it  will 
bo  possible  to  ascertain  the  true  s|)eeil  and  relative  merits  of  eaidi 
yacht  in  light,  moderate  and  heavy  weather,  as  well  as  in  running, 
reaeliing  and  beating.  In  the  jirosent  tables  tho  details  are  hardly 
coiii|)lete  enough  to  permit  of  any  close  analysis,  and  we  have  simiily 
taken  the  rough  averages  of  the  speeds  on,  olf  and  along  the  wind. 
Inconiiilete  as  they  are,  the  results  are  very  interesting,  and  we  hope

That  it 
it  is  not  systematically  done  is  largely  iliio  to  the  fact  that  in  racing  it 
is  tho  relative  and  not  tho  actual  siieed  which  is  of  importance;  so 
long  as  the  yacht  is  the  lirst  in  her  class,  it  matters  little  whether  she 
is  sailing  at  six  knots  or  ten. 

'•  The  conditions  of  yacht  racipg  were  lu'ver  more  favorable  than  at 
the  iireseiit  time  for  the  cullection  of  data  relating  to  speed  ;  the 
courses  of  the  various  clubs  have  beer,  iiiiich  improved  of  late  vears, 
being  ])oriiianently  laid  down  inul  the  length  of  each  leg  known  :  the 
tiiriiing  is  i  ually  cry  ai'curate,  the  yachts  in  (a(di  class  are  nioii' 
iicarlv  of   the  same  measurement,  thus  eliminating  time  allowance; 

and   though   the  racing  classes  just  now  an iiiparatively   fi'w,   in 

those  ihal  do  any  racing  at  all,  such  as  the  4il  fool  and  '.'1  foot,  (here 
will  be  a  great  deal  of  keen  competition. 

"The  llguros  on  whiidi  the  ai'companying  tabic,  are  based  were 
compiled  by  a  '•icditsman  from  the  results  of  last  season's  racing 
and  wcri'  placi  i  .  .lur  disposal  some  time  since.  .MtliiMigh  their 
compilation  iiivolvcd  a  great  deal  of  labor,  they  are  by  no  means  as 
complete  as  is  desirable,  owing  to  the  diHlcnlty  of  verifying  times, 
clistanites  and  eonditions  in  certain  races.  At  the  same  time  the  re- 
sults as  they  stand  are  interesting  and  valuable.  Wo  jmblish  them 
partly  to  call  attention  to  the  siibjecl,  in  tlu^  hope  that  the  regatta 
committees  and  racing  men  may  take  such  interest  in  it  as  to  lead 
to  u  caret'nl  and  sysleniutic  colleelion  of  similar  data  during  the 
cuining  season.

On  account  of  his  know  ^'dge  of  the  characteristics  possessed  by 
boats  of  dilferent  types,  the  designer  may  be  of  great  assistaiwe  to 
the  sailing  master,  the  highest  results  having  been  obtained  where 
the  designer  and  sailing  master  have  workcii  together. 

The  sailing  master  is  full  of  ideas  in  regard  to  the  design,  and  in 
many  cases  ho  wishes  to  make  changes,  very  often  in  his  effort  to 
(radicate  all  faults.  He  does  not  realize  that  the  designer  has  volun- 
tarily accepted  certain  faults  as  the  lesser  of  two  evils.  Jt  is  the  sail- 
ing master's  jdace  to  indicate  the  faults,  but  it  is  the  designer's  place 
to  remedy  them. 

Theories  and  dogmas  in  regard  to  the  exact  shape  of  the  waterlines. 
ulthongh  modified  from  time  to  time,  still  exist  and  have  exentised 
far  too  great  an  influence  witli  many  designers. 
The  Forest  and  Slnvm*  says  : 

"  ('onsidering  the  ease  with  which  the  horizontal  wn.terlines  are  ob- 
tained from  a  wooden  model  or  laid  down  in  a  design,  it  is  niit  sur- 
prising that  in  the  course  of  years  they  should  have  been  exalted  to 
a  position  of  importance  out  of  all  proportion  to  their  merits,  and 
kIiouUI  have  taken  precedence  over  all  the  other  lines  of  a  yacht. 
The  young  yachtsman  from  the  first,  sees  the  waterline  iM-omincntly 
outlined  on  every  model,  he  is  treated  to  lengthy  dissertations  on  the 
merits  of  a  little  h(dlow  there  and  just  so  much  fullness  here,  and  if 
he  takes  up  designing  or  turns  to  the  books  for  information  the 
waterlines  confront  him  everywhere.  The  subordinate  theories  as  to 
the  exact  shape  of  the  waterlines  may  change  from  time  to  time,  but 
the  main  theory,  that  the  essential  feature  of  a  design  is  the  form  of 
the  waterlines,  has  existed  for  many  years." 

Atone  time,  as  already  stated,  the  "cod's  head"  and  "  niackerel's 
tail  "  form  of  waterline  was  followed, w  hen  about  the  time  of  .Vm  kkka 
came  the  complete  revolution  ■'  by  which  the  full  bows  and  fine  runs 
were  reversed,  the  new  theory  being  carried  to  its  extreme  in  the 
wave  line  form  of  Mr.  J.  Scott  Hussell.  While  never  returning  to 
the  old  idea  of  the  cod's  head,  the  fashion  in  waterline  has  changed 
greatly  from  time  to  time,  until  in  the  work  of  Fife,  Watson  and 
others  a  positively  convex  waterline  is  found. 

"For  some  years  past  the  influence  of  the  waterlines  with  the 
designers  has  grown  less  and  less,  tiie  wave  form  theory  having  done 
much  to  destroy  it,  and  Sir  Robert  Montague's  investigations  of  the 


iliagciiiid  lines  long  since  demonstrated  their  great  value,  but  at  the 
same  time  nearly  every  designer  has  bei'ome  wedded  In  a  ciTiain 
forin  of  waterline  which  recurs  in  all  of  his  boats.  Indispensable  as 
they  are  to  the  draftsman  and  ib'sii,'Mcr.  fonniiig  a  fiiiiiidalion  on 
rthiih  a  design  may  be  readily  coiislructcd.  the  hori/onlal  waterlines 
really  form  no  essential  feature  of  a  desiL'ii,  ami  arc  of  little  inipor- 

lance  <'oiiiparcil  with  the  diagonals  and  section  lines 

■•.\Mi:iiliA  is  a  conspicuous  instance,  (ieorge  Steers  depending 
for  his  shape  in  her  (as  he  did  in  all  bis  yachts  and  jiilot  boats)  mainly 
on  the  diagonals  as  laid  down  on  the  mould  loft  flour,  and  on  the 
same  lines  as  shown  by  the  ribbands  when  the  yacht  was  in  fiaiiic. 
The  whole  charai'ter  of  the  model  is  shown  bcllcr  by  the  diagonals 
and  section  lines  than  by  any  others,  a  fact  that  w  as  eiiii)hasi/.ed  some 
twenty  years  ago  by  .Mr.  J.  W.  (Jrilliths  in  his  treatise  on  ship  biiilcl- 
ing.  but  which,  up  to  the  present  time,  has  not  been  as  generally 
understood  as  it  should  be.  As  Mr.  (iriflilhs  points  ont,  the  water- 
lines  are  valuable  from  their  convenience,  but  they  are  important 
ncit    from   their   own   shape   but  from  the  resulting   shape   of   the

diagonals  and  section  lines.  It  it  were  not  for  the  mechanical 
dilliculties  of  the  drafting,  designers  would  be  only  too  ready  to 
abandon  the  horizontal  waterlines  entirely  and  to  start  the  design 
with  the  yacht  not  in  a  vertical  but  in  an  inclined  position,  at  the 
average  sailing  angle,  the  .section  lines  and  diagonals  alone  being 
shown." 

As  llerreshotf  in  designing  (ll.oitlAS.v  threw  aside  all  the  con- 
ventional theories  concerning  the  waterline  and  opened  a  new  jiatli 
in  whii'li  others  have  hastened  to  follo\v,  it  will  be  interesting  to  con- 
sider the  characteristic  features  of  this  yacht  which  has  won  suidi  an 
enviable  record. 

'li.oKiASV  is  one  of  the  nine  yachts  built  in  l.s'.ll  for  the  new 
4ii  foot  waterline  class  she  is  a  keel  cutter  of  the  American  type  so  far 
as  the  midship-section  and  lateral  plan  is  concerned,  and  does  not  dif- 
fer materially  in  these  respects  from  the  general  run  of  modern  keel 
craft.  The  lateral  plane  of  the  interior  arrangement  is  of  the  triangu- 
lar outline  used  by  15urgess,  Fife,  (iardner  and  Watson,  the  rake  of 
the  stornpost  being  about  10  degrees  loss  than  the  average  of  the 
last  throe.  The  midship  section  has  the  S  curve  and  strong  bilge 
of  the  later  American  keel  boats,  with  the  wide  keel.     There  is,  how-

The 
value  of  the  (liaj,'ona!s  was  ostalilislied  a  generation  ago,  tho  dcsini- 
hiiity  of  ll  large  area  of  loailwater  iilanc  lias  been  realized  hy  de- 
Bigners  for  years,  the  iiraeticaliility  of  the  convex  waterline  in  cer- 
tain typos  lias  hmg  since  been  demonstrated  by  Watson  and  Fife,

remained  for  Mr,  llerrosholf  to  remove  tlie  harrier  to  a  field  which 
jiroiiii.ses  to  be  productive  of  the  best  results  in  tho  future.  In  our 
opinion,  Glori  axa  would  have  been  none  the  less  valuable  as  a  teacher 
had  she  boon  no  better  than  third  or  fourth  in  tho  lleot;  oven  in  that 
ca.se  she  would  have  served  to  disprove  the  old  fallacies  as  to  the  im- 
portance of  a  special  form  of  waterline,  and  to  have  started  designers 
in  the  new  direction.  As  a  teacher  she  stands  beside  Amkkica  and 
MosQi  iTO;  they  served  to  disprove  certain  accepted  theories  which 
were  directly  in  the  way  of  progress,  and  she  has  done  the  same; 
having  done  this,  the  (|itestion  of  how  many  mugs  she  has  won  or 
may  win  becomea  of  little  importance.

"Tho  value  of  after  overhang  was  never  hotter  understood  than 
hy  tho  Imilders  of  tho  type  of  sloop  once  in  common  use  about  New 
York  under  tho  mean  lengtli  rule,  the  tax  on  overhang  induced  the 
designers  and  builders  to  take  no  nwu'o  tiian  the  histlrwh  tluit  was 
absolutely  helpful    to   the  boat,  ami  how  muidi  this  was  we   know 

from  OitAVMxo.  Fan  iiA.Miscmi:i.- and  tho  rest  of  the  old  stuh-tails 
Tho  counter  was  carried  out,  tho  center  timber  is  low  as  in  mo.leru 
boats,  hut  as  soon  as  this  timber  was  well  clear  of  tho  water  under 
all  ordimiry  conditi<m  of  heeling  and  immersicm,  it  was  chopped  olf 
abruptly.

Tho  "liallast  Fin,"  just  described,  has  been  spoken  of  by  laymen  as 
something  quite  unique  in  naval  urchitecture,  while  in  tho  '■Trans- 
acti(uis  of  the  Institute  of  N'aval  Architoets,"  numerous  mod  ilieations 
of  this  idea  can  he  found  long  before  Dilemma  was  constructed. 

There  can  bo  but  little  doubt  that  for  a  racing  machine  the  "Bal- 
last Fin"  is  an  exi'cUent  adjunct. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Kenoaly  says  "  Hut  that  it  will  ever  bo  compatible  with 

tlie  exigencies  of  a  cruiser  I  cannot  believe A  <!oin- 

bination  racing  and  cruising  craft  seems  r.ow  impossible.  If  ever  such 
a  craft  existed  its  era  is  over.     Tho  typo  of  yacht  in    whicii  our

that  there  is  either  stability  or  elTeetive  length  for  this  distance; 
quite  a  considerable  part  of  this  water  is  luohably  carried  along  by 
the  boat,  with  even  a  positive  retarding  intluenco,  and  the  valiuiblo 
portion  of  the  entire  after  overhang  is  certainly  not  greater  than  a 
third  of  the  average  length. 

"Under  a  rule  taxing  overhang  wo  would  see  (ii.oitiAXA's  ends  cut 
off  in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  tho  tax;  taking  the  boat  a>  she  is,  it 
would  he  possible  to  reduce  both  ends  materially,  without  barm  to  her 
sailing  qualities;  a  matter  of  4  feet  off  the  stem  and  of  ."i  feet  from  the 
stern  would,  as  will  l)e  seen  from  tho  design,  make  no  important 
difference  in  tho  lines  save  a  turning  in  short  about  the  deck.  Some- 
thing of  this  kind  is  ajiparentin  tho  new  Wasi-  and  tiie  tin-keels,  tho 
hows  of  Wasi*  are  even  fuller  than  (ii.ouiANA  about  the  waterline, 
but  the  lines  arc  turned  in  quickir  i.bout  the  stenibcad," 

Dilemma,  launched  by  Ilerreshoff  on  October  i),  lis!)l,  is  illus- 
trated by  I'ig.  118.  .She  is  a  -^."j-footer,  and  though  embodying  an  old 
idea,  she  is  interesting.  Her  hull  isimicli  like  a  <'uiioc,  loii",  narrow 
and  of  little  depth  (the  hull  being  lil)  feet  over  all ,  t  ho  length  load  water- 
line  being  a")  feet  and  tho  beam  T  feet),  with  a  nearly  Hat  iloor  and 
(piick  bilge,  though  with  a  atrong  rocker  to  the  keel  and  an  overhaix' 
to  each  end. 

Like  a  cauoe  she  has  no  proper  keel,  bnt  has  the  same  flush  deck 
with  a  liigh  crown  and  an  elliptical  opening  for  the  crew.  The  chief 
feature  is  tho  appendage  by  which  sho  obtains  her  stability.  Under- 
-  neath  tho  main  keel  is  hung  a  steel  jjlatc,  4  feet  deep  and  U  feet  long, 
nearly  rectangular  in  shape,  to  the  bottom  of  which  is  bolted  a  cigar- 
Bhaped  mass  of  lead  some  lU  inches  iu  diameter.    The  plate  weighs

Corinthians  took  their  pleasure  and  sport  a  dozen  years  ago  is 
i,li.:,,li.te.  This  is  a  progressive  ago  in  yacht  development,  not 
bei'anso  ai.ything  really  novel  has  been  invented,  but  rather  on 
account  of  the  improvement  in  old  tyjiesand  the  scicntilic  evolution  of 
crude  and  anti(|ue  devices  such  as  the  "Ballast  Fin."  It  may  ho 
said  with  considerable  accuracy  that  the  useful  craft  known  across 
the  Atlantic  as  'a  good  cruiser  and  a  first  class  racer,'  is  rai)idly  on 
the  decline.  Seaworthiness,  combined  with  a  moderate  degree  of 
comfort  in  days  gone  by,  used  to  be  considered  as  indispensable 
characteristics  of  agentleuum's  pleasure  craft.     Now-a-days  everything

is  sacrificed  to  speed.  Thus  tho  man  who  goes  to  a  naval  architect 
and  gives  his  order  for  a  craft  able  enough  to  round  t'ape  Horn  and 
also  to  beat  the  fastest  of  modern  racing  machines,  is  very  likely  to 
he  disappointed.  It  is  impossible  in  yacht  architecture  to  unite  the 
speed  of  the  race  horse  with  the  sturdy  endurance  of  the  dray  horse." 
(ieiieral  .J.  (iarrard,  of  Frontonac,  Minnesota,  claims  to  have  created 
the  "Ballast  Fin"  in  18H1;  this,  however,  was  not  the  case,  as  it  is  well

If  the  ]iro|ier  proportions  of  beam  and 
iiiiiiierseil  body  tiro  selected,  the  boat  will  be  fast.  The  deeper  the 
iininersi'd  body  tlio  narrower  it  should  ho  and  riir  rrrsa. 

Mr.  Tlioiiias  {'laiiham  gives  the  following  directions  how  any  one 
with  a  knack  for  such  mutters  can  de.-igii  a  fast  and  handy  boat.

Jler  eoiistriiction  wasafter  tlio  method 
popular  in  those  days,  and  as  now  with  wooden  vessels — that  is,  tlio 
frames  were  double,  with  ii  heavy  ceiling  insido  and  then  pliinkeil 
outside  and  fastened  with  trenails  and  composition  spikes  below  the 
waterline,  while  iron  was  iLsod  above.

While  all  progress  in  yacht  designing  was  not  necessarily  stopped 
liy  the  cessation  of  Amimika's  Cil'  racing,  it  was  kept  alive  oidy  in 
the  classes  under  TO  feet,  and  in  the  schooners;  merely,  in  fact,  in  the 
classes  under  40  feet.  So,  as  far  as  mere  designing  goes,  the  loss 
was  not  so  great,  but  the  construction  of  the  racing  cutter,  keel  or 
ceiitorboard,  of  8ti  feet  watci'liue,  was  naturally  a  nuitter  of  special 
engineering,  whi(di  could  gain  little  from  the  oxporiments  in  the  4ii 
foot  and  21  foot  (dasses. 

'I'lie  changes  of  the  last  three  years: — first,  the  evolution  of  the  liii- 
kcel,  then  the  introduction  of  the  new  form  of  boat  with  its  verv  full 
waterliiies  and  long,  easy  diagonals   and  iiiudly,  the  replacement  of

when  we  reach  a  production  which  showed  a  uuirked  .idvance  in  yacht 
designing  from  tbo  wooden  sloojis  of  the  old  type.  The  next  gri'atest 
compromise  was  made  in  the  cciiterboard  cutter  I'uuitax,  Ki".  Hi;!. 
I'RIsni.l.A  was  in  all  respects,  namely,  her  model  and  riir,  distinc- 
tively u  sloop.  The  rig  of  I'liuTAX,  however,  was  shown  to  be 
superior  to  the  sloop  rig  of  I'uiscu.i.a,  and  the  deep  keel  with  bal- 
last in  it  showed  some  superiority. 

In  the  race  in  which  Pm.scir.t.A  and  (ii;\i:sTA  (Kig,  KU)  eom- 
peted,*  the  value  of  moderate  beam,  depth  and  disiilacement  as 
opposed  to  extreme  narrow  beam  and  great  displacement  were  ex- 
hibited, and  the  peculiarities  of  (iKXEsiA  were  demonstrated.  The 
result  of  this  ra<'e  was  the  abandonment  to  some  extent  of  the  old 
type  of  centorboard  sloop,  in  model,  balla.st,  construction  and  rig,  on 
the  one  hand,  and  on  the  other  the  abandonment  of  the  old  British

the  plain  lead  <in  by  the  plate  linand  lead  bulb — have  been  so  many 
and  so  radical  that  it  is  a  ditlicult  matter  to  sum  i.p  the  [ircseut 
condition  of  yacht  designing  aiul  to  say  just  what  advance  has  been 
made.  One  thing  is  certain,  that  it  is  no  longer  a  case  of  moderate 
beam  and  power  against  narrow  beam  and  insufticient  power;  but  of 
extreme  beam  and  extreme  high  power  against  moderate  beam  aiul 
absolutely  high  power.

CENTERBOARD. 


IT  1ms  lifoii  I'liiimod  tliiit  tlu-  oni  of  Aiiu'ricmi  yiichliiif,'  bunaii  with 
the  luloiitiDii  of  tho  (■cntiThoard,*  uuil  for  this  rciisoii  it  will  ho 
of  iinquc'slioiiablo  intiTust  to  dovote  somo  l>\>■M■^'  to  this  siihji'ct. 
Tho  use  of  a  wide,  Hal  Ijoard  through  tho  bottom  of  a  craft  to 
Itruvciit  leeway  may  he  ])laced  l)ack  well  into  the  last  century, 
uiul  is  proliably  slill  older;  Init  when  the  "sliding  keel"  first  as- 
sumed tho  form  of  the  jireselit  eeiiterl)Oiird,  it  is  ditlieult  to  say.f 

Mr.  Dixon  Kemp,  who  is  autiiorily  on  nuitters  of  nautieal  hi.-torv. 
in  summing  ni)  the  sulijeet  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  /•'(>/(/,  writes  as 
follows: 

"'riie  Euriipcdii  Mwjnziui'  for  i;!l->,  in  discussing  Captain  Sehanck's 
'invention'  of  tho  three  sliding  keels,  as  titted  to  II.  M.  S.  'I'liiAi., 
L.U)Y  Xki.sox,  etc.,  says:  -If  tho  discovery  of  the  sliding  keels  is  great 
the  public  aro  indebted  for  it  to  tho  Indians  of  Soutli  .\nierica.  whose 
balsas,  descrilied  in  Ulloa's  voyage  (.V.  1).  i;;!,->),  have  these  sliding 
keels;  and  from  these  the  idea  has  been  taken  and  very  ingeniously 
improved  upon.'  Hut  those  sliding  keels  of  tho  Sou'th  .Vniericaii 
Indians  were  seen  by  I'izarro  two  centuries  earlier  (.V.  I).  l.^:ir)).  In 
I'rescott's  'History  of  the  Conquest  of  Peru'  wo  road:  '.Vs  he 
(I'izarro)  drew  near,  lie  fimnd  it  was  a  largo  vessel,  or  rather  raft, 
called  balsa,  eonsisting  of  a  number  of  lingo  timbers  of  alight,  porous 
wood,  tightly  lashed  together  with  a  frail  flooring  of  roods  raised  on 
them  by  way  of  deck.  Two  masts,  or  sturdy  polos,  erected  in  the 
middle  of  tho  vessel  sustained  a  large  square  sail  of  cotton;  while  a 
rude  kind  of  ruddi'r,  and  a  movable  keel  made  of  plank  and  inserted 
between  tho  logs,  enabled  tho  mariner  to  give  a  direction  to  the  Heat- 
ing fabric,  which  held  on  its  course  withcmt  the  aid  of  oar  or  iiaddlo.' 
Whethora  Chinese  boat  had  liecn  Idown  t(j  Peru,  or  whether  a  Peruvian 
was  blown  to  Cliimi  and  so  eommimieated  tho  idea,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  British  have  no  more  claim  to  tho  invention  than  any  of  tho 
United  States  citizens  have.  Captain  Sehanek,  it  is  evident,  as 
remarked  in  tho  lun-iqwHii  Miiijazitie,  n\erely  ada|ited  the  South 
American  sliding  keels  to  tho  hulls  of  seagoing  vessels;  while  ('apt. 
Shuldhani,  of  tho  English  Navy,  further  improved  on  the 
adaptation  in  ISOil  by  pivoting  the  board  at  one  ciu'iier,  and  it  was  at 
the  time  torinod  a  revolving  keel.  It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that 
Evelyn,  in  his  diary  (November,  lUii:>),  reeonis  that  Sir  William 
Potty  invented  a  "vertical  keel  hung  on  hinges  for  the  improvement 
of  the  sailing  of  ships.' "' 

It  is  a  fact  that  Admiral  .]ohn  Sehanek,  above  reforrotl  to,  built  a 
boat  containing  a  cenlerboard  in  Hoston,  Mass.,  in  IT^l,  for  Earl 
Porey,  afterward  Diiko  of  Northumberlaiul  and,  according  to  the 
Fiihl.l  tho  conterboard  was  introduced  into  several  vessels  by  tlie 
British  admiralty  from  i;;i  onward,  tlu^  earliest  of  which  were  used 
upon  the  American  lakes  during  the  War  of  the  Kevolutioii.  Tri]is 
were  made  upon  boats  littod  with  centerboardsliy  the  (iovernmeiit  for 
experimental  purposes.  One  such  experiment  was  with  the  t'littor 
TiiiAL  and  was  made  olT  Gravesend.  on  July  ;j,  nil'j.  In  .lanmiry, 
1800,  the  (JO  ton  brig  L.\!)Y  Nici.soy,  fitted  with  eenterboards,  left 
tho  Thames  River  for  Australia,  and  her  model  is  now  in  the  Naval 
Museum  at  (ireenwicli. 

The  result  of  these  experiments  seems  to  have  given  satisfaction, 
but  did  not  lead  to  tho  common  use  of  the  centerboard  in  transatlan- 
tic vessels,  nor  for  coast  service  in  yachts  or  trading  vessels,  exeopt-

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ingforcerlain  jiorts  and  localities,  and  the  /'ii!//  limiUy  adds  that  Mhe 
conterboard  doubtless  hotter  meets  tho  re(|uiremenls  cd'  .\merican 
waters  than  it  does  those  of  Europe.' 

One  thing  is  very  certain,  that  in  .Vmerican  waters  the  centcrlKiiird 
has  been  perpetuated;  in  fact,  over  three  quarters  of  tlii'  coasting  licet 
of  this  country  are  providcil  with  this  st'rvice,  while  in  England,  the 
centerboard  has  been  lo(jked  upon  as  a  mere  racing  devii'C  and  yachts 
utilizing  tho  same  could  not  at  one  time  enter  into  regattas  in  Eng- 
lish waters.  Lately,  however,  im  further  objections  have  been  made 
and  this  mo(lilication  in  the  rules  is  largely  due  to  the  elVorts  of 
Lieutenant  llcnn. 

The  centerboard.  uni(Uestioiial)ly,  owes  its  chief  developmenl  in 
.Vmerican  waters  to  the  frequency  of  small  and  shallow  harhors.  into 
whiidi  boats  of  deei)  draft  caniuit  be  carried,  while  in  Eiiglaiul.  owing 
to  the  deep  harbors,  the  draft  of  a  boat  in  this  sense  has  not  bi^cn  an 
element  of  serious  consideration. 

Ill  searching  tho  Uecord  of  the  ruitod  States  Patent  Ollice.  it  will 
be  found  that  117  iiatents  have  been  issued  for  centerboard  anil  keel 
devices.      The  lirst  patent  granted  appears  to  be  the  following  :

Mr.  Steiihens  referring  to  this  patent,  .says  :*  '■It  is  particularly 
interesting  on  account  of  the  minute  details  of  eonstriietion  given  in 
it,  and  though  tho  device  inay  iiavo  been  already  invented  in  Kngland 
by  Captain  Shnldham,  it  is  quite  probable  that  it  was  original  so  far 
as  they  knew  with  the  American  patentees,  the  dates  being  very  elo.so 
tigetber.      'J'ho  real  ■  centerboard,'  as  used  down  to  the  present  time, 
is  aoombinatiiin  of  two  devices  comparatively  well  known  at  thedatea 
mentioned.  ISiMMl.  the  Dutch  loeboard  and  Captain  Schank's  sliding 
koel,  and  there  is  nothing  improbable  in  the  eoinbination  being  made 
by    two  jiersons  independently    at  about  tho 
same    time.      'J'ho  American    patentees    liavo 
certainly  worked  out  the  details  with  a  com- 
pleteness which  shows  that  they  had  carried 
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tho  device  beyond  the  more  oxpnrimontal 
stage,  and  jiresented  it  in  a  prticticablc  work- 
ing form.  Tlio  ]ilaciiig  of  the  slot  on  ono  side 
of  the  main  keel,  an  auxiliary  keel  being  tised 
to  complete  the  foundation  of  the  trunk,  is 
merely  a  variation  of  the  inechanical  details  to 
suit  larger  vessels,  avoiding  the  weakening  of 
the  main  keel,  and  would  probably  be  covered 
by  tho  above  jiatents." 

J{y  referring  to  Fig.  HiX,  a  very  good  idea  of 
the  leeboards  already  spoken  of  can  be  obtained. 
They  consist  of  flat  pieces  of  wood  which  arc 
attached  on  each  side  of  flat-bottomed  boats  by 
means  of  a  bolt  on  which  it  traverses.  Tho 
board  is  let  down  in  tlio  water  rcjicliing  below

invention  is  to  do  away  with  the  ciiniliersoine  '•  leelioard." 

The  eenterlioanl  will  lie  seen  eonstnuted  direi-ily  over  the  keel, 
niakiiii,'  a  slut  in  the  latter,  throiif;li  wliiidi  the  hoard  eoiild  he  lowered 
and  raised  hy  means  of  (diains  o|ieratrd  hy  a  windlass  on  (h-ck.  The 
eeiiterhoanl  Ills  in  a  trunk  and  when  not  in  ir-e  occuiiii's  this 
comiiartmeiit  up  to  the  deek. 

It  wonlil  appear  from  nii  inscription  on  a  tonihstone  in   (ireenw 1 

Cemetery  that  at   least  the  family  of    the    late    Salem    Wines  eon- 
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artion.  The  invenlnr  elaims  that  in  many  cases  the  ^afcl^  nf  a 
ves.-el  depends  upon  the  cITeiMive  .surface  of  the  eeiilerhoard.  and  it 
isdesirahle,  therefore,  to  lower  the  ceiiterlioard  in  .-uch  a  manner  that 
the  same  whether  lowered  wholly  or  partially,  « ill  olTi'r  the  lar;.'e>t 
possihie  elTective  siirtai'e  lo  the  action  of  the  water.  Two  \ears  later. 
.Ian.  8,  Im;;',  11  patent  was  f;ranted  to  linhert  Chaniliers  of  Uelroii. 
.Miid'i.,  for  an  improvement  in  slidini;  keels  or  eeiiterhoard  fnr  \e^,-eN, 
and  is  illustrated  in  l''ij,'nies  i;:land  11  I.  It  consists  of  two  Imaiils 
in  one  hox,  the  hoards  liein.i;  hiiiij,'  in  siieli  a  manner  that  the  lee 
hoaril  will  stand  vertically  in  the  water  when  the  ves-i(d  is  careened. 
When  llie  vessel  is  put  aiiout  on  another  ta(k.  the  hoard  which  is 
down  is  taken  ii|i  while  the  vessel  is  in  stays  and  the  other  hoanl  is 
lowered.  An  alarm  hell  is  ttttaelied,  so  as  to  he  sounded  hy  the 
shiittliiif;  movement  of  either  eeiitcrhoard  when  it  strikes  hottoin  and 
tlierehy  J,'i\es  warnini.'  'if  shoal  water. 

On  .May  lit,  IsU,  a  patent  was  firanted  to  .lames  T.  Ilalliehl,  of 
Jlolioken,  New  .lersey,  for  an  improvement  in  cenlerhoards  for  M'.-.- 
sels.  The  invention  eiiihraees  a  peculiarly  constructed  ee-derhoanl 
for  sailiiif,'  vessels  (iMg.  i:5),and  also  ai)paratns  U>r  eoiitroiuii};  it 
([■'if,'.  Ki!);  and  is  claimed  to  have  four  distinct  advaiila^a'S  over  the 
swiiiiiinj;  eeiiterhoanl  now  used. 

jMrst,  the  increased  area  of  exposure  wlu'ii  the  eenterhoard  is 
lowered,  hy  reason  of  the  dropping  of  the  f(n'ward  end  of  thi'  hoard. 
Secondly,  positively  aetilif;  ine(dianism  fm-  contrcdling  the  position  nf 
the  hoard,  eapahle  of  heing  operated  without  ehanj^'iiig  the  coiiise  of 
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sldered  him  to  he  the  inventor  of  the  eenterhoard,  as  the  inscrip- 
tion reads  :  "  Salem  Wines,  Boat  Hiiilder  and  Inventor  of  the  Center- 
board,  died  .liiiiu  A,  IStil,  aged  T'i  years,  10  inos.,  :i8  days." 

It  is  admitted  hy  Wines'  aiirviving  relatives  that  he  never  iiateiiled 
his  device  as  ho  did  not  realize  its  importaiiee,  hut  that  he  was  always 
regarded  as  the  inventor  of  tho  eeiiterhoanl  hy  those  who  knew  linn. 
From  what  has  already  heen  shited,  it  is  (dear  that  Wines  was  not 
the  inventor  ot  the  centerhoani,  although  he  douhtless  experimented 
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in  this  diroetion  without  knowledge  id'  the  result  ohtained  hy  others 
even  hefore  his  birth. 

Of  the  numerous  patents  which  have  been  issued  relative  to 
eeiiterhoanl  devices,  some  are  curious  and  interesting  if  not  valuable, 
and,  consequently,  it  will  not  he  out  of  jdaee  to  consider  a  few  of 
them. 

On  August  Ti,  1805,  a  patent  was  granted  to  (ieorge  M.  Fay  of 
Eureka,  Cal.,  for  an  imiiroved  eenterhoard,  which  is  illustrated  in 
Kig  I'i'i.  The  object  of  the  invention  is  to  permit  the  eeiiterhoanl  to 
rise  and  fall  parallel,  so  that  when  it  is  lowered  the  full  width  of  the 
centerhoani,  eipialliiig  the  whole   length  of  the  case,  is  brought  into 
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the  vessel.  Thirdly,  ineidianism  for  taking  up  the  sla<-k  of  the  hoist 
rofie  as  the  hoard  rises.  Fourthly,  devices  for  holding  the  hoard  at 
any  prescribed  point. 

The  board  may  be  fixed  at  any  elevation  by  dnipiiing  the  pawls 
upon  the  ratchet  wheels,  or  may  he  left  free  to  move  either  up  or 
down  by  rel,"isiiig  either  one  (d'  the  pawls  res|iecliv(dy.  The  hoard, 
either  up  or  down,  causes  rotation  (d'  the  drums,  wliiidi  are  geared 
together,  so  that  the  down-haul  and  the  hoist-rope  are  never  slack, 
either  one,  res[iectively,  heing  wound  up  as  the  other  is  iinwoiiml. 
This  fnriiishes  a  means  of  preventing  fouling  hy  jamming  of  cither 
n^ie  between  the  eenterhoard  and  the  trunk. 

For  an  iinproveineiit  in  adjustable  centerboanis  a  patent  was  granted 
to  IK'tinis  McColgaii,  of  San  Francisco,  California.  Octohcr  8, 
1878. 

The  iiiiiiroveiiieiit  consists,  lirst,  in  attaching  the  eenterhoard  lo  a 
vertical  shaft  which  extends  up  thnnigh  the  deck  so  that  the  board 
may  he  raised  or  lowered  by  ineaiis  of  a  windlass  on  the  deck ;  secondly, 
ill  the  use  of  operating  niechanisin  in  conneidion  with  the  vertical 
shaft  hohling  the  eenterhoard,  so  that  when  the  centerhoani  is  down 
it  iiiav  be  turned  at  an  angle  fnnn  the  direction  in  which  the  ship  is 
moving,  so  as  to  more  eireetually  increase  the  lalenil  resistance  and 
prevent  the  vessel  from  drifting  to  leeward;  thinlly,  in  the  use  cif  a 
peculiarly  constructed  centerboard  easing,  whiidi  is  all  titted  helow 
the  keelson,  so  that  uo  Uoor-timbers  ot  the  vessel  have  to  be  cut  oil  to

'I'lie  rods  work  within  tubes  which 
serve  to  exclude  the  water  from  the  interior  of  the  vessel,  these  tubes 
being  attached  to  the  inner  jiortiou  of  the  keel  or  bottom.  AVlicn 
not  in  use  tho  eeiiterboard  may  be  turned  and  held  in  a  horizontal 
position  at  right  aiiirles  to  the  keel. 
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from  the  deck  of  the  vessel— by  means  of  a  removable  bar,  to  which 
the  centerboard  is  hinged;  by  a  hinged  hook  attached  to  the  cen- 
torboard;  aucl  also,  by  means  of  a  curved  slot  in  tho  walls  of  the  well. 
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and  II  sprios  of  htdp-wiitiT  limirds — but  tlii'  uliovi'  dcsfi'ilifd  dcvicr 
dilTcrs  from  tlic»o  in  coiiHtnii'liciM  aiiil  is  sini|ilir  and  nuiro  rcudily 
operated.

was  };raiit('d  a  jiatcnt  for  an  iinprovcd  cun-tniclioii  anil   coniliinalion

the  vessel,  whiidi  enaljles  tlie  vessel  to  sail  closi'r  to  windward  than  a 
vessel  liavinj;  its  centerlioard  withont  the  adjnst- 
ment.     The  deviee  is  illiislnited  in  Ki}:;.   l><\. 

The  inventor  elaims  that  it  will  ho  seen  from 
the  device  that  when  the  vessel  is  on  the  port  tack 
and  the  forward  cud  of  the  centerlioard  is  set 
toward  the  starboard  side,  by  means  of  the  screw 
shown,  that  the  iiressiireof  the  board  wliicli  is  let 
down  into  ihe  water  will  have  a  tendency  to  force 
the  vcs.-el  to  w  indward,  tlins  preventing  the  vess(d 
from  making  too  much  leeway,  and  at  the  same 
time  forcing  the  vessel  by  the  ]>ower  of  the  water 
bearing  against  the  centerlioard,  as  the  vessel 
moves  forward  to  windward. 

The  angle  at  which  the  board  will  acconiplish 
the  best  results  without  retarding  the  vessel  is 
ascertainable  by  experiment,  then  the  ceiiterbourd 
may  be  set  at  the  desireil  aiigk'  by  means  of  the 
screw,  and  the  nut  thereliy  clamps  the  forward 
end  of  the  board. 

The  casing  for  the  centerlioard  is  designed  so 
us  to  contract  at  its  middle,  in  eonsc'iucnce  of 
which  the  board  has  a  fulcrum  in  the  same,  en- 
abling it  to  rock  upon  the  middle  of  the  con- 
trauting  sides;  this  strengthens  the  board,  which 


l''ollowiMg  this  patent  we  lind  that  on  November  III,  ISMl,  a  palcnl 
was  granted  to  Thos.  (i.  l''.dmond>nn.  (pf 'l'ar|Miii  Springs,  l-'lornla.  I'nr 
u  sk<'g  atlaeliiuent  for  ves.-els.  The  advanlagcH  chiinied  for  this  iii- 
veiitiun  are,  llrst,  that  it  (K'eupies  waste  space  and  the  linll  is  imi 
pressed  or  weake.u'd  at  any  point  wliero  there  is  space  available  for 
storage  of  cargo,  etc.  Si^conilly,  tho  skeg  easing  is  so  sei'ure  that  it 
serves  also  as  u  lirm  point  ipf  attiichnuMit  for  the  rudder.  Thirdly,  it 
does  not  come  below  the  lino  of  tho  keel,  and  will  licnc(>  clear  or  pass 
whatever  the  latter  Joes.  The  illustration  (I'ig.  ls:i).  clearly  s.as 
forth  the  Invention. 

Tho  folding  cenlerboard  invented  by  Thomas  I!.  Ilroiigh.  of 
(ianano(pu',  (hitario,  Canada,  and  patenteil  .\ngust  'J.  iss!.  is  illus- 
trated in  l'"ig,  1S4.  .\  eenterboard  case  is  shown  secured  to  the 
keelson  of  a  boat,  which  contains  a  scries  of  blades  arranged  to  siv  ing 
lui  a  coiuimm  pivot  and  provided  with  cam-slots  arranged  in  dilTcrent 
jiositions  in  the  dilTerent  blades,  and  a  forked  arm  secured  to  a  shaft 
extending  through  the  sides  of  the  casing,  carrying  a  roller  tilteil  to 
the  slots  of  tho  blades,  adapted  to  swing  the  blades  on  their  pivots  as 
the  forked  arm  is  tnrneil  in  smdi  a  nuinner  as  to  pro.ject  the  fri'c  ends 
of  tlio  blades  from  tlio eenterboard  casing  at  ditTcrent  velocities,  the 
lower  blades  being  carried  downward  with  greatest  ra|iidity.  the 
upper  olio  with  tho  le.ist  uml  tlie  intermediate  blades  with  a  motion 
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naturally  will  bear  with  its  forward  end  against  one  of  the  sides  of  the 
casing  us  it  is  tilted  to  cue  side  or  the  other 
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corresponding  with  their  respective  positions  in  the  eenterboard. 

There  is  also  a  meidianism  for  operating  the  forked  arm  bv  which 
tho  centcrboards  are  moved  and  controlled. 

A  curious  patent  was  granted  to  Peter  F.  Oauglien  of  I'.oston, 
Massachusetts,  August  lid,  ISST,  which  relates  more  cspeciallv  to 
moans  for  ]ireventing  sail-boats  from  capsizing  in  rough  weather  or 
when  struck  by  a  sudden  blow  of  wind,  and  is  illustrated  in  Fig.  Iis,"(. 
The  keel  is  ])referal)ly  composed  of  lead  or  similar  material,  iiiul 
instead  of  being  rigidly  secured  to  tho  hull  as  is  ordinarily  the 
custom,  it  is  provided  at  either  end  with  an  upwardly  iirojccting  ai'iii 
and  is  suspended  from  oriiivotcd  on  bolts,  pasesd  horizontallv  tliron"h 
the  arms  aiul  res(ioctively  secureil  in  tho  stern  aiu'  bow  of  tho  hull  at 
the  lowest  ])ossilile  jioint  in  such  a  manner  that  it  will  swing  laterally 
under  the  hull. 

Tho  keel  operates  as  a  counter  balance  to  tho  mast  and  sail,  aiul 
when  tho  sail  is  thrown  over  tho  keel  is  imiiudiatelv  swung  in  the 
opposite  direction  by  means  of  an  arm  to  which  the  nuist  is  secured, 
thus  maintaining  the  center  of  gravity  of  tho  hull  in  its  normal 
position  and  causing  the  boat  to  riile  on  an  '•even  keel,"  tho  (daim 
being  that  it  is  practically  impossible  for  it  to  be  upset  by  sudden 
gusts  or  flaws  of  wind.

'I'lic'  old  eenterhoard  sloop  \  embodied  the  idea  of  an  excess  of  jxiwor 
at  all  niodcrate  anodes  of  Jiee!.  derived  from  excessive  lieain,  and  of 
ample  lateral  [ilane  in  a  most  elfcc'tive  form  in  the  cMMiterhoaril. 

The  keel  cnlter.  oil  the  eontrary,  tliroii,;;h  Iiim'  narrow  beam  and 
low  lead,  iiossessed  a  very  moderato  amount  <d'  jiower  at  normal  isail-

Mr.  Stcjihens  says:  "These  two  vessels  both  jiossess  amplo  power 
I'nr  malili  HiiiliiiiL'.  us  well  iis  reserve  stability  for  iner.' safely  from 
capsize,  through  (lieir  great  beam  iiiid  extreme  low  lead.  He  tli  also 
possess  ample  power,  a  very  largo  and  elfeetivo  l.itenil  iihiiie  in  tho 
hull  ainiie,  aparl  from  the  eenterlioard;  even  in  \l(ili..v.NT  tho  board 
is  not  reipiirecl  for  h  ind»arcl  work  in  cruising  orordinary  sailing,  but 
even  ill  racing  and  with  I  iKM'eiilerlioard  fully  boused,  or  with  the  slot 
lillecl  with  lead,  she  would  uiii|Ueslinnably  i'  'feat  any  keel  cutter  built 
bid'oro  this  year,  siudi  as  Tiiisri.i:,  IvKiix; ,  Iiii;.\  and  (Jk.nksta. 

•'Ill  tho  old  tyjie  of  boat  tho  board  was  everything,  with  it  jainniod, 
Inst  or  otherwise  disabled,  the  boat  was  ii  ludpless  hulk  so  far  its  wind- 
Hard  work  was  concerned;  but  in  \'iiili.\xr,  the  board  has  Bliriinken 
to  the  posit  inn  of  a  mere!  auxiliary,  intended  to  give  a  iiecessarv  but 
very  moderate  increase  of  weatherly  ability. 

'•  Vloil.A  NT  eoiild  be  made  ipiite  as  fast  and  weathorly  by  the  addi- 
tion of  a  deeper  keel."  And  lie  further  says:  "It  isiKjiicstioii  whether 
it  is  desirable  to  have  a  weight  of  three  or  four  tons  loosely  hung 
beneath  II  boat,  supported  by  a  chain  whicli  is  iiiaeeessiblo  save  by 
the  aid  of  a  diver,  certainly  an  nnseaworthy  appliance.  Uotli  Nav.v- 
iioi:  unci  N'liiii.ANT  have  experienced  trouble  with  the  lifting  gour  or 
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cdiaiii  and  it  is  easy  to  imagine  that  the  parting  of  a  (diaiii  in  a  race, 
while  not  a  remote  eniilingeiicy.  might  be  a  most  serious  one  involv- 
ing tho  loss  for  the  ves.sel."' 

In  an  nrticio  entitled  "  ('oast  and  Inland  Yachting,"  .Mr.  Frederic 
\\.  I'aiigborn.  referring  to  the  endless  "  eenterbourd  and  keel"  eon- 
trovcrsy,  says:* 

"  .\s  applied  to  small  cruising  yiiebts.  it  is  not  ont  of  the  way  to 
state  that,  unless  shoal  waters  make  it  imperativu  that  one  should 
have  only  a  light-draft  boat,  the  deeji-keel  vessel  is  niucii  the  better 
craft  for  tlieyacditer  tonso.  In  smdi  a  boat  depth  gives  uccommoda- 
tion.  the  absence  of  the  centerboard  trunk  leaves  the  cabin  freed 
from  a  great  inconvenience,  w  liilo  the  stability  of  siudi  il  boat  con- 
tributes to  safety.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  best  small  cruiser 
is  a  boat  of  good  beam  and  draft,  currying  her  ballast  on  her  kOel. 
Sucdi  a  yacht  is  nneapsizable.  a  great  advantage  in  a  small  vessel. 
The  compromise  or  keel  and  centerboard  tyjie  of  boat  is  also  poiiu- 
lar.  A  boat  of  this  kind  lias  good  draft,  lead  or  iron  keel  ballast,  and 
tiie  eenterlioard  is  considered  a  benetit  to  her  in  going  about  and  in 
racing.  The  very  light  draft  centerboard  yacht  is  not  the  best 
•"a-utury  IJlus.  Ma«.,"  May,  18KS, 
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oruisur,  tlu;  (Hily  oxcniso  for  her  n-c  in  tliiit  onpncity  lieiiij?  tlio  net),  s- 
nity  of  lijjlit  ilnift  in  waters  wliicli  iiiu  Rlmll.nv  im  iiro  tlio  wutorn  of 
muny  of  our  smiiU  harbors.    A  gonorul  dciluutioii  from  those  poiiili 
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of  view  may  lie  siimiiiai'izi'd  iluis:  u.so  a  kcol  bout  if  you  can;  a  con- 
tt'rboanl  Imat  if  you  innst. 

'•  W'itli  rac'inj,'yacliU  tiu'i'asii  is  ililToit'iit.  A  liuur  slinuiil  bo  built 
witli  (iiK!  itlwi — to  win;  anil  if  li;,'iil  dnift  and  a  bij;  contoi'boanl  will 
win,  ouo  sliould  u.so  tlioni.  For  rougli  wutor  nK'inj;,  liowowr,  it  has 
bi'i'u  duinonstratc'd  finite  conrlusivuly  tliat  tlio  'sliiinniiuii-dish.'  as 
the  lij^'lit  draft  boat  is  (tailed,  is  not  the  best  yacht.  In  bad  weather 
tlio  yaulit  witii  good  boiiy  and  draft  and  balhist  well  down,  has  ofteti 
proved  herself  the  cliaiupion.  Tlie  narrow  bi'ained  cutter  with  very 
deep  draft  has  also  lield  her  own  in  such  weather  ajjainst  ail 
comers." 

In  Kumming  up  this  pnjblt^ni  there  can  be  but  little  if  any  doubt 
for  a  strictly  pleasure  or  eruisiiig  yacht,  that  tlio  deduction  given  by 
Pangboru  is  corre^'t,  that  is:  '•  use  a  keel  boat  if  you  can;  a  center- 
board  boat  if  you  must,"  and  this  is  especially  true  of  the  modern 
rapacious  keel  boats. 

For  speed  or  for  racing  purposes,  wliero  comfort  is  no  longer  an 
element  of  coiisidoratioa,  it  is  still  to  some  extent  an  open  question, 


although  from  tlieoretii'al  cinisjilcralions  llie  ri-nterboard  boat  r-liould 
be  superior  to  tlie  keel  boat. 

If  t«o  kci'l  yailils  were  eonstrucled  from  ibe  «amo  ilesign  and  with 
t!io  intenliiin  that  in  every  possible  rcspi'cl  Ibey  .should  bo  exactly 
alike,  and  a  sli;;ht  niodiruation  was  made  in  the  ki  •■\  of  one,  to  per- 
mit of  the  use  of  a  centerboard,  and  bnili  yachts  wiri'  lltteil  out  with 
exactly  the  sanio  rig,  it  would  bj  possible  in  a  number  of  rai'es  to  de- 
termine the  true  value  of  the  centerboard. 

This  assu'nes  that  each  boat  is  manned  by  ai>  ecpially  I'ompeleiit 
crew  and  ollic'crs,  and  secondly,  so  as  to  eradicateany  possible  iineslmn 
as  to  the  relative  skill  of  the  ollicers  and  crew,  that  at  lea.H  two  races 
sliould  bo  coudiiclcd  in  which  t!ie  ollicers  auil  crew  of  one  yacht 
hIkuiIiI  intorcluingo  and  assume  couiniami  of  the  other  yacht. 

Experiment  has  shown  that  it  is  dillicult  to  bnild  two  yachts  on 
oxa<'tly  the  same  liru'S,  one  of  which  will  not  be  superior  to  the  other; 
still,  bv  adopting  this  method  the  risk  is  redu^i'il  (o  a  minimum,  and 
it  is  dillicult  to  see  bow  this  ipu'sliou  of  centi'rboard  versus  keel  can 
be  dellnitely  settled  by  the  ado|itiou  of  any  other  tnethod.  I>cduc- 
tions  based  upon  entirely  dilTerent  models  ami  conditions  can  iie\er 
farnisli  tho  true  solution  of  this  important  jirolilem. 

Mr.  Dixon  Kemp,  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  London'  Saii.ino 
Ol.ili,*  states  "that  the  centerboard  was  simjily  a  contrivance  to 
improve  the  inherent  defect  of  lecwardness  of  shallow,  llat-lloored 
craft,  and  tliat  the  board  cannot  have  the  same  inlluence  on  a  heavy, 
deep-bodied  craft  that  it  has  on  a  beamy,  Hlmllow-bodied  vessel,  lie 
consiilers  that  tho  shape  of  the  board  exercised  considerable  inlluence 
on  the  elTective  lateral  resistance,  and  in  a  general  way  itconid  Im^ 
s.iid  that  area  for  area  and  depth  for  depth,  the  triangular  board  was 
more  elTective  than  the  ri'clangular,  bccau.se  under  these  limilalions 
it  would  have  a  longer  leading  eilge  to  be  continually  entering 
undisturbed  or  s(did  water. 

'•I'snally  the  board  had  represented  a  large  percentage  of  the 
elfectivc!  lateral  resistance  of  the  yacht,  but  of  late  vi'ars  tbe  deepen- 
ing of  the  body  ami  especially  of  tbe  keel  had  brought  about  a  redm-- 
tion  in  the  board  area  anil  leil  t.>  tbe  contention  thai,  lint  for  the 
expediency  of  having  the  draft  of  water  under  control,  the  center- 
board  had  little  to  recommend  it.'' 

In  refi^reuce  to  Mr.  Kemp's  remarks  relative  to  the  inlluence  of 
the  <'euterboard  on  a  "heavy,  deep-boilicd  <'raft,"  the  correclne-s  of 
bis  position  would  be  established  if  a  test  should  be  made  on  the 
plan  above  suggested.  ]5uild,  for  instance,  another  t'ol.osi.v  and 
add  a  centerboard,  then  test  keel  C'oi.ovi.x  against  tho  centerboard 
boat  ill  the  manner  above  indicated,  and  tbe  value  of  the  center- 
board  would  be  established.

Ill  tliU  flmptcr  thu  "  Ki;?  of  Yiiclit.s"  will  lio  lirii'lly  prfni'iili'il, 
tho  iiomi'Mclutiiri'  of  tliu  viirioin  rif:.-i  will  Im  not  forth  iiml  only 
Hncli  other  niatlor  relutin;;  to  nails  will  bo  consiilcrcil  as  is 
iluoinoil  ii(lvisal)lu  ami  coiiHistoiit  with  tho  natnro  aid  character  of 
this  work. 

SAILS. 

Tho  square  nail  rcprcncntcil  in  the  Kfiyptiaii  ami  (ireek  nciilpliires 
appears  to  bo  tho  simplest  ami  earliest  form  into  which  man  jiiit 
caiivad  for  tho  purpose  of  driving  his  vessel.  This  early  form  of 
sail  was  not  only  used  by  tho  natives  living  upon  tho  gliorcs  of  tho 
Mediterranean,  but  was  also  tho  sail  of  tho  northern  se  i  Kind's,  tho 
Vikings  of  thu  Halti(!  and  the  iiiralical  rovers  of  tho  north  Atlantic. 
Tho  (irst  chan^ro  iiiiido  in  tho  form  of  tho  sail  was  to  transform  it 
from  a  sipiaro  into  a  triangle.  This  was  dono  by  »imply  clowinj}  up 
ono  corner  of  the  nail  to  tho  yard,  an  oporivtion  that  is  known  among 
seamen  to-day  wayiKiKe-wiiKjin;!. 

It  was  evidently  tho  only  method  of  reeling  the  early  squnre  sitils, 
and  ill  a,  carved  pictiiro  in  tho  British  Museum  showing  u  fleet  of 
Plunnician  galleys,  thcro  aro  several  of  tho  vessels  with  their  nails 
so  roduoeil.  If  tho  yard  is  lopped  up,  no  as  to  bring  ono  yard  arm 
to  tho  deck  and  allow  tho  other  to  soar  aloft,  in  tho  resulting  goose- 
winged  8i|uaro  sail  tho  lateen  is  in'othn^ed.  Tho  lateen  sail  is 
undoubtedly  a  direct  descendant  of  tho  old  square  nail  of  tho  early 
Meditorranoan  navigators.* 

Tho  hitoeii  sail  thus  comes  in  between  tho  scpiare  siil  and  tho  fore- 
and-aft,  and  is  tho  connecting  link.  'J'ho  change  from  tho  lateen  to 
tho  fore-and-aft  rig,  as  seen  to-day  in  the  nloop  and  cutter,  was  very 
simply  brought  about. 

In  tho  earliest  typos  of  square  rigged  vessels  tho  sail  on  tho  after 
mast,  now  known  as  the  spanker  or  driver,  which  is  a  fore-and-aft 
sail,  was  a  lateen,  and  it  was  not  until  tho  first  part  of  this  century 
that  this  form  of  sail  went  practically  out  of  use. 

Tho  iirst  alteration  that  took  place  in  its  shape  was  to  cut  ol!  the 
l)ortion  that  was  forward  of  tho  mast,  which  was  a  jib-shaped 
piece. 

That  part  whi(!h  was  cut  otI  became  tho  mizzcn  staysail,  and  the 
after  part  the  driver.  As  tho  portion  of  tho  yard  forward  of  the 
mast  was  no  longer  of  use,  it  was  cut  away  and  tho  after  part  be- 
came the  gatT.  Thus  if  wo  take  tho  lateen  sail  where  it  passes  the 
mast  and  divide  it  into  two  sails,  we  have  a  eriido  form  of  jib  and 
mainsail,  and  that  is,  undoubtedly,  the  way  that  the  fore-and-aft  rig 
was  evolved. 

lu  1845,  the  schooner  was  without  a  fore  topmast,  having  only  a 
short  main  topmast,  a  short  gatT,  no  erosstree  or  mast  head  spreader 
and  had  only  a  small  topsail,  which  in  all  cases  was  sent  up  from  tho 
dock,  no  jib  topsail  being  used,  however.  This  description  applies 
equally  to  tho  sloop  of  tho  time,  which  had  a  short  bowsprit,  short 
topmast  .ind  no  jibboom.  lialloon  sails  were  not  then  nscd  and  neither 
was  wire  rigging.     According  to  Coffin,  it  was  not  until  1854  that

balloon  nails,  clubtopsails,  etc.,  made  their  appearance  in  this  cniinlry. 
whilu  tho  tlrnt  balloon  galT  topsail  or  balloon  jib  topsail  that  .Mr. 
Sawyer,  tho  nailmaker,  remembers  to  have  ni'cn  was  on  I'sYiiiK,  in 
IHiiT,  and  since  then  have  I'omo  tho  immense  balloon  main  topmast 
ntaynail  for  ni'hooncrs  and  tho  siiinnakcr,  an  Kiiglish  conlrivanco  of 
comparatively  recent  dale. 

Canvas  made  of  Max,  hemp  <ir  cotton  is  the  nialerial  generally 
nclectcd  for  tho  making  of  nails,  Kor  large  sails  the  <iiainer  and 
heavier  qualities  aro  used,  especially  where  great  nlreligtli  is  re- 
quired. 

In  the  case  of  nails  intended  for  moderate  winds  or  nnch  nails  as 
balloon  jibs,  npinnakers.  club  topsails,  etc.,  these  aro  made  of  lighter 
material  and  recently  have  been  made,  at  leant  in  tho  ciisc  of  V.vi.- 
KYllli:,  of  Irish  linen. 

I'p  to  ls;o  tho  designing  and  drafting  of  nail  and  spar  plans  was 
contlncil  to  jirofessional  hnilders,  riggers  and  sailmakeis;  at  this  time, 
however,  tho  young  yachtsmen  who  had  studied  naval  architecture 
as  well  as  visited  Kngland  to  study  Urilisli  yachts,  (  ariic  forward  with 
ideas  of  their  owu,  and  tho  result  was  tho  constriicti'  i  of  a  typo  of 
yacht  suited  to  our  shallow  and  generally  smooth  waters,  combining 
tho  best  features  of  tho  Hritish  yachts. 

In  18SI1  ('apt.  K.  F.  Collin  wrote  as  follows  :♦ 
'•  In  rigging  and  in  canvas  wo  havo  Ih'cii  constantly  im]n'()ving; 
wire  has  entirely  siip(!rseded  rope  for  standing  rigging,  and  the  bringing 
of  the  head  stay  to  the  knight  heads  with  receivers  from  the  masthead 
aft,  has  given  a  stability  to  tho  mast  which  ])revents  the  canvas  from 
getting  nut  of  shape  in  ntrong  breezes.  This,  of  c(Uirso,  nc<'es3itates 
a  (haiblo  head  sail,  instead  of  the  ono  large  jib  formerly  used,  and 
although  there  is  in  this  substitution,  a  loss  of  propelling  power  in 
moderato  breezes,  a  defect  of  tho  ohl  rig  is  (uired  by  this  substitution 
anil  tho  yacht  is  handier  in  a  reeling  breeze.  Formerly,  when  tho 
wind  increased  so  that  tho  mainsail  of  tho  sloop  had  to  bo  reefed, 
there  was  a  dilliculty  in  reducing  the  forward  canvas.  A  reef  was 
clumsy  in  a  jib;  a  bonnet,  for  a  yacht  nine-tenths  of  whoso  service 
is  in  whole  sail  breezes,  was  scarcely  to  bo  thought  of,  and  a  '  bob 
jib  '  was  an  abomination. 

'•  With  tho  double  head  sails,  the  dilliculty  is  obviated,  and  gener- 
ally tho  small  jib  can  bo  carried  in  any  breczo  to  which  tho  usual 
service  of  a  yacht  exposes  her;  at  all  events,  sbo  can  always  carry 
tho  fiu'o  staysail.  A  mistake  made  by  sailing  masters  at  tho  first  in- 
troduction of  tho  double  head  sails  was  that  in  racing  they  took  in 
the  jib  first.  This  should  never  bo  dono  as  long  as  it  can  be  carried, 
as  there  is  but  slight  propelling  power  in  the  staysail. 

"Tho  advantage  of  the  largo  jib  is  so  a[)pareiit  that  some  of  the 
yachts  havo  their  forestays  fitted  bo  that  they  can  be  coino  up  with 
at  will,  and  tho  big  jib  can  be  used  if  necessary,  in  races;  while  for 
ordinary  sailing  and  cruising,  the  handier  double  sails  are  used." 

It  must  nit  bo  imagined  that  guess  work  is  permissible  in  the  de- 
signing of  tho  sail  plan  for  u  yacht;  far  from  it,  in  fact,  each  sail  plan 
being  calculated  with  mathematical  exactness  in  its  relation  to  the  body 
it  is  intended  to  drive.  Every  yachtsman  must  remember  that  the 
relations  between  sail  areas  and  immersed  bodies  of  yachts  bear  an 
intimato  relation  to  each  other  for  purposes  of  speed. 

Tho  relative  power  of  the  hull.f  as  it  is  called,  that  is,  its  ability 
to  carry  a  largo  spread  of  canvas,  depemling  upon  its  displacement

Then  theiiians  of  tlic  saiU  must  lio  troateil  in  the  same  wny  ami 
tlii'ir  I'l'iiti'i's  of  t'lTort  fouiiil  and  reduced  to  a  common  ecntiT.  If 
tiii.s  common  center  is  in  ii  vertical  lino  over  a  center  of  lateral  resist- 
ance, the  boat  when  built  will  bo  well  balanced:  that  is,  she  will  steer 
easily.  If  the  center  of  eirort  is  forward  of  the  center  of  resistance, 
tile  boat  will  carry  a  lee  helm,  so  tliat  when  saiiiu^  on  tile  wind,  the 
iielm  will  iiavo  to  bo  piislied  toward  tlio  mainsail  in  order  to  bring  her 
head  to  tiie  wind.  If  tiie  center  is  aft  siic  will  carry  u  weather  lielin. 
In  either  case  the  resistance  of  tlie  rudder  will  be  more  or  less  greater 
than  it  slnnild  be  mid  tlio  boat  will  lose  in  speed. 

The  following  illustration  +  (Kig.  l,S(i).  shows  the  sail  plan  of  tlie 
Viiiii.AXT,  ('(H.oSiA,  Jpiiii.KK,  N'avaiiok  aiid   I'lLOKiM,  superim- 
posed one  ujiDii  tlie  other.

to  be  as  to  what  extent  such  an  increase  may  bo  curried  to  advan- 
tage. 

'■  The  Herresliofr  boats  go  to  tlio  extreme  in  sail  area  and  displace- 
incut,  ■I'.iiii.Ki;  follows  close  behind  in  tlio  mutter  of  sail,  and  I'li,- 
(iUl.M  l)riiigs  11])  the  rear  in  both  resiicets. 

•'In  order  that  all  the  new  83-footers  may  bo  com|)arod,  tlio  sail 
plan  of  Navaiioe  is  also  given  in  tho  out.  The  ditreronci' in  the 
overall  length  of  the  bouts  is  so  small  tliat  ono  hull  is  deemed  siilli- 
ciont  upon  which  to  show  the  sail  plans. 

"From  tho  out  it  will  be  seen  that  tho  masts  of  tho  three  Herre- 
shoff  boats  and  of  Jiiui.ee  are  about  in  tho  sumo  pluco  in  rela- 
tion to  the  waterline  length.  The  must  of  I'li.diiiM  is,  however, 
some  two  or  three  feet  further  aft,  and  this  at  once  stamps  lier  as 
different  iu  design  from  any  of  her  competitors.

Inasiniich,  however,  as  the  hiteeii  siil  has 
only  hceii  ret'crred  to  and  not  illiistrated,  it 
will  he  of  intere.-t  to  examine  the  same  in 
V\'^.  ISV,  which  represents  an  Italian  type  of 
vessel  sailini;  with  her  canvas  \vini;s  on 
either  side. 

A  glillU'O  at  the  figure  {IX])  at  once  explains

In  the  parlicr  days  of  yacht  racing  "it  was  soon  di.scovored  "  says 
Frederick  AV.  I'angborn  *  "  that  a  big  botit  could  beat  11  small  one 
and   the   necessity  of  time  allowiince  rules  became  obvious  to   the 
ya-.'bters. 

"  At  lirst  it  was  deenied  siillicicnt  to  grade  the  boats  according  to 
size  ;  and  actuid  si/o  being  an  unattainable  measure,  length  was 
adopted  as  11  stiimlard  of  size. 

"So  the  yachts  were  nieusured  over  their  decks  for  the  purpose  of 
classilication.  Then  began  an  era  of  building  to  beat  the  racing 
rule,  and  the  result  was  a  boat  longer  on  the  keel  tliiin  over  deck. 
"Olijectiiin  was  made  to  this  unfairness,  and  the  rule  was  changed, 
the  measure  of  length  on  the  keel  being  adopted  as  fair.  In  a  short 
time  the  yachting  world  witnessed  the  birtli  of  a  new  typo  of  boat 
with  the  keel  cut  away  forward  iind  aft.  Again  the  boat  was  made 
bigger  than  her  inetisuro  iiulicated.

"  Nevt  caiiir  llie  walcrlinc  nili'  of  iiica,-iii'<'nii.nt,  which  was  f.iir, 
C'xci.piiiig  tlijii  It  iiiiik  no  aicoiiiii  of  tlio  overhang  utenis  of  maiiv 
yachl..i,  which  thii.-i  gained  lulvanlage  over  scpiare-.^terncd  boats  of 
ei(nal  waterlinc  Iciiglli.

sail  area  and  then  di\  idcil  by  two.  'J'his  is  an  arbilrary  rule,  havinir 
been  adopted  bec.'Mise  it  seemed  to  aid  in  dcvi'loping  as  ;i  tvpe  of  rac- 
ing yacht  the  boat  of  moib'rate  power  and  snnil!  ),-,'l  area. 

Such  a  boat  under  this  rule  has  a  racitig  length  not  miicli  greater 
than  lior  actual  waterline,  while  tlio  jnodern  e.vtremc  racing  machine 
has  her  racing  length  very  much  increased  by  this  rule,  over  the 
waterline  incasiirement. 

The  measuring  of  racing  yachtH  in  these  days  of  close  calculation, 
when  races  are  won  by  a  couple  of  seconds,  iind  boats  conii^  within  a 
ipiarter  of  an  inch  of  being  too  large  for  their  class,  has  become  a 
science  demanding  mathematical  oxaclness. 

The  racing  length  then  determines  the  allowance  or  handicap  which 
is  given  by  a  large  yai'ht  to  a  similler  one. 

To  illustrate  how  carefully  yaidils  are  measured  it  will  be  interest- 
ing to  examine  the  ollicial  lignrcs  obtained  by  .Mr.  Ilvslop,  the 
measurer  id'  thcNi'w  ^■|)|;K  Yacht  Ci.iii,  as  a  result  of  bis  meas- 
urement of  \'.\  i.K  vi!i  1:  and  \riill..\  NT  :

"  To  find  the  sail  area  from  these  measurenu'iits  all  that  is  ncros- 
sary  is  to  multiply  the  base  by  the  iiorpendieiihir  height,  and  divide 
by  two  when  he  has  found  the  sail  area,"  whieh  in  Vai.kyuik  is  1(1,- 
043  square  feet,  and  in  Vkhi.axt  is  ll,'.Jt2  s((uai-e  feet. 

"  The  measurer  has  next  to  get  the  length  on  the  waterline,  and 
here  is  where  the  difficulty  comes  in  measuring  modern  yachts. 
Any  one  can  see  that  a  boat  with  u  straight  bow  and  short  stern 
would  change  her  waterline  length  very  little  if  raised  or  lowered  an 
inch  or  two  in  the  water  and  that,  consequently,  there  could  be  no 


'•To  get  the  points  on  the  bow  and  stern  from  which  the  water 
lino  is  measured,  a  piece  of  wood  floating  level  with  the  surface 
of  the  water  is  pushed  under  the  overhang  until  it  reaches  the  jioint 
of  junction  with  the  water.  Here  it  is  held  and  moved  a  little  bai'k 
and  forth  until  the  exact  point  where  the  water  touches  the  hull  is 
found." 

This  is  carefully  marked  and  the  same  operation  gone  through 
with  at  the  other  end  of  the  boat.  When  these  spots  have  been  loca- 
ted, a  plumb  line  is  dropped  from  the  rail  just  abovo  the  mark  at  the 
waterline,  and  regulated  by  sighting  until  it  is  jiliimb  with  the  spot 
below.     This  is  done  forward  and  aft  and  the  distance  between  these

liunilrud  anil  fifty  yaclit  clnhs  <listril)nt(Ml  ovci-  the  I'liiliMl 
States  and  Cainula. 
Tlio  nnionnt  (if  iniUM'v  tlins  invested  is  enorinons  and  would  he 
ditlieult  to  estitnate.  In  (Iclerniining  the  cost  of  yachting  anolher 
ditlicult  ])rol)leni  is  presented  anil  one  might  as  well  altein|it  to 
I'stinnite  on  what  it  costs  to  keep  house  as  to  esliinale  wliat  yacht- 
ing costs  to  men  of  extravag.int  ideas  or  when  actuated  by  lilieral  or 
social  ini]>ulses. 

Naturally,  tlie  first  cost  of  yachting  is  the  jnirchasc  price  of  the 
yacht,  and  this  e\|iense  Clin  only  he  arrived  at  when  the  character 
of  yacht  is  known  and  whether  the  yacht  is  to  hu  a  new  or  an  old 
one. 

Tho  following  data*  from  a  reliuhle  source  will  serve  as  an  index  as 
to  what  some  of  the  larger  yachts  have  cost  in  the  past  :

Coming  down  to  the  jiresont  time,  investigatimi  shows  that  .Itiii- 

I,i:i:,  I'lLdltlM  and  Coi.onia  cost  in  the  neighhorii 1  of  ¥.M),(iillt,  and 

tluit  the  first  cost  of  Vkhi.ant,  including  her  SKI.diili  'rohiii-hronze 
bottom  was  about  ^(iO.OOO.  If  steam  yachts,  such  as  Valiant. 
NorRMAlIAI,,  Atai.ANTA.  Namoixa,  etc.,  arc  consiilercil.  the  Cll^t  of 
these  yachtsaro  in  tho  hnmlrcd  tiionsands,  while,  on  the  other  Inmd, 
if  snndl  pleasure  yachts  are  considered,  tho  jn-ice  for  which  they  can 
be  built  or  purchased  is  not  u  very  serious  matter. 

Naturally,  tho  cost  of  a  yacht  will  depend  largely  upon  her  interior 
furnishings  and  decorations  ;  these  can  be  elaborate  or  nnpi'etontious. 
the  same  as  the  furnishing  and  decorations  of  a  private  dwelling. 

Plato  III,  illustrates  the  cabin  of  the  famous  yacht  Maiik  ,  Mhile 
plate  IV,  shows  the  Inxnry  and  comfort  to  be  found  in  tho  state- 
rooms of  the  well-known  yacht  Da fNTl.Dss.  Other  illustrations 
could  be  given  which  would  show  possilily  more  elaborate  furnishing 
and  decorations,  but  the  subjects  selected  suflicicntly  illustrate  what 
palatial  floating  residences  are  to  be  foiiinl. 

Tho  yacht  being  secured,  the  next  cost  is  its  nuiinteinince — and 
right  here  it  will  be  necessary  to  draw  a  line  between  tho  actual  cost 
of  inaintemince  and  the  amount  of  money  a  liberal  or  extravagant 
yachtsnan  sees  fit  to  sjiend  forsocial  entertainment,  etc.  It  may  safely 
bo  stated  that  if  a  num  is  extravagant  on  shore  lie  very  likely  will  be 
80  ou  board  liis  yacht,  as  long  as  ho  iind  bis  guests  enjoy  themselves. 
In  fact,  to  express  it  more  forcibly  than  elegant,  '■  money  don't  count" 
with  such  yachtsmen,  and  it  must  be  conceded  that,  if  it  alTords  them 
pleasure  to  give  costly  entertainments  and  their  wealth  iierinits  of  it, 
the  expense  is  j)nrely  a  private  matter.  Outside  of  tho  entertainment 
of  guests,  the  cost  of  mainteniiiice  of  a  yacht  will  naturally  depeiul 
upon  her  size.  There  is  tho  salaried  expense  of  tho  Captain,  oHicers 
and  crew  on  largo  yachts,  the  feeding  of  them,  then  the  cost  of  addi- 
tional spars,  sails,  rigging  ami  iiainting  of  tho  yacht,  etc.  liespecting 
tho  crew,  the  wages  jiaid  to  them  is  rutlier  more  than  the  pay  in  the

nicrcliant  service,  and  the  men  are  hitler  fed  and  clollied.  Tlie 
average  is  about  *:>ii  a  nnmtii.*  and  at  the  end  of  the  .season,  if  their 
work  has  been  creditably  pcrforincil.  it  is  tlie  ensloni  to  give  them 
an  additional  sum  as  '•  merit  mniicy."  As  a  rule,  the  sailors  are  (or- 
eigncrs,  manv  of  tiicm  being  Siiiinlinavians  and  (Icrmans,  If  they 
happen  to  lie  .\incricaiis,  the  nnijority  have  had  an  admirable  train- 
ing on  li-hing  snnicks  and  coasters  ami  are  itatnriilly  good  all-ronnd 
sailors.  Special  aptitude,  however,  is  rei|uired  on  a  regular  fore-and- 
aft  vessel,  esi)ecially  when  that  craft  is  a  yacht.  While  there  rrc 
hundreds  of  navigators,  it  is  but  a  small  minority  who  are  proticieni 
in  the  hamlling  of  a  yacht  in  a  race. 

••During  a  contest  mindi  depends  upon  a  capable  crew;  not  every- 
thing, of  course,  for  tho  wind  may  be  obstinate  and  uninviting,  in 
which  case  they  aro  powerless,  but  if  a  yachtsman's  heeezc  prevails, 
the  i)rize  often  belongs  to  the  trained  men  with  brains  ami  muscle 
whose  (piick  movcinenls  and  good  judgment  bei'omo  an  essential  pari 
of  a  snjierh  nu'ciiani>ni.  Yacht  owners  know  this,  and  to  encourage 
the  best  cll'orts  it  is  customary  to  divide  a  pnrseainong  the  crew  after 
a  successfid  eTiconnter.  From  *!.")  to  ¥'.'ii  ure  not  infrei|ucntly  given 
to  each  man. 

"The  life  of  tho  ollicors  and  sailors  is  not  an  uneasy  one.  They 
enjoy  the  best  of  rations,  slec|)  in  (piartcrs  that  are  fitted  up  in 
elegant  style.  Hit  in  and  ontof  harbors  two  or  tliree  times  a  w.  ,  k,  wear 
fine  uniforms  at  the  other  fellows'  expense  and  see  much  that  occurs 
on  the  outskirts  of  social  life.  If  the  Captain  is  an  able  navigator, 
he  is  good  for  one  or  two  bumlred  dollars  ii  month;  a  first-class  cook  is 
easily  worth  ^.")i)  a  nnmth^  while  the  steward  who  looks  after  the 
sni)plies  with  business-like  economy  and  superintemls  the  attendance 
upon  the  guests,  is  regarded  as  cheap  at  twice  that  salary.  On  steam 
yachts,  the  engineer  and  his  assistants  receive  about  the  sanu'  pay 
as  tho  sailing  nuister  and  mates,  and  the  fireman  tho  same  as  the  man 
before  tho  mast. 

••In  England,  men  before  the  mast  reeoivo  from  three  to  four 
pounds  a  month,  with  which  they  form  their  own  mess  and  live  as 
lliey  choo.se.  Tho  olUcers  aro  also  paid  less  than  they  are  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic. 

'•('alcnlaling  tho  number  of  idlicers  and  .seamen  who  man  the 
various  yachts  of  this  country,  tho  cariienters,  riggers  and  painters 
who  aro  employed  in  construction  and  repair,  tho  cooks  and  stewards 
the  butchers,  bakers,  grocerymen,  wine  merchants  and  others  who 
serve  the  owners,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  tho  money  of  the  inillionairc 
who  affords  this  species  of  luxury  Hows  through  the  hands  of  fifty  or 
sixty  thousand  jieoplo  and  through  hundreds  of  ciuinnels  of  trade." 

M.  Do  Fontaine,  s()eaking  of  the  steam  yacht  N'a.mki  n'A,  which  is 
24(1  feet  long  and  H45  tons  bnrdeti,  says: 

"She  is  an  iron  three-master,  with  steel  decks,  and  at  all  times 
carries  a  full  comjdemcnt  of  men.  Her  crew  numbers  upward  of 
fifty  ami.  in  case  of  necessity,  she  can  at  any  moment  man  all  of  her 
boats.  Hesides  Mr.  Hcnnelt,  who  much  of  the  time  navigates  her 
himself,  there  iiro  four  oflicers  who  take  watch  and  watch,  four 
engineers,  nine  firemen  and  coal  passers,  ten  men  before  tho  nnist,  a 
boatswain,  ship's  carpenter,  gunner,  four  ipiarternnisters,  a  chief 
cook  and  four  assistants,  a  first  and  second  steward,  four  cabin 
waiters,  two  deck  and  cabin  boys,  and  a  private  secretary  whoso

The  cdst  of  muiiitenanci',  therefore,  of  larfje  yachts  is  a  matter  df 
Very  seridiis  impdrl.and  shunld  mit  bo  attempled  hy  men  (if  nindcrale 
incomes;  on  the  other  hand,  a  yachtsman  can  own  and  mainiain  a 
fair  sized  yacht  hy  the  expenditure  of  a  very  niddi'ratct  amdiint  cf 
nidney,  hencu  the  thinisand.s  of  jileasnre  crafts  which  are  lo  he  fuiind 
in  and  out  of  the  various  waterin;;  jilaces. 

As  soon  us  it  is  necessary  to  emjiloy  a  crew  of  prdfessinnals,  then 
till!  expense  of  yiielitin;;  commoiices,  hiit  so  Idiij;  as  the  yai  lit  is 
Imiidlt'd  by  C'drinthian  crews  the  ex[iense  is  insij,'iiilicaiit.

season's  yiicliting  did  not  lu'obably  anioiinl  lo  more  tliaii  isjimi.

.Tarvis,  •■  lo  think  of  any  snmincr  trip  of  any  diiralioii  which  could 
be  enjoyed  for  the  same  money.  l'"or  tliis  sum  lliey  traveled,  in  liic 
plcasaiilest  way.  over  two  thousand  iiiiles.  Incidciilal  to  being  in  I  lie 
llcci  of  yachls  on  iho  Ixtkiin'AIU'N  A  I.  A.>S(ii  i  \  l  ion  race  drciiil,  tin  y 
were  of  cdiirse,  guests,  wilh  the  (il  hers,  at  all  llie  dances,  dinners. 
Slippers  and  other  entertainments  given  by  the  various  yadit  diih-. 
and  hv  the  residents  of  the  cilics,  hulli  American  and  Canadian,  al 
which  regattas  are  regularly  held." 

The  yachts  referred  tn  were  all  in  llii^  IH  foot  (la-s.  This 
is  about  the  largest  boat  whi(di  can  be  coml'orlalily  hainllcd  by 
amaleiirs. 

A  -lii  fddt  yacht,  lidwever,  is  large  in  coniparisini  to  the  llidusaiids 
of  smaller  yachts,  which  iitVdrd  great  pleasure  tii  the  Cdriiilhian 
yachlsmen,  and  wliiidi  can  be  seen  at  every  watering  place  during  tlic 
yachting  season.  The  expense  of  mainlenance  of  these  smaller  ciafl 
is  insignilicant  and  the  actual  jileasnre  to  be  derived  fruin  them  in 
cruising  and  in  cdinpetitive  sailing  is  iidt  to  be  igiidred:  in  I'ari. 
many  dwncrs  df  such  yachts  who  could  well  iitTdrd  to  own  and  main- 
tain niiicii  larger  yachts,  decidedly  prefer  thiM'at,  double-cat,  cal-vawl 
or  jih-and-niainsail  so  far  as  the  simrt  df  yachting  is  cdncerned. 

A  prdinincnt  writer  has  miidestly  stated  that  "a  fairly  ecdiidmical 
owner  of  a  lirst-d.iss  shiiip  or  schiioner,  need  imt  spend  iiidre  than 
ii-ill,OlMi  or  ?!'Jj, OIK)  a  year,  but  instances  are  iinmerdus  in  whidi  this 
f-nm  is  ddubled  and  trebled."  Of  cdurse,  the  writercdiii bines  willi  the 
aclnal  cdst  (if  maintenance  the  nullay  for  sdcial  eiiterlainnienl.  the 
latler  ex|iense  naturally  depending  upon  the  generous  inipnlses  of  the 
yaditsniali. 

It  can  .  however,  be  stated  as  ii  fact  that  ;i  To  foot  sdiddiier  can  be 
iiittiiiliiiiicil  at  an  i  xpenditnre  df  nut  imin^  than  siiiiio  to  is.'!."i()  a  minii  h, 
including  onlinary  rep.airs,  feeding  of  tlic  crew,  etc.,  if  ihc  dwiicr  sees 
lit  td  be  ecdUdiiiical. 

This  being  the  case  with  a  large  yacht,  nn  whicdi  a  iirdfessidnal 
crew  has  to  he  empldyed,  it  i.s  dear  that  the  expense  attadicil  Id 
Cdrinthian  yaiditing  can  nut  be  a  matter  of  very  seriou.-i  considera- 
tion, and  fortius  reason  should  be  encouraged.

While  all  this  is  true,  still  when  tho  lua^'iiilicciit 
cups  oirorod  liy  f^oiioroiis  yaohlsinon  and  ynclit  chilis  to  hi^  competed 
for  are  oxamiiiod,  it  is  hut  naliiral  to  fool  a  dosiro  to  hoconie  the 
owner  of  I  hem,  hut  it  is  very  (|iiostioiialilo  if  any  true  yadilsman 
would  acco|il  a  duplicate  cu|i  or  its  oipiivalont  in  dnilars,  if  ho  had 
to  ho  deprived  of  the  satisfaction  aiol  pleasure  derived  hy  w  inning'  a 
race  with  his  favorite  yacht. 

What  intrinsic  value  would  bo  attiiclu'd  to  the  possossinn  of  the 
A-MKlilcv's  Cll' if  it  was  tint  tho  oiuhlom  of  yachliui;  supremacy  of 
the  world?  It  is  not  intrinsic  value  in  tlii.'  case  hut  Intrinsic  wnrtli, 
and  it  is  fur  this  reason  that  hiimlrods  of  thousands  nf  dnilars  have 
been  spent  to  secure  this  cnj)  on  the  ouo  side  and  to  retain  it  on  tho 
other.

robes  of  seaweed.  The  motion  of  the  water  is  excellently  carried  out. 
Near  the  foot  on  eithir  side  two  winged  dolphins  leap  from  the 
."liter  and  touch  at  the  neck  of  the  cup,  thus  forming  the  handles. 
L^pou  their  breasts  are  crustations  of  shells  gii'ing  a  highly  marine 
cITect.  Around  the  foot  of  the  cup  a  decoration  of  entwined  shells 
and  seaweed  is  applied. 

In  general  outline  the  cup  is  beautiful,  and  original  us  well,  the 
whole  reflecting  great  credit  upon  Tiffany  &  Co.,  its  makers'* 

The  Goelet  Cup  for  schooners  (1892)  will  be  seen  to  be  in  the 
sliajio  of  a  center  piece.  It  is  solid  silver,f  20  inches  in  length 
and  weighs  235  ounces.  The  design  is  bold  and  handsome.  A 
Roman  galley  rests  upon  the  bi.cks  of  two  large  d<)l})hins,  and  on  the 
side  of  the  ship  is  tied  a  wreath  of  laurel,  the  ends  of  whicdi  knot, 
and  running  through  the  wreath,  afford  a  space  for  the  name  of  the 
winning  yacht.  The  most  elaborate  work  marks  the  whole  of  the 
ornamentation  and  finish.  It  was  made  by  the  well  known  firm  of 
TiiTany  &  Co.

this  port,  and  it  woiil.l  Rwni  timl  tlii'  fuluro  is  tilled  with  iironiiscs  of 
frcqiiciit    rc|)ctition.s  of   the  days  so  iili-asaiuly  iiassed,     Tho   New 
Loiuloii  station  has  proved  very  convenient  to  tliu  yaehtsnion,  and  it 
also  is  olU!  of  tlio  most  interestinj,'  of 
tlio  new  out  of  town  sites,  as  it  is  one 
of  tlio  busiest. 

Across  tho  sound  on  Shelter  Island 
will  be  found  Station  No.  5.  It  is 
situated  on  Deerinji's  Cove,  about 
seventy-five  feet  south  of  thixild  Man- 
hansett  boat  landinj,  and  is  almost 
buried  in  foliajje.  Near  it  is  the  sum- 
mer cottairo  of  Mr.  Frank  T.  Robin- 
son, tho  elub  member  who  looked 
after  its  construction  and  efiui]imenl. 
There  is  pood  deep  water  in  tho  Cove 
and  room  to  anchor  a  fleet.  The  Man- 
hansett  lloiisc  is  very  near  mid  tho 
rros])ect  House  is  not  far  uway. 
Across  tho  bay  is  tho  old  town  of 
(Jrcenport,  onco  a  favorite  yachting 
resort,  which  is  the  terminus  of  tlie 
Long  Island  Uailroad.  And  through 
Gardiner's  Hay  there  is  no  better 
yachting  to  be  hud  unywhcro.  This 
station  is  a  favorite  spot  with  tlio 
yachtsmen,  as  its  location  is  unsur- 
passed and  its  ucces-sibility  of  the 
best.  The  house  is  very  taking  in  its 
apiiearan(;o.  There  is  a  broad  piazza 
ill  front  from  which  tho  float  is 
reaehed.  Around  tho  side  are  broad 
walks,  and  from  the  rear  there  is  a 
wide  walk  loading  to  the  land— the 
JIanhansott  Grove.  The  waiting- 
room  is  largo  and  pleasant.  This,  i.f 
course,  is  the  only  room  of  moment 
in  any  of  tho  new  structures,  whith 
are  of  one  story  with  approjiriately 
finished  roofs.  The  retiring  rooms 
are  ([iiite  spacious,  and  the  keeper  has 

pleasant  sleeping  (piartcrs.    Newport  followed,  and  the  eoinparativel v 
new  house  there  owned  by  the  club  now  fell  into  line,  and  became 


Station  >>'<i.  t'l.  This  strnclure  is,  i.f  course,  more  elaborate  than  the 
others,  being  tHo  stories  in  height  with  a  cupola.  'I'he  landing 
stairs  and  lloat  are  on  an  extensive  scale,  and  there  is  a  broad  piaz/.a 

in  tho  rear  of  the  house,  over- 
looking tho  harbor.  As  Newport 
liarbor  is  the  favorite  anchorage 
of  the  \.  V.  V.  C.  yachtsmen, 
this  station  of  iie<essily  had  to 
be  more  eoniiiiodious  than  the 
others  and,  under  the  care  of  Air. 
Charles  Clark,  will  always  bo  a 
mo>t  desirable  place  to  while 
away  leisure  hours. 

Passing  on  to   the  eastward,  a 

skip  is  made  to  Vineyard  Haven, 

the  liarbor  of  Alarlha's  Vineyard. 

'J'lie  licet  always  visits  it  during 

the  cruise  and  fie(|Uently  remains 

at  anchor  there  two  or  three  days. 

Station  1   has  been  built  on  tho 

New  York  Dock,  so  called  because

F.  Moiick  wasnp|ioinli'il  Secretary  pro  teni.  'riirciM)ther 
meetings  were  iicld  lictwecn  that  date  and  April  ','.  ISMS,  wiien  the 
first  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  olliccrs  was  held,  llic  chih  al 
this  time  having  a  mcmhersliip  of  l.'it.  'I'lie  olliceis  clectecl  at  this 
meeting  were.  F.  H,  Kilvert,  Commodore:  .J(din  Stewart,  Viee-Com- 
modoro;  ,1.  !•'.  Monck,  Captain;  .1.  \V.  (1.  Watson,  Secretary;  (I.  !•'. 
Hirely,  Treasurer;  .K.  .larvis,  F.  S.  Malloch  and  (1.  Wcli-ter,  Com- 
mittce.  Prior  to  this  it  had  been  decided  to  erect  a  Chili  House,  and 
taking  example  liy  the  fati!  of  its  predecessor,  the  chili  erected  a  very 
modest  though  comfortalile  building  on  the  Hay  front  at  a  cost  of 
ahout  ifil  (100. 

The  club  licet  at  this  lime  consisted  of  -.'ii  yachts  (14  centcrhoard 
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length.  The  shores  of  the  hay.  heaulifiilly  wooded  and  very  pic- 
turesque, rise  gradually  for  ahout  two  miles  to  a  high  plateau  of  land 
from  which  can  be  had  otic  of  the  prettiest  views  in  the  northern 
country. 

In  the  early  seventies  Hamilton's  crack  yachts  were  the  terror  of 
the  lakes,  the  (iO-tonner  Anmi;  Citiiiii;i!T  and  her  smaller  but 
eijually  inviiipible  sisters  HitiNiriTi-:  and  Ctujiinri-:.  old  stylo  boats 
of  the  then  fashionable  ccnterboard  type,  holding  their  laurels  won 
from  tlio  other  lake  llyers  year  after  year.  These  craft  sailed  under 
the  colors  of  tho  HfULiNCiTOK  Yacht  Ci.i  ii.  an  organization  which 
did  much  in  its  day  to  encourage  yachting  on  the  lakes,  hut  unfortu- 
nately was  tho  ultimate  cause  of  a  lack  of  interest  in  the  sport  in 
Hamilton  which  lasted  for  some  time.  After  a  short  career  of  but 
about  seven  years'  extravagant  management,  or  rather  mismanage- 
ment, the  club's  existence  terminated  and  gave  yachting  in  Hamilton 
a  set-back  that  was  not  overeoino  for  more  than  a  decade. 

Although  between  the  years  1816  and  ISST  a  number  of  yachts 
were  owned  in  Hamilton,  no  club  or  other  organization  existed  during 
that  period,  but  in  the  Fall  of  1SS7  Messrs.  ^Emilius  Jarvis  and  A. 
(!.  Osborne  purchased  the  celebrated  sloop  WillT''  AVlxiis,  and 
Messrs.  J.   V.    Monck  and  .loliii  Stewart  the  Fife  cutter  Cvi'iu.s 
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sloops,  ."i  cutters  and  1  steam  yaclit).  and  the  first  club  race  was 
held  on  May  24,  IS.SS.  on  what  has  ever  since  been  the  (dub  course 
for  local  races,  around  a  twelve-mile  triaiigli'  on  Jlaiiiilton  Hay.  In 
this  race  there  were  biitsevcn  starters,  butduring  the  season  fmirtecn 
other  races  were  held  in  addition  to  tho  Annual  Kegalla  given  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Laki:  Yacht  Kacimi  Associai  kin,  and  in  the 
majority  of  these  a  much  larger  number  of  sails  were  found  at  the 
starting  line  when  the  gun  was  heanl.

which  (as  bus  been  stated)  is  oiieli  to  all  boats  belonging  to  the  clubs 
(if  which  tho  .Association  consists.     In  addition  to  the  prizes  otTered 
by  the  club,  many  of  these  races  are  for  valuable  challenge   cups 
which  have  been  preseiili'd  to  the  club  for  annual  compel  ilimi.  but  the 
most  coveted  of    these  is  the    hand.soiiie  trophy  presented   by  Her 
.Majesty,  the  Queen,  in  IMU.  to  be  emiipeted  for  annually  by  yachts 
belonging  to  the  Caniidian    Yacht  Clubs.      The  tirst  race    for    this 
Clip  wassailed  at  Toronto,  on  July  1.  IMIl,  when  I:  c  lioVAi,  Ca.va- 
lilAN- cutter  VUKDA  beat  the  UoYAL  llAMlLldS  limit  Wiiitk  Wi.Mis 
by  (inly  two  seconds,  the  latter  being  unfortunate  enough  to  lose  lier 
topmast  while  having  the  race  well  in  hand.

A  base  line  shall  bo  taken  from  a  point  midway  between  the  jib 
toi)sail  stay  and  tho  jib  stay  on  tho  bowsprit,  or  between  the  flying

jib  stay  and  jib  topsail  stay  on  the  jibbooni,  in  a  straight  line  to  the 
end  of  the  mainboom.  I'o  this  measure  shall  be  added  that  length 
of  main  gaff  which  will  remain  after  80  per  cent,  of  tho  topmast  has 
been  subtracted  from  it.  The  gaff,  for  this  purpose,  shall  bo  meas- 
ured from  the  after  side  of  mast  to  the  end,  and  the  topmast  from 
hounds  to  the  lower  side  of  sheave  in  topsail  halliard  block.  The 
length  of  base  lino  as  above  defined  shall  be  modified  in  any  case 
where  the  spinnaker  boom  measures  more  than  the  distance  from  the 
fore-side  of  foremast  iu  a  schooner,  or  mainmast  iu  a  siugle-maated

vessel,  to  the  forwiinl  j)oiiit  of  base  line  an  jiroviously  tleliiied.  Any 
uxcesd  in  the  length  of  H(iinnui\('r  boom  beyond  this  point  shall  he 
added  to  the  base  lino.  Tho  lenj^th  to  ho  measured  for  spinnaker 
boom  shall  bo  tho  extreme  distance,  wlien  in  use,  of  its  outer  end 
from  the  center  of  the  fore  side  of  tho  mast  on  which  it  is 
carried. 

For  yawls  tho  huso  lino  shall  be  taken  from  the  same  point  forward 
as  in  vessels  of  other  rig,  to  tho  after  end  of  tho  mizzen  boom. 

A  perpcndicnlar  line  to  bo  taken  along  tho  after  side  of  the  main- 
mast from  tho  under  side  of  the  Bhcavo  for  gat!  topsail  halliard  to 


stationed  amidships.  The  Measurer,  at  tho  time  of  making  bis 
measurement,  to  tix  a  distinctive  mark  at  each  point.  In  boats 
which  carry  no  bead  sail,  tho  forward  jioiiit  of  measurement  for  the 
base  lino  shall  bo  tho  after  side  of  tho  must,  or  of  tho  foremast  if 
there  shall  bo  more  than  one  nuist. 

In  vessels  which  carry  no  topmasts,  the  upper  point  of  measure- 
ment for  tho  perpendicular  shall  l)o  tho  center  of  the  eye  in  the 
upper  peak  halliard  band.  In  such  vessels,  for  tho  purpo.se  of  meas- 
uring tho  base  line,  the  distance  between  the  center  of  the  eye  in  the 
throat  halliard  baud  and  that  of  tho  upper  peak  halliard  shall  be  used

tho  upper  side  of  boom  when  resting  on  tho  saddle,  or  on  the  lowest 
part  of  goose-neck,  the  distance  of  which  point  from  main  deck  or 
house-deck  shall  bo  recorded  by  the  Jloasurer,  together  with  the 
other  points  used  in  measurements. 

To  obtain  the  estimated  area  from  these  figures,  multiply  the  base 
by  the  perpendicular  and  divide  the  product  by  two. 

Length  is  the  length  on  the  load  waterline,  exclusive  of  any  por- 
tion of  the  rudder  or  rudder-stock,  and  is  to  bo  ascertained  when  the 
yacht  is  afloat  and  in  her  ordinary  trim,  and  with  the  crew,  if  aboard, 


in  tho  same  way  as  is  tho  length  of  the  topmast,  where  one  is  carried. 
Any  change  in  tlic^e  measurements  shall  be  reported  by  tho  owners 
to  the  Measurer. 

KULES  AN'l)    FEES   FOR   MKASlUIMi. 

The  owner  of  the  yacht  to  be  measured  shall  notify  the  Jtleas- 
urer,  in  writing,  specifying  tho  time  an''  place  where  the  yacht  will 
ho,  Buch  time  to  be  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  after  the  delivery 
of  the  notice,  and  such  place  to  be  Larchmont  Harbor,  or  some  con- 
venient part  of  New  York  Harbor. 
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Tlio  Moiisiirfr'sfccs  kIiuII  1)0  as  follows:  For  eacli  open  yacht  tinil 
liic'li  vaclitof  less  lli.iii  thinv  ffot  ill  lunjftli  ill  Ihu  loud  wuterlinc, 
liv(!  dollar;  ami  for  all  other  yachtstcii  dollars  each.  These  fees 
shall  1)0  ])aiil  hy  the  'rreasiiror,  and  oollooted  by  him  from  the  owner 
111'  owners  of  the  yacht  so  iiicasiirc<l. 

The  Measurer  will  niaki'  out  a  certificate  in  duplicate  and  will 
deliver  hotli  copies  Ihereof  to  the  Treasurer  of  tho  club,  who  shall 
deliver  one  to  the  Cliairmari  of  the  lio^'atta  Committee  and  shall  sciiil 
the  other  to  the  owner  of  the  yacht  so  measured,  with  a  l)ill  for  the 
amount  of  the  .Measurer's  fee. 

In  the  case  of  yacht.s    enteriiij,'   from    iinothor  club,    the  lioguttu 


vessels  of  dilTorent  sizog,  and  yachts  shall  be  rated  for  difference  of 
measurement  accordingly. 

Any  yacht  alone  in  he.-  cla.ss  may  sail  in  tho  class  next  above,  but 
in  such  cases  the  yacht  shall  assume  and  be  enterod  as  of  tho  miiii- 
niiim  racing  len;,'th  spociliod  for  the  class  in  which  she  so  enters,  if  a 
cabin  yacht,  and  of  the  minimum  load  waterlino  length  of  such  class, 
if  an  open  yacht;  but  this  shall  not  be  construed  us  to  pormit  asloop, 
cuttor  or  yawl  to  enter  in  a  schooner  class,  nor  any  open  yacht  to 
enter  in  a  class  with  cabin  yachts. 

KILISO    (^KIITIFKATK. 

Tho  owner  of  every  winning  yacht,  escopt  in  classga  A  and  B  of 
schooners,  and  1  and  a  of  sloops,  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  of 
the  finish  of  the  regatta,  and  before  the  awarding  of  the  prize,  file  with 
the  Jieguttu  Committee  tho  numes,  occupations  and  addresses  of  his 
crew,  and  his  cortilicate  that  they  aro  amateurs.  The  owner  of  every 
winning  yacht  in  Classes  A  and  U  of  schooners,  and  1  and  2  of  sloops, 
cutters  and  yawls  sliall  sign  declaration  that  all  rules  have  been  com- 
plied with. 

SPKCIAL  UACES. 

All  sjiecial  races  sailed  under  the  auspices  of  the  club  shall  bounder 
the  direction  of  the  IJegatta  Committee,  and  shall  be  governed  by  the 
rules  and  regulations  applicable  to  regattas,  unless  otherwise  expressly 
provided. 

K.VTIIIKS. 

All  entries  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  owner  or 
hisrcprosentative.  giving  name  of  yacht,  rig  and  racing  length,  calcu- 
lated according  to  the  foregoing  rule  for  measurement  of  u  cabin 
yacht,  and  tho  actual  load  waterliue  length  of  an  open  yacht,  which

Any  yacht  whose  owner  shall  refuse  to  submit  to  such  remeus- 
nreinent,  or  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  tho  established  fee  therefor, 
shall  thereafter  bo  debarred  from  participating  in  the  races  and 
regattas  of  the  club,  unless  such  distjualificutions  shall  be  removed  by 
the  Regatta  Committee.

If  a  protest  shall  be  made  relative  to  the  measurement  of  any 
yacht  which  has  been  measured  by  the  Measurer  of  this  club,  such 
yacht  shall  bo  remeasiired  by  the  Measurer,  under  the  direction  of  the 
IJegatta  Committee,  and  the  result  as  rcjiorted  by  him  shall  be  final.

No  new  entries  Hhall  bo  received  for  a  race  postponed  or  rcsuiled. 
Should,  however,  uny  yucht  duly  entered  not  sturt — or  having  started 
withdraw,  such  yachts  shull,  in  the  event  of  the  rucu  being  post- 
poned or  resailed,  bo  entitled  to  start ;  but  no  new  entry  shull  be 
received  under  any  circumstunces  for  Buch  regatta,  and  no  yuoht  dis- 
quulitied  in  such  regatta  shull  bo  entitled  to  start  in  uasu  tho  same 
shall  be  re-8a<lod.

The  time  at  the  sturt  and  finish  shall  bo  taken  when  tho  point 
marked  by  the  foremast  iu  schooners  and  the  mainmast  in  single- 
masted  vessels  and  yawls,  crosses  the  line. 

If  this  point  in  any  yacht  bo  across  the  line  when  the  signal  for 
starting  is  given,  she  must  return  and  rccross  the  line. 

A  yacht  so  returning,  or  one  working  into  position  from  tho  wrong 
aide  of  the  line  after  the  signal  for  sturting  is  given,  must  keep 
clear  of  and  give  way  to  all  competing  yachts. 

Tho  starting  and  finishing  line  shull  be  an  imaginary  one,  and 
drawn  between  two  stake  bouts,  each  carrying  at  the  masthead  a  large 
blue  and  white  striped  ball,  anchored  off  the  mouth  of  Lurchmont 
Harbor.  At  night  tho  northeasterly  stake  bout  will  carry  one  red 
light,  and  the  southwesterly  stake  boat  two  red  lights,  one  above  the 
other ;  tho  latter  will  also  at  intervals  show  the  Club  Night  Signal — 
blue,  red  and  blue. 

A  competent  person  appointed  by  the  Committee  shall  be  placed  on 
a  stake  boat  at  tho  finishing  line,  who  shall  time  the  yachts  in  the 
absence  of  the  Regatta  Committee,  and  this  time  shall  be  considered 
final.

PROPILSION. 

No  means  of  propulsion  other  than  sails  shall  be  employoil. 

ANCUOKINIl,  ETC. 

A  yacht  may  anchor,  but  must  weigh  her  anchor  again  and  not 
slip.  A  yacht  shall  not  wurp  or  kedge  or  muke  fast  to  u  buoy,  pier, 
vessel  or  other  object,  except  us  provided  in  Section  4. 

BUNNISO  AGROUND  OR  FOULING. 

A  yacht  running  aground  or  fouling  a  buoy,  pier,  vessel  or  other 
object,  may  use  her  anchors,  warps,  boats,  etc.,  to  get  clear,  but  may 
not  receive  any  assistance  except  from  the  crew  of  the  vessel  fouled.

Tliis,  of  cinu:  , 
prevent!)  the  general  use  of  boats  as  larjro  a.i  tlinse  whieh  make  up 
tlie  smaller  re;;iilar  classes  on  the  eoast  and  llie  lakes,  and 
restricis  the  development  of  the  sport  greally.  Then  too,  allhon}.'h 
Montreal  is  eciiiiierled  with  llio  sea  liy  a  :)ll  toot  ehaiin(d,  wilh  the 
(Ireat  Lakes  liy  a  li  foot  rhaiinel,  ami  with  the  Hudson  hy  a  I  fool 
(dumnel,  the  jiositiou  of  the  city,  tlio  nature  of  these  ehaiinels  and 
tlio  charaeter  of  her  yaehting  waters  eomhine  to  isolate  her  yaeli ts- 
ineii  to  a  very  deeided  degree.  The  stimulus  of  outside  racing  can 
never  bo  looked  for,  and  that  best  of  object  lessons,  a  good  sound 
beating  from  a  foreigner,  can  never  bo  admiiiistereil  to  local  sell- 
satisfaction  and  ignoraiiee. 

'J'hat,  bowever,  yachting  did  not  make  greater  jinigress  than  it  has 
done  in  tho  vicinity  of  Montreal  during  the  past  twenty  years,  was 
less  because  of  the  disadvantageous  natural  c<inilitions,  than  because 
tbo  artilicial  condition  nnder  which  racing  was  carried  on  was  such 
as  to  jnake  dcveloimient  impossible.  There  was  for  somo  years  a 
yacbt  club  with  its  liea.'(|uarter3  establisbed  upon  a  rcaidi  of  the 
river  below  the  city,  but  its  principal  yearly  function  was  a  moon- 
light excursion  on  a  steamer,  while  its  members  were,  generally 
sj)eaking,  so  exhausted  by  their  attempts  to  comply  with  the  regula- 
tions as  to  uniform,  as  to  bo  unable  to  do  anything  else.  During  the 
seventies  a  fleet  of  ratlier  large  skimming  dishi's  was  got  together  on 
Lake  St.  Louis,  and  a  veritable  racing  mania  set  in.  '{"here  were  no 
rules,  for  there  was  no  club  or  other  body  to  either  frame  or  enforce 
ihem,  and  as  the  interest  was  keen,  >.verything  was  done  to  secure  a 
victory,  nothing  to  make  for  yachting  i.  its  best  sense.  I'rofessioinil 
crews  were  employed,  principally  to  throw  sand  bags,  and  on  some  occa- 
sions Alexander  Cuthbert,  the  only  Canadian  that  has  ever  distin- 
guished himself  as  a  professional  yaclit  sailor  and  designer,  was 
brought  down  to  sail  a  fast  boat  in  some  of  these  bagatorial  contests. 
— for  BO  they  may  be  termed — ttn<l  grjat  interest  was  shown  in  this 


phase  of  race  sailing.  \  lire  which  dc>tro.\cd  the  wliob'  (Iccl  wliili 
they  were  in  their  winter  quarters,  a  large  stora^'c  >licd.  broiight  Ihi- 
cpoch  in  Montreal's  yaiditiiig  history  to  a  clo-r.  I'cw  of  the  men 
who  then  lost  their  boats  ever  built  again,  and  a  larL'c  rollecliou  of 
mis<'ellaiU'ous  brass  w<irk  in  the  hands  of  •■  St.  Oii;;r  "  and  the  good 
stories  told  by  the  veterans  of  t  ho.-e  stirring  days,  aii>  all  that  is  left 
of  il. 

[•'oral  lca>t  cii.'ht  or  ten  years  pilor  to  the  foriualioii  of  llie  St. 
Lavmikm  i;  Va<  irr  Cm  ii  very  litlle  yachting  was  done  on  Lake  St. 
Louis.  Hoat  (dubs  grew  ii|i  about  the  lake,  a  good  many  small  eats 
and  ,>looiis  wci'e  bronghl  from  Lake  Champlain.  or  were  put  together 
by  local  builders,  and  at  the  yearly  regattas  of  the  boat  eltili'^,  l^weep- 
stakes  liaces  were  held.  There  were  few  rules  and  less  managcnn'nt. 
shifting  ballast  and  unlimilcd  crews  were  allowed,  there  was  no  li\il  \ 
aliont  the  scale  of  time  allowance,  and  dexterity  in  building  up  a  wall 
of  sand  bags  was  the  |irinidpal  result  obtaiiu'd  by  smdi  racing. 

This  state  of  things  was  about  at  its  worst,  when  in  the  Spring  of 
ISSS  a  caucus  of  uicn  intereste(|  in  ya(diting  was  Indd  in  a  readiuL' 
room  of  the  Montreal  .\inateur  .\tlilctie  Association,  and  as  a  rcsnll 
a  call  for  an  open  meeting  was  issued.  This  inecling  was  duly  held 
and  there  was  a  fairly  large  altenilancc;  that  is,  there  were  twenty  or 
thirty  men  iirescnt.  and  bd'ore  the  meeting  closed  two  or  three  new 
boats  were  bi'aril  oj'.  .\mong  those  present  were  Messrs.  S.  (ireen- 
shiehls,  \V.  .1.  Wallace,  .Fudge  havidsou.  .las.  I'aion.  (i.  II.  I>uggan. 
1'".  Scott.  .V.  Irving..!.  !•".  (iilisone,  C.  II.  Levin  and  <i.  (labhr.  The 
(dub  was  formed,  a  constitution  and  by-laws  were  adoptc(|.  and  ti  set 
of  sailing  rcgulati(ii;s.  Iia.-ed  upon  those  of  the  Laiu:  N'  \(  IIT  I!ai  im; 
.V»iMlA  iKiN,  were  adoptcil.

Within  two  years  after  the  date  of  organization  the  rinli  had 
secured  a  membership  of  los,  and  had  enrolleil  upon  ils  sipiailron 
list  30  boats  classed  as  yachts,  'JS  skilTs  and  lil  steam  yachts  and 
launches.  In  tho  matter  of  (dassilieation  it  bad  reduced  (  liaos  to 
order  oil  a  corrected  length  basis,  and  bad  introdnceil  class  ami  series 
racing.  Shifting  ballast  and  unlimited  crews  had  been  killed,  the 
best  measurement  rule  that  could  be  found  adopted,  and  many 
iinprovements  made  in  general  laws  and  rcgnlalions.

Xo  towing,  sweeping,  jioleing  or  pusliing.  or  any  moile  of  propul- 
sion, except  sails,  shall  bo  allowed. 

No  shifting  of  ballast  or  planking  out  shall  lie  jiermillcd  during 
any  r.ico.  Yachts  must  carry  tlio  ballast  they  start  with  tlirouglioiit 
tho  race  under  their  floors,  platforms  or  lockers.  Xo  more  than  the 
usual  anchors  and  chains  sliall  bo  carried  during  a  race,  ami  these  must 
not  he  used  as  shifting  ballast  or  for  altering  the  trim  of  a  yacht;  nor 
shall  any  of  the  spars,  sails,  rigging  or  boat's  furnishings  bo  shifted 
for  ballasting  purposes.

September  :ind:  Ue-sail  for  Sir  Donald  \.  t^mith's  Cn|i.  There 
was  a  heavy  i;ale  from  the  northwest.  At  thu  start  it  was  blowiiiL' 
harder  than  it  has  ever  doiUMin  ar.icingdiy  on  Lake  St.  Louis;  and 
it  being  reported  that  the  Chatean^My  linoy  had  been  carried  away, 
it  was  decided  to  sail  around  the  I'ointo  Claire  Kiioy,  u  cimrse  of 
about  seven  miles  to  windward  and  return.  All  the  boats  at  the 
start  carried  three  reefs  in  tho  mainsail  and  slurin  jib.

bars,  and  whitoBtarsiii  tho  center  of  thoeross.  Muring  the  first  seasmi 
.several  club  races  wore  given  and  one  open  race,  all  of  which  were  so 
successful  as  to  attract  much  attoiitimi  to  tho  club;  by  the  eiul 
of  tho  season,  which  was  short,  tho  memborship  had  doubled,  and  its 
original  fleet  of  six  yachts  had  incroased  to  eighteen. 

Its  second  your  was  marked  by  an  increii.so  of  membership  to  luie 
hiindrod  and  seventy-five,  and  of  the  Hoot  to  seventy-nine.  .\  com- 
mittee was  appointed,  with  full  powers,  to  build  u  jiicr  at  the  point 
where  tho  present  Club  House  stands,  and  this  pier  was  the  first  pro])- 
crty  ever  held  by  tho  club.  This  seascui  was  more  successful  tlmii 
tho  previous  (me.  Xumcrous  regattas  were  .sailed,  with  full  entries, 
tind  several  entertainments  for  the  beuelitof  the  idub  treasury  were 
given  at  the  village  hotel — the  Oregon  House,  The  sen.son  closed 
with  a  grand  ball  iit  the  Hotel  I'emliertoii,  whiidi  proved  to  be  one  of 
the  finest  given  on  the  New  Kngland  coast. 

Up  to  188'i,  the  only  property  owned  by  the  club  was  the  landing 
pier,  its  meetings  having  boon  held  at  members'  houses,  A  Club 
House  had  become  a  necessity,  and  early  in  188'.J  arrangements  were 
made  with  thesteiimboat  company,  owning  the  wharf  at  Hull,  for  the 
erection  of  a  house  at  the  end  of  their  pier.  This  hou.<e  provided  for 
them  what  appeared  to  bo  ample  accommodations.  There  was  a  large 
hall,  surrounded  on  three  sides  by  a  piazza,  having  a  stage,  thereby 
enabling  the  club  to  give  entertainments,  which  added  largely  to  the 
club's  popularity,  and  also  somewhat  to  its  income — committee,  jani- 
tor's and  toilet  rooms,  and  a  nil  iiibcr  of  lockers.  There  was  a  good 
landing  with  ample  floats  for  tho  storage  of  tenders,  and  good  water 
at  all  stages  of  the  tide.     A  charter  was  obtained  and  tho  club  incor-

iiual  crui.ses,  band  concerts,  and  other  entertainments  have  kept   up 
an  iinllagging  interest  among  its  non-yacht-owning  ineiulicrs. 

Ill  1SS:(  tho  dub  gave  the  greatest  open  regatta  ever  given  in  Kast- 
ern  waters.  Cash  prizes  amounting  to  fUOdO  were  olTcrcd.  There 
were  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  yachts  entered  ami  ninety  started. 
These  open  races  became  an  annual  feature,  and  were  the  most  suc- 
cessful and  noted  races  in  Kastern  waters  for  many  years.

with  red  Held  and  hliio  har.s.  wliic'h  had  heeii  adopted  in  jilaee  of 
tlu^  old  yellow  and  Mack.  Tlie  rea,son  for  t Ilia  I'haiiKe  was  that  no 
yellow  hiintinjr  could  he  olitained  that  would  hold  its  color.  In  the 
winter  of  IS'.iO  the  admission  fee  wa.s  rai.sed  to  twenty  dollars,  and 
the  annual  dues  to  tifteeii  dollars. 

The  new  Clnli  llim.sc  wa.s  opened  in  May,  1S!(|,  complete  in  all  its 
departments,  and  the  cluh  started  on  a  new  era  of  jirosperity.  1'he 
house  projior  measures  tifty  feet  on  its  front  or  water  side,  and  U  fif- 
ty-tive  feet  deep.     From  the  iilatform  on  which  it  stands,  the  ridge- 


pole is  nearly  so  feet,  ami  from  the  lloor  of  the  dancing  hall  rises  an 
open  space  of  40  feet,  giving  ample  ventilation  ami  a  cool  tempera- 
ture in  the  hottest  weather.  There  is  a  Pi  foot  piazza  on  three  siclcs 
of  the  two  upper  Htorics  and  the  ground  lloor.  The  house  Ntands 
upon  a  platform  loo  hy  KO  feet,  which  h  siirroiindeil  nii  three  tiide.s 
hy  a  granite  sea  wall.  This  wall  anil  the  house  foundation  rests  on  a 
solicl  ledge  of  rock.  In  Ihe  upper  story  is  a  large  dancing  hall, 
which  has  a  '.'o  hy  10  foot  stage,  a  ladies'  parlor  ami  toilet  rooms.  <»n 
the  next  or  street  lloor  are  the  hilliard  room  (conlaining  three  tables), 
piililiu  ami  jirivate  dining  rooms,  conimitlce  ami  reading  rocmis, 
wine  rooms,  hiitler's  pantry  and  toilet  rooms.  On  the  next  or 
mezzanine  llooraro  three  regulation  howling  alleys,  kitchen  and  store- 
rooiiis,  and  servants' (piarlers.  On  the  lower  lloor  are  lifly  Ic  ckers  of 
various  sizes,  a  laundry,  hoatmen's  rooms,  toilet  room,  liih  and  shower 
hallis,  and  storage  for  s|iars.  'J'lie  location  is  unsurpassed.  Water  sur- 
rounds the  house  on  three  sides;  from  the  jiiazzasa  most  heaiitifiil  view 
is  to  he  had,  and  the  cliih's  inside  race  courses  are  in  full  sight.  The 
lliiats  extend  out  .some  i.">0  feel,  and  ut  the  outer  end  thert^  is  |o  feet  of 
water  at  mean  low  tide.  The  hay  in  front  otfers  the  best  of  anchor- 
age for  an  uiiliiuited  niimher  of  yachts.  In  addition  to  the  Cluh 
Mouse  is  the  cottage  already  sjioken  of,  which  furnishes  eleven  sleep- 
ing apartments. 

The  nearness  of  Mull  to  Boston — a  distance  of  only  eight  miles 
down  the  hay,  making  a  pleasant  Kteanier  ride  of  only  forty  minutes — 
a  line  sheet  of  water  for  sailing,  the  perfect  appointmenta  of  the  Cluh 
lloiise,  which  cannot  he  surpassed  for  a  yiKditsman's  puqiose,  toge- 
ther with  the  exci  lleiil  eiiisiiu-,  cause  tiiany  memhers  to  scdect  the 
('lull  House  for  their  summer  rjiiarlers,  and  Ihe  demand  for  rooms 
cannot  he  met  hy  the  present  accommodations.  The  cliili's  land  ex- 
leiids  three  hundred  feet  on  the  street,  and  has  a  water  frontage  of 
over  four  hundred  feel,  so  that  there  is anijde  room  for  fiirt her  liiii Id iiig. 
Itiiring  its  thirteen  yearsof  existence,  the  cluh  has  had  hut  six  Coni- 
nioilcHVs:  W.  M.  Lamherl  during  18H0,  'HI  and  'H'i;  Win.

.U  ])reseiit  the  club  is  in  a  most  prosperous  condition,  with  a 
membership  of  four  hundred,  being  the  (dub  limit,  a  llect  of  one 
hundred  and  forty  yachts,  its  magniticent  Club  House  and  large 
grounds  on  as  sightly  and  well  situated  a  point  for  yachting  as  can 
he  found,  and  only  a  small  bonded  indebledness.

In  eases  were  any  iiortion  of  the  rndder  or 
nidder-])()st  projects  above  the  water,  such  portion  is  to  lie  imliidcd 
in  the  waterline  Icufjth. 

The  crew  need  not  he  aboard,  hut  if  aboard  must  be  stationed 
ami  Iships. 

The  sail  area  i.s  ascertained   liy   takinj;  a  perpendicular  alou^:  tiio 
after  side  of  the   mainmast,  from  the  underside  of  (j.ilT-lopsail  block 
or  sheave  on  topmast  to  the  upper  side  of  boom,  when  resting;  on  the 
sadiUe.  or  on  the  lowest  part  of   jjoose-iu'ck  :  the  distance  of  which 
point  from  the  main  deck  or  house  ileck  is  recoriled  liy  the  Measiircr. 
toi^ether  with  the  otlwr  points  used  in  ineasuremeut.      In  all  yachts, 
tl\e  forward  point  of  measurement  of  the  base-line  is  taken  midway 
between  the  intersection  of  the  bowsprit  and  jib  topsail  stay,  and  the 
center   of    the  tack  cringle  of  the  jib  or flyinj;  jib,  when  set.     In  all 
eases  where  the  extreme  length  of  the  spinnaker  hooni  exceeds  the 
distance  from  the  fcirward   side  of  the  forwanl  mast  to  the  forward 
[loiut  of    measurement,  such  excess  is  adde(l  to  the  base  liiu'.     The 
aftiT  point  of  measurement,  is  takei\  from  the  end  of  the  main  boom 
iu  sclioouers.  cutters  and  sloops,  and  of  the  mi/./.en  boom  in  yawls. 
The  main  topmast  is  measured  from  the  hounds  of  the  lower  ntast  to 
t'.ie  lower  side    of    the   topsail   liallianl  block  or  sheave,  ami  eijihty 
percent,  of  this  length  is  taken  from  the  extreme  length  of  the  main 
gilT    measured  from  the  inside  of  the  jaws  to  the  after  end,  the  re- 
maiiuler  of  tlu'  galf  being  added  to  the  base  line,  as  measured  above. 
The  area  from  tlu'se  figures  is  obtaiiu'd  liy  nniltiplying  tlie  corrected 
b.ise  by  tlie  iieriicudic'ular,  and  dividing  by  two.     To  the  siiiian^  root 
of  the  area,  as  ascertained,  the  waterliue  length  is  added  ami  the  pro- 
duet  divided  by  two.

The  Iiegatta  Commiitce  shall  post  on  the  idub  bulletin,  at  least 
twenty-four  hours  prior  to  thu  regatta,  the  tabulated  allowance  of 
lime  to  be  given  by  the  yachts  enlered  in  the  regatta,  in  accordance 
with  the  system  of  allowance  adopted  by  the  club.

No  topsail  shall  hoist  aliovo  the  truck,  nor  extend  nnire  than  one 
foot  beyond  the  peak  of  the  sail  above  which  it  is  -et. 

Spinnakers  sli.all  be  triangular  in  shape,  and  shall  not  hoist  above

TJIIS  wull  known  yaclit  club  grow  ont  of  wliiit  was  first  known 
us  tlio  Uxio.v  JSiiAT  Ci. Ill,  a  sailing  eluli  organized  May  3. 
1852.  Ita  otliccrs  were  William  T.  Leo.  President ;  D.  S. 
Jionrdctt,  Secretary  ;  Iiiitger  Clarkson,  'Prcasiirer  ;  John  M. 
Sawyer,  Measurer,  the  oilier  niernbors  were  Zelnilon  I'owill  uud 
William  >[.  Haxter.  Tlie  tleet  wiis  not  very  extensive,  consisting  of 
but  tlirco  boats,  Saka,  Kstiia  and  Uxiox.  'I'lie  club  book,  issued 
in  1853,  was  entirely  in  niaiiuseript  form,  and  the  following  extracts 
from  the  regulations  may  prove  intorcating.  setting  forth  as  they  do, 
the  primitivo style  of  by-laws  adopted  in  the  early  stages  of  this  (dub: 

••  Kvery  member  on  subscribing  to  the  Constitution  shall  Day  an 
initiation  feu  of  $lS.5ii  nionlbly,  thereafter. 

"  The  coxswain  shall  have  entire  control  and  management  of  the 
boat  when  on  board,  and  all  bis  orders  shall  bo  promptly  obeyed  ;  the 
nicmhers  shall  be  subjeil  to  the  commands  of  the  I'resideiit  while  on 
shore,  or  in  liis  absence  to  that  of  the  coxswain.  Any  member  refus- 
ing to  obey  orders  shall  be  fined  25  cents  for  each  otTenso. 

•■  Each  member  shnll  s-ervo  alternately  as  coxswain  one  week,  in 
the  order  in  which  bis  name  staiuls  on  the  Secretary's  book. 

"  The  boats  shall  not  be  taken  out  by  any  member  between  the 
hours  of  10  .\..M.  and  5  I'.M.  on  club  <lays.  except  by  leaving 
notico  of  this  intention  on  the  bulletin  of  the  (diib  at  their  room,  but 
can  do  so  without  such  notice  at  half  jmst  seven  A.>[.  and  lialf  past 
six  P.M.  on  club  days,  provided  another  person  iici^ompanies  him. 

"The  crow  shall  be  resiionsible  for  any  loss  or  injury  done  to  the 
boat  or  fixtures  while  out,  and  shall  pay  by  monthly  instalments  of 
$3  until  the  whole  is  paid  fur. 

"  The  boat  shall  not  bo  loaned,  let,  or  run  in  any  race  without  the 
consent  of  all  members," 


So  mnch  for  the  L'xio.v  UoArCi.rn.  In  September  1S5T.  how- 
ever, steps  were  taken  towards  the  organization  (jf  a  yacht  club. 
This  preparatory  meeting  took  place  in  Sol  Smudlcy's  house,  at  the 
foot  of  Smith  street. 

At  a  meeting  held  April  19, 1S58,  things  seem  to  have  assiinieil  a 
more  detinito  shajie,  and  Messrs.  Cooper,  llaight  and  Sawyer  were 
appoiiilcd  to  draw  up  a  set  of  by-laws.  On  the  23d  of  the  same 
month,  this  eommittoo  reported  to  the  club,  and  the  by-laws  were 
adopted. 

.\t  this  meeting  thelirslotricers  were  eleoted  as  follows  : 

Commodore,  Elias  Pitcher  ;  Vice-(  'ommodoro.  (i.  L.  llaight ;  Secre- 
tary, G.  A.  Cooper;  Treasurer.  Henry  S.  Wood;  Measurer,  .T.  M. 
Sawyer, 

On  June  11,  l.S5.s,  Messrs.  Dinum  and  Cooper  went  appointed  a 
committee  on  securing  a  Club  House,  with  full  power  to  act. 

The  original  headquarters  and  anchorage  of  the  club  was  in  the 
basin  at  Hamilton  .Vvenue  and  (lowanus  Canal,  where  the  Itrooklyii 
Sawmill  Com])any  now  is.  Tliis  Club  House  was  retained  until  the 
erection  of  the  Locust  (irove  Club  House  in  IStl. 

The  Coinmodores,  from  1.S5!(,  have  been  as  follows  : — ls5!l,  (I.  L.

While  the  HiiooKi.YV  VaciitCi, I  II  was  among  the  liiist  organi/.a- 
tions  of  the  kind  in  tlii^  country,  still  it  did  not  assume  a  prominent 
position  until  tho  year  |Sii4,  it  being  incorpor.itcd  that  year.  It 
was  .lacob  Voorhis,  .Ir..  owner  of  the  yacht  M.vt)i;i,EINK  who  did  most 
toward  the  building  up  of  this  dub,  bo  bringing  many  of  the  N'inv 
YoiiK  Yacht  C'l.t'ii  men  into  the  (dub  with  him,  and  in  many  ways 
rendering  valuable  assistaiico  to  tho  younger  organization.  The 
regatta  held  the  ".ilth  of  .Iiiiic  is;i,  was  its  lirst  event  of  any  impor- 
tance, though  frcipieiit  regattas  had  taken  jilace  iirevioiisly.  In  this 
race  .MaI)I:i.i;ini;  received  the  prize,  thuiigli  .Mr.  Osgood,  tho  owner  of 
Cot.fMliiA,  claimeil  the  race  for  his  yai  lit. 

Iluring  tho  summer  id'  lsi;.">  some  members  became  more  or  less 
dissalislied  with  the  management  of  the  club, and  decided  to  organize 
a  new  club.  This  was  accomplished  the  next  November,  still,  the 
alTairs  of  the  HliooKi.YN  YAciir  Ci.lii  went  mi  as  usual. 

The  LoiTsr  (iiiovi;  I'l, 111  licit  si;  was  built  in  18T1,  and  for  this 
purpose  bonds  wore  i.ssued.  .Miout  lS,s4  this  house  was  abandoned, 
and  tho  club  moved  to  (piarters  at  Hensonliurst  I'ier,  Itath  Beach. 
l''or  two  years  they  remained  hero,  but  moved  again  in  ISSii,  this 
time  to  their  present  quarters,  secured  from  Captain  Stillwell.  The 
princiiial  reason  for  this  last  move  was  that  there  was  no  harbor  to 
speak  of  at  the  I'ier. 

Hetween  1ST.">  and  IS.S.")  very  little  interest  in  yachting  matters  was 
manifested  by  the  miMiibers  of  the  HitooKt.VN'  Yacht  ('l.uii,  but  lit 
the  beginning  of  l.ss.").  the  (dub  began  to  look  up  again  as  a  yachting 
organization.  The  now  life  and  active  interest  which  bocamo  ap- 
parent at  this  time,  may,  with  all  justice,  bo  largely  attributed  to  the 
elTorts  and  example  of  Commodore  Franklin  Heams.  There  had  been 
no  racing  for  several  years,  and  so  far  from  being  a  yacht  club,  the 
HuooKLYN  Yacht  Ci.rit  had  eomo  to  bo  su(di  in  name  only,  the 
entire  interests  of  the  orguuizutiou  being  given  to  social  atluirs.

A  base-line  to  be  taken  from  the  iiec-hol  or  ]ioint  of  contact  of  tlie 
Jibslay  (U-  bowsprit,  or  llyiiii,'  jibstay  on  jiiibooni.  in  a  straiiiht  lino  to 
the  end  of  the  main  boom,  with  the  dilferencc  between  .")ii  per  cent, 
of  the  length  of  topmast  and  gall  added  thereto. 

The  excess  in  length  of  the  spinnaker  boom  covers  the  diirerence 
from  the  forward  point  of  measurement  to  the  forward  side  of  the 
spar  to  be  added  to  the  base-line,  and  if  the  spinnaker  boom  be 
arrangeil  to  ship  on  deck  or  in  the  rigging  or  has  any  lengthening 
device  whatever  tlio  distance  or  Iciiglh  of  same  be  iiiclndeil  in  the 
measurement.  Sprits  on  spinnakers  are  limited  to  two  feet  in  length. 
In  case  of  a  cat-boat  a  spinnaker  boom  shall  be  allowed  eipial  to  the 
boat's  waterline length. 

To  obtain  area  from  these  figures  the  usual  formula  for  (ditaining 
llic  area  ill  sipiare  feet  of  a  triangle  is  to  be  followed,  namely:  Hase 
multiiilied  by  the  i)er]ien(lieiilar  and  divided  by  two. 

Length  to  be  measured  from  forward  side  of  stem  at  the  waterline 
to  the  waterline  at  stern,  wherever  found.  This  measurement  to  be 
taken  when  the  yacht  is  afloat  and  iii  her  ordina  y  trim,  and  with  the 
crew,  if  aboard,  stationed  amidships.  The  .Measurer  at  the  time  of 
taking  his  measurement,  to  aliix  a  distinctive  mark  at  each  point. 
To  the  square  root  of  the  area,  add  tlie  length  as  ascertained,  divide 
the  sum  by  two.  and  the  result  is  the  measuremout  for  time  allow- 
ance.

History  of  the  Oswego  Yacht  Club.

ON  April  14,  18S1,  a  number  of  {i;entlcmcn  interested  in  yaulit- 
ing  iinil  boating  mot  in  the  Doolittio  House  for  tiie  purpose 
of  centering  tlio  interest  in  luimitic  sports  in  a  club.     A  coin- 
mitteo  WHS  appointed  to  select  a  site  and  obtain  plans  and 
estimates  of  tlio  cost  of  a  boat  bouse. 

A  Committee  on  Permanent  Organization  was  also  appointed. 

Before  tiie  meeting  adjourned  it  was  decided  to  meet  aRaiii  in  a 
week,  to  hear  the  reports  of  the  Committees  on  Site  and  Pernianent 
Organization. 

At  the  meeting  of  April  2lst,  the  Committee  on  Site  reported  that 
Mr.  A.  G.  Cook  had  offered  to  allow  tlie  chib  to  build  a  lionse  on  his 
property  on  the  lake  front,  between  ;Jd  and  4tli  streets,  the  lioii.se  to 
remain  until  lie  should  wish  to  build  there  hiin.self,  when  ho  would 
give  the  club  a  site  further  up  the  shore. 

It  was  decided  to  accept  Mr.  Cook's  kind  otfer. 

At  this  meeting  the  Constituti(m  for  the  club  was  drawn  up.  tiu^ 
Committee  on  rermanent  Organization  was  accepted,  and  the  fol- 
lowing were  elected  ottit'ers  for  the  first  year:  l'resi<lent.  L.  C.  Ken- 
yon  ;  Vice-President,  J.  1).  Iliggins  ;  Secretary,  Frank  I'enlield  ; 
Treasurer,  Delos  H.  IJadclifTe  ;  Directors,  .lohn  T.  Mott,  \V.  1$. 
Phelps,  Jr.,  and  1>.  51.  Irwin. 

Already  fifty-live  gentlemen  had  agreed  to  become  menihers  of  the 
club,  and  at  a  subseriuent  meeting  it  was  decided  that  the  Hxecutive 
Committee  be  empowered  to  contract  for  a  house  when  tiie  member- 
ship should  reach  seventy. 

It  was  only  a  few  days  before  the  club  had  more  than  the  numl)cr 
necessary  to  determine  the  question  of  its  existence,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  contracted  for  a  house  to  cost  about  $700. 

At  ameeting  of  the  club,  held  .Inly  fith.  the  initiation  fee  for  that 
season  was  fixed  at  ten  dollars,  and  three  months  dues  at  a  dollar  a 
month  added. 

At  this  meeting  Mr.  A.  G.  Cook  who  had  so  generously  oifered  a 
site  for  the  Club  House,  was  made  its  first  honorary  member. 


In  September.  188;'.  the  organization  which  had  heretofore  been 
known  astheOs\VE(i()  liovr  (;i,in  Ijecame  the  Oswkoo  Y.\riiT  Cl.tii, 
and  in  the  following  Kebrnary  was  incorporateil  as  such.  The  titles 
of  the  President  and  Vice-President  were  cliaiigcd  to  Coiiiniodore  and 
Vice-Couimodore.  the  same  geiitleinen  continiiiiig  in  olVu'c. 

At  the  iiiectiiig  of  Deceuilicr  10.  ISS'^.  llie  I'liili  dei'ided  uiion  a 
unifonu  and  penniint  for  Hug  otliccrs.  \  comniitlcc  was  appointed  to 
draft  new  hy-laws  and  to  arrange  fur  the  puliliciilioii  of  llic  lirst 
chill  hook.     It  was  also  decided  to  adopt  the  Ifogcrs'Coilc  of  Signals. 

At  the  nuH'ting  of  .Taniuiry  !.Mi.  1S84.  Commodore  .lolm  T.  .Mutt 
announced  that  he  would  present  to  the  cliiha  champion  pennant,  to 
he  sailed  for  liy  the  yachts  of  tlu!  club  at  the  annual  cruises  and 
regattas. 

In  the  Spring  of  188."),  the  (piartcrs  of  the  cliil)  having  liecdnie  too 
small,  it  was  decided  to  build  in  addition  another  house  fur  tlic  recep- 
tion of  row  boats  and  dingeys  with  a  loft  fur  lockers  anil  tlie  storiige 
of  spars,  sails,  etc. 

In  the  Spring  of  IS.so  the  main  house  was  repaircil.  and  most 
beautifully  decorated  inside,  thus  making  the  club  proiierty  very  com- 
plete and  attractive. 

The  anchorage  of  the  club  is  olT  tbe  Club  Iluiisi'  in  the  new  harbor 
and  is  at  all  times  safe.  At  a  dislance  of  six  biindrcd  I'cct  fruui 
the  shore  there  is  sutlicieiit  depth  of  water  fur  tlie  largest  yachts. 

The  club  has  now  IT'.I  members,  with  a  licet  of  \l  sailing  yachts 
and  5  steam  yachts. 

The  principal  events  of  the  (^lub  have  been  tlie  Opening  Cruise, 
the  Annual  Itegatta,  and  Ladies'  Day.     These  days  aiv  not  lixcd.

As  an  exaniide  we  may  mention  tlie 
rules  promoted  hy  this  club,  reguhit- 
iiigtlie  classilieation  of  yaidits  for  rac- 
ing purposes  by  "sailing  length/'  in- 
slead  of  "  load  waterline,"  tlin,s  bring- 
ing boats  inli)  eomi)elition  in  aeeoi'd- 
ance  with  a  formula  which  gives  weight 
not  to  one  alone,  but  to  several  of  the 
structural  elements  bearing  upon  speed, 
and  tends  to  check  in  .some  degree  the 
ingenuity  of  professional  yacht  de- 
signers who  have  i,s  a  class  i'(u-  years 
past  taxed  their  own  lirains  to  jirodnce 
untaxable  types  of  racing  boats,  which 
under  the  "  walerline,"  rule  were 
entitled  to  comi)ete  with  smaller  and 
weaker  craft,  overpowering  their  nom- 
inal ('(pials  with  as  mucii  case  as  an 
ocean  liner  outstrips  a  mercantile 
tramj). 

(.'redit  must  l)c  given  to  the  C'ouin- 
TlllAX  of  New  Y(jrk  as  having  l)eeii  one 
of  the  first  intluential  bodies  which 
attempted  to  deal  with  this  obvious 
injustice,  and  it  is  due.  in  no  small 
degree,  to  the  able  advocacy  of  the 
Secretary,  Mr.  M.  lioosevelt  Schuyler, 
that  this  much  needed  reform  has  thus 
been  adopted  by  most  of  the  leading 
clubs  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic. 

The  first  business  meeting  of  the

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Any  yacht  may  enter  into  a  race  witli  a  liighcr  class  tlian  tliat  in 
wliifh  slio  l)cl(ing,s  liy  assuming  tiio  minimum  measurement  of  tlio 
class  entered. 

In  mixed  races,  schooners  and  yawls  nuiy  enter  at  cme-third  and  one- 
quarter  less  than  their  actual  measurement  resjiectively,  hut  shall 
not  ho  classified  hy  tliis  reduced  rating. 

Yachts  shall  he  rated  for  time  allowance  according  to  the  follow- 
ing incasurenient:  To  the  s(|inire-root  of  the  sail-area  add  the  water- 
line  length,  and  divide  hy  two: —

These  measurements  shall  be  obtained  iis  follows: 

A  base  line  is  to  be  taken  from  a  jioint  midway  between  the  jib 
topsail  stay  and  the  jib  slay  on  bowsju'lt  or  Hying  jihstay  on  jibboom, 
in  a  straight  line  to  the  end  of  the  main  boom,  with  the  excess  of  the 
length  of  the  galT,  measured  from  the  after-side  of  nnist  to  end;  over 
80  j)er  cent,  of  the  topnnist  measured  from  hounds  to  lower  side  of 
Bhcavo  of  tojjsail  halliard  block.  Any  excess  in  length  of  si)innaker 
boom  beyond  the  distance  between  the  forward  point  of  measure- 
ment and  the  forosido  of  mainnnist  (foreside  of  foremast  in  schoon- 
ers), to  be  added  to  the  base  line. 

For  yawls,  the  base  lino  to  bo  taken  from  the  same  point  to  the 
end  of  the  mizzen-boom.

A  porpendicnlar  to  be  taken  along  the  aftcrside  of  the  mainmast 
from  the  underside  of  tiio  gaiT-topsail  block  or  sheave  on  to])nnist,  to 
the  upper  side  of  boom  when  the  latter  is  resting  on  the  saddle,  the 
distance  of  such  imint  from  the  main-deck  or  house-deck,  to  be 
recorded  hy  the  Measurer,  together  with  all  other  points  nsed  in 
mcasurcmiT'nts. 

To  obtain  the  estimated  sail-area  from  these  fignrcs,  multiply  the 
base  by  the  perpendicular  and  divide  by  two. 

The  length  shall  he  measured  from  the  forward  side  of  stem  at  the 
watcrline,  to  the  end  of  the  wuterlinc  at  stern  wherever  found  exclu- 
sive of  any  part  of  the  riidtier  or  rudder-post.  This  measurement 
shall  be  taken  when  the  yacht  is  afloat  and  in  her  ordinary  trim,  and 
with  the  crew  (if  aboard)  stationed  amidships. 


Allowance  shall  be  llgured  aeeording  to  the  t'\blo  adopted  by  the 
club. 

Each  yacht  entered  for  a  race  must  be  the  A(<«((_/((/c property  of  the 
person  or  jiersons  in  whose  name  she  is  entered,  who  must  bo  u  mem- 
ber or  members  of  a  recognized  yacht  club;  and  no  member  shall  be 
interested  in  more  than  one  yacht  competing  for  the  same  prize. 

There  shall  he  no  restrictions  as  to  sails,  or  the  manner  of  setting  or 
working  them. 

During  a  race,  every  yacht  over  seventy  feet  on  load  watcrline  shall 
carry  a  serviceable  boat  not  less  than  twelve  feet  in  length.  Every 
yacht  measuring  less  than  seventy  feet,  and  more  than  forty-five  feet, 


■^^P^ 
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shall  carry  a  serviceable  boat  not  less  than  ten  feet  in  length.  These 
boats  shall  not  be  carried  below  deck,  and  must  have  oars  lashed  in 
them  ready  for  immediate  use.  Each  yacht  shall  also  carry  two  ser- 
viceable life-buoys,  ready  for  immediate  use.  within  reacn  of  the 
helmsnuin. 

Crews  are  limited  to  one  man  for  each  full  six  feet  of  sailing  length, 
and  one  fur  any  fractional  excess.  Of  the  crew  not  more  than  one- 
half  may  be  professi(mals.  and  the  helmsman  must  be  amateur.  The 
judgment  of  the  Sailing  Committee  shall  be  final  in  I'^gardtothe 
definition  of  amateur. 

All  starts  shall  be  flying.  No  allowance  shall  be  made  for  delay 
ir  starting. 

When  yachts  are  ordered  to  sail  in  cruising  trim,  the  following 
rules  arc  to  be  strictly  observed  : 

1.  \o  doors,  tables,  cabin  skylights,  or  other  cabin  or  deck  fittings 
(davits  excepted)  shall  he  removed  from  their  places  before  or  during 
a  race. 

•i.  No  sails  or  other  ge  r  shall  be  put  into  the  main  cabin  in  yachts 
exceeding  forty-five  feet  load  watcrline. 

3.  Anchors  and  chains  suitable  to  the  size  of  the  yacht  shall  be 
carried,  one  anchor  at  the  nsual  place  on  the  bow,  which  anchor  shall 
not  be  unshackled  from  the  chain  before  or  during  the  race.

Tiio  Suinnier  of  18110  witnessed  continued 
activity  willi  luaiiy  new  boats,  interest  centered 
on  the  Jliiiiniuiier  Series. 

August  I'.itii  nf  iliis  year  {18'.*(»)  s;m-  one  of 
the  (dosest  races  on  record.  .Mls'UltVA  winning 
from  (iossoov  by  two  seconds,  correctcil 
time  over  a  24  mile  course.  Tiiese  races  were 
now  a  feature  willi  tlie  club,  and  cacli  year 
brongiit  to  .\Iarl)leliead  the  fastest  boats  in  llie 
40  and  4li  foot  classes. 

March  11,  18!tl,  tlie  club  adopted  the  design 
submitted  by  Com.  Crowninshield — I'egasus, 
the  flying  horse,  the  emblem  of  the  City  of 
Corinth  together  with  the  Club  motto:  A'( 
Certorc  I'drca  et  Rcyxnidirc  I'liruU.  The 
meinbcrsliip  increased  so  rapidly  that  it  was 
found  necessary  to  enlarge  tiio  C'liib  House, 
and  11  Committee  was  appointed  to  attend  to 
it.  They  added  to  tlio  northerly  and  three 
stories  and  a  basement  containing  a  res- 
taurant,  dining-room,   laundry,    kitchen,    etc.

On  January  17, 189-.J,  IJeiij.  \V.  Crowninshield,  the  Prst  Commodoro 
of  the  club  died  at  Uomo  where  Iio  had  gone  for  his  health.  He  had 
always  taken  a  groat  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  (dub  ami  Ids  mem- 
ory will  bo  long  cherished  liy  his  usscxdates. 

Ten  regattas  wore  sailed  during  the  season  of  18!)2.  Fcnir  Club 
licgattas,  two  Open  Races,  three  .Midsummer  Series  and  one 
open  to  all  classes.  T'ho  Championship  Cups  were  won  by  Hawk, 
Susie,  Fkeaic  and  KooitAi.r.  The  Midsummer  Series  Cup  was  won 
by  IlEAPKit. 

The  club  memliership  has  been  steadily  increasing  from  sixty-live 
members  in  1885  when  the  annual  dues  were  $5,  to  live  hundred 
memliers  in  18',i:t,  and  the  anniril  dues  *il5,  with  an  admission 
fee  of  (!10.  ^5110  of  tlie  (dub  note.)  have  been  cancelled  each  year  and 
the  dub  is  in  a  strong  linanciiil  condition.

The  Sixty-Nintli  Keji^'t"  "'i's  the  opening  event  of  the  season  luul 
was  iielil  Juno  Kth. 

It  consisted  of  a  Inindicap  race  for  eruLsers  and  a  race  for  the  four 
knociiabout  boats,  I'ista,  Nina  Jan'k  and  Fuaxcks,  the  first  pair 
being  just  completed  for  the  Eastern'  Yacht  Cluh  by  Emmons,  of 
Swamjiscott,  from  designs  by  Wiiterhouso  &  Chesebrongh.  The  day 
was  unpleasant,  rainy,  with  a  strong  northeast  wind  and  a  very  rough 
sea,  but  seven  yachts  started  and  sailed  a  fine  race,  the  two  new  boats 
making  a  dead  lieat.  Tlie  30  foot  cruiser  class  brought  out  Fancy, 
Mr.  Burgess'  last  and  best  :!0-footer,  I{oxr)iN-A,  his  first  30-tooter, 
and  the  other  tiie  little  cutter  Kelpie.  The  course  was  from  the 
judges'  linos,  leaving  Black  Buoys  3  and  1  on  starboard.  Cat  Island 
on  port,  Halfway  Kock  and  Bell  Buoy  on  the  outer  hreakors  oil  I'ig 
Uocks  on  starboard,  Tinker's  Island,  Tom  Moore's  Rocks  and  Black 
Buoys  1  and  3  on  port  to  judge's  line.     Distance,  10  miles. 

The  course  for  the  smaller  boats  was  No.  G,  a  beat  to  the  Bowditch 
Ledge  Beacon,  leaving  Eagle  Bar  Buoy  on  starboard,  thence  a  reach 


to  Uoosuberry  Ledge  IIiiot,  and  a  run  home  around  the  end  of  Cat 
Island;  U^  miles. 

Neither  Kkli'ik  nor  Ud.vDiw  were  ready  at  the  gun,  and  Faxcy 
waited  fora  time,  the  small  boats  meanwhile,  starting,  the  twins  with 
whole  sail  and  the  others  with  single  reefs.  Nixa  and  I'ixta  .saileda 
close  race,  linishitig  exactly  together,  with  Ja.\-e  some  distance  astern 
in  third  place.  Faxcv  tliially  started  with  topmast  housed,  one  reef  in 
muinsail.andNo. '.2  jib.  Rosih.na  wasliandicapped  v' minutes  and  Kel- 
pie nearly  4  minutes.  Once  away  Faxiy  (piickly  dropped  the  pair, 
beating  them  very  badly,  though  the  two  made  a  good  race  with 
each  other.

Tlicso  peculiar  entiiements  were  .ijjpreeiated  by  a  comparative  few; 
most  of  the  boating  being  done  in  small  boats  whose  sailors  as  a  rule 
were  decidedly  of  the  tyro  type;  but  the  .sjiirit  was  here,  bred  in  the 
bone,  and  it  caino  out  strong  whenever  u  race  was  suggested,  whether 
]iremeditated  or  impromptu.  The  Did/if  was  generally  to  show 
wiiich  dare-devil  could  do  the  most  foolhardy  thing  in  a  boat. 

One  grand  Interstate  Itegalta  came  off  during  those  halcyon  days. 
A  tine  breeze  frora  the  southwest  gave  the  boats  a  free  sheet,  and  they 
went  oil.  first,  second  third  and  fourth  classes,  with  two  minntes 
between  the  guns.  'I'o  be  sure  a  heavy  black  sqnall  was  making  up 
in  the  northeast  which  everybody  knew  would  bo  down  upon  them 
before  the  boats  could  reach  Sumptcr,  but  nobody  minded  a  little 
thing  like  that.  They  simply  batteiu'd  down  and  kept  an  eye  to 
wiiulward,  just  when  every  rag  was  pulling  for  all  it  was  worth — and 
more — and  the  boys  were  in  high  glee,  suddenly  a  dead  calm,  and 
then,  down  came  the  storm — it  was  nothing  less — and  spars  began  to 
crack.  They  were  all  jealously  watching  a  certain  boat  that  the 
Savannah  boys  had  been  plunging  on  the  night  before.  The  Caro- 
lina yachtsmen  were  hunting  her  arul  she  held  on  to  her  canvas. 
Ah,  there  go  her  sticks,  hurrah!  and  lucky  for  her  too,  as  she  was  an 
oiien  boat.  Hello!  Coqiktte  is  over.  .Madcap's  boom  is  busted. 
1''ki:ei,asce's  top  sail  split,  ami  Uxdisk  is  going  off  in  a  cloud.  It 
'.ever  occurred  to  anvbodv  to  shorten  sail — voluutarilv.     In  less  than 


ten  minutes  there  was  not  u  boat  in  the  race  except  the  big  able 
Ki.KAXon  and  the  tight  little  Wii.iiiiiun.  The  former,  regardless  of 
rules,  essayed  to  cross  the  the  bows  of  WlLDIillti),  but  the  shave  was 
too  close.  Her  skipper  had  tiio  right  of  way,  and  ho  knew  it,  A 
collision  meant  destruction  in  such  a  sea,  but  that  was  not  the  con- 
sideration just  then,  lie  was  out  for  blood  and  ignored  the  bluff.  The 
result  was  to  throw  the  big  sloop  about  under  the  lee,  splitting  her 
jib  halliard  block  and  imtting  her  in  irons.  By  the  time  she  was  off 
again  Wimhukd  was  many  lengths  to  the  good  and,  getting  close 
under  tho  leo  of  Sullivan  Island,  was  enabled  to  run  a  few  points  off 
the  wind — she  never  could  have  carried  herself  close  hauled  in  such 
a  gale  and  sea — for  the  outer  buoy.  Even  tho  llevenuo  Cutter  was 
averse  to  meeting  the  storm  outside  Sumpter,  and  busied  herself  pick- 
ing up  the  shipwrecked  mariners  of  Savannah  and  Charleston,  as  did 
the  crews  of  most  of  the  excursion  steamers.  It  was  a  tough  race 
and  a  hot  one;  nothing  could  bo  seen  of  WiLniiiun  but  her  sails  and 
a  smother  of  foam;  but  tho  small  boat  won  on  time  allowance  by  si.x 
minutes. 

Similar  events  led  to  much  discussion  and  a  determination  to 
reform  such  methods.

It  took  time  to  accomplish  this,  as  boating, 
or  at  least  racing,  was  a  wild  sport  in  those  days,  and  there  w.is 
plenty  of  kicking  over  the  traces  and  taking  tho  bit  in  the  teeth 
in  sj)ite  of  rules.     But  getting  disqualified  for  such  pranks  served,

after  a  while,  to  have  a  salutary  effect,  and  more  potent  still,  the 
presence  of  their  friends,  the  enemy  from  sister  ports  evoked,  that 
characteristic  inborn  courtesy  that  never  fails  these  boys.

The  cimrse  was  always  followed  by  a 
club  steamer  and  liy  the  Ucveiiue  Cutler,  which  generally  served  iis  a 
judges'  boat.  During  the  season  tho  club  also  gave  numerous  garden 
parties  and  miiroons  as  well  as  racies. 

^  During  the  season  of  ISSt,  the  Commodore  was  invited  by  a  rela- 
tive to  join  him  on  a  cruise  along  tho  liastern  Coast,  from  Xewport  to 
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Bar  Harbor.  He  was  requested  to  transfer  his  ]H'uiiaiit  and  rliib  flag 
to  the  yaeht  Latona  for  the  time  and  take  olVicial  eonunand. 

During  the  S(|uadn>ii  Cruise  of  tho  New  Youk  and  Eastkiin' 
Cl.fHS  that  year,  tho  beautiful  sehooner  liearing  the  novel  colors  of 
of  the  Carolina  Clcd  joined  tho  sinuulron  at  Vineyard  Haven,  and 
tho  ilag  was  received  with  all  tho  honors.  Tlio  exchange  of  courte- 
sies that  followed  was  peculiarly  cordial,  and  tho  flagship  was  invited 
to  join  in  all  their  siibse(|uent  events.  Thus  the  club  flag  became 
well  known  to  our  Xortbern  friends,  and  our  present  Commodore 
(from  1891)  has  enhanced  its  prestige  on  recent  visits. 

During  tho  year  18S4,  the  S.vvaxn'AH  and  Ciiaui.kstox  ('i.triw 
accepted  the  invitation  of  the  HeaL'I'ort  Cu'lt.  and  in  their  neutral 
waters  enjoyed  a  grand  race.  Most  of  tho  Savannah  boats  were  dis- 
abled in  a  heavy  sipiall  and  the  raeo  was  flnally  won  by  Wil.Dliiltip 
in  a  drifting  match  with  1'"lirt,  both  going  over  the  line  stern  flrst. 
This  was  followed  by  a  ball  at  the  Sea  Island  Hotel  and  a  general  ex- 
change of  courtesies  which  did  much  to  enhance  the  yaohtiug  inter- 
ests of  the  three  cities. 

In  the  Spring  of  18S5,  the  jib  and  mainsail  Vikino  by  McfJeilian, 
created  much  interest  in  the  second  class,  her  young  Captain  carrying 
off  all  the  prizes  (which  he  [iromptly  invested  in  more  boats),  and 
arousing  much  interest  in  that  class.

The  career  of  the  club  has  been  one  of  constant  j;i'owtli,  the  incin- 
ber.ship  being  now  •idii.  The  club  rooms  at  Commercial  Docks  are 
well  situated,  the  view  einbracing  many  points  of  interest  in  the  Har- 
bor, and  from  their  broad  gallery  old  ocean's  waves  can  be  seen  tossing 


in  the  sunshine.  The  rooms  are  quite  e.'ctonsive,  eonsisting  of  a 
ladies'  reception  room,  a  billiard  room,  bullelj  gymnasium  and  gen- 
eral parbu's,  all  of  which  are  llioroiighly  ami  appropriately  ecpiippcil 
and  adorned  with  pictures  and  other  artistic  et!eets,  and  where  the 
latest  daily  and  illustrated  pajiers  and  jieriodicals  are  to  bo  found.

always  entitled,  throiigli  one  or  more  of  its  membi'i's,  to  the  right  of 
sailing  u  match  lor  this  cup  with  a  yacht  propelled  by  stuum,  with  or 
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without  tlie  aid  of  sails,  constructed  in  the  foreign  country  aforesaid, 
against  any  one  or  two  yadits  eonslnictcd  in  tlie  (country  of  thuclub 
holding  the  cup. 

The  challenging  party  shall  give  six  months'  notice,  naming  the 
day  for  the  proposed  race,  which  day  shall  not  be  later  than  seven 
months  from  tlio  date  of  the  notice. 

The  parties  intending  to  sail  tor  the  cup  may,  by  mutual  consent, 
make  any  arrangement  satisfactory  to  both  as  to  the  date,  course, 
time  allowance,  number  of  trials,  and  any  other  conditions  of  the 
match,  in  which  case  also,  the  six  months  notice  shall  bo  waived. 


In  ease  the  parties  cannot  mutually  agree  upon  the  terms  of  the 
match,  then  the  challenging  party  shall  have  the  right  to  contest  for 
the  cup  in  one  trial  sailed  over  the  usual  course  of  the  Annual  Regatta 
of  the  club  holding  the  cup,  subject  to  its  rules  and  sailing  regula- 
tions. 

Accompanying  the  six  months'  notice  there  must  be  a  Custom 
House  ccrtillcate  of  measurement. 

Xo  vessel  which  has  been  defeated  in  a  match  for  this  enp  can  be 
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again  selected  by  any  club  for  its  representative  until  after  a  contest 
for  it  by  some  other  vessel. 

Vessels  intending  to  compote  for  this  cnp  must  proceed  on  their 
iwn  bottom  to  the  port  where  the  contest  is  to  take  place. 

Should  the  olub  holding  the  cup  be  for  any  cause  dissolved,  the  cup 
shall  bo  handed  over  to  any  j'acht  club  of  the  same  nationality  it  may 
select,  which  comes  under  the  foregoing  rules,  and  in  case  there 
should  not  exist  any  such  club,  then  the  cup  shall  be  returned  to  its 
original  owners,  the  A.MERicAjf  Yacht  Club,  or  in  accordance  with 
its  directions. 

It  is  to  he  distinctly  understood  that  the  cnj)  is  to  be  the  property 
of  the  club,  and  not  of  the  owners  of  vessels  winning  it  in  a  match, 
and  that  the  condition  of  keeping  it  open  to  bo  sailed  for  by  organ- 
ized yacht  clubs  of  all  foreign  countries  upon  the  terms  above 
stated,  shall  forever  attach  to  it,  thus  making  it  perpetually  a  f^hal- 
leugo  Cup  for  friendly  competition  among  nations.

The  meeting  was  called  to  onlor  l)y  Mi\  lioutli.  us  Oliainnaii.  Mr. 
Tucker  acting  as  Socrbtary,  ami  the  C'Diuinittoe  ii|i|iuiiiti'il  tiiuii  s^ali- 
inittod  u  Constitution  ami  Uy-Laws.  tiie  lir^t  iiriiiK'  uf  whicli  rcail  ni 
follows:  "  This  club  shall  bo  km»vn  and  (lo.-;igMaU',l  as  tlio  lU  i-r.vi.o 
Yacht  Club."  Artiolo  second  provided  that  the  olliicrs  slumld  con- 
sist of  a  Commodore,  Vice-Commodore,  iSecrotary  and  'I'lvasiiivr. 

The  remainder  of  the  Constitution  was  short  and  lo  the  point,  tlu' 
whole  being  contained  in  titteon  articles.  Arliido  Icii  provided  thai 
the  initiation  fee  should  be  *3  and  the  dues  *'i  pi'r  auuiiiii, 
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'I'lio  juilgcs  of  rliu  rogiittii  wen-  K.  I',  (iiinim-r,  Siimuul  Bouls  and 
.1.1'.  Wolfe. 

No  moiitiou  is  ruiiJu  of  tlio  iiiiiiil)i>r  orsiztM  of  llifvaclils  ownt'd  by 
tlio  meinbi'i's,  but  that  soiiiu  of  tliu  iiicinbors  owiicil  more  than  one 
vaobt  is  oviik-nt  from  tho  fai't  tliat  on  motion  of  .Mr.  Hock  it  was  dc- 
oidcd  that  no  inonibi'i-  coiiKl  cntt'i'  nioru  tiian  one  yacht  in  tho  re- 
pit  ta. 

'riicri!  is  no  doiilit  bin  what  liio  majority  of  the  boats  owned 
in  tile  club  at  this  lime,  and  fur  sonni  years  after,  were  mostly  open 
lioats,  altboiii,'li  nome  of  tlieni  were  of  i)retly  hirgo  size. 

At  tho  next  annual  meeting,  lield  Ajii'il  1,  ]S(;i,  tho  same  oflicors 
were  re-ele,'te(l  with  tho  exception  of  tho  Treasaror,  that  ollioo  being 
consolidaleil  with  the  .Secretary,  and  .Mr.  .1.  \V.  Mooth  being  elected 
as  (Secretary-Treasurer. 
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Tho  next  meeting  was  held  June  Vt.  ISCl,  at  which  arrangements 
wore  niaiie  to  hold  a  regatta  on  tho  lUh  of  .Inly  following. 

Toward  the  latter  part  of  tho  sixties  a  number  of  the  members 
built  ii  sloop  about  70  feet  in  length,  on  a  scale  of  magnificence 
hitherto  unknown  in  the  annuls  of  Huiralo  yachting. 

Kigurehead.  trail-board  and  transom  were  ill  elaborately  '•arved 
and  gilded,  and  tho  fittings  throughout  were  tee  finest  theii  obtain- 
able in  the  market.  Everything  was  finished  out.si.lu  in  the  highest 
stylo  of  the  ship-builder's  art,  but  luckily  for  tho  owners  there  was 
no  finishing  done  in  the  cabin. 

Unfortunately,  this  magnificent  sloop  was  modeled  according  to  the 
ideas  then  prevailing  on  tho  lakes  in  regard  to  fast  sailing  grain  car- 
riers. She  was  long,  narrow  and  deep,  with  i)lenty  of  good  flat  bot- 
tom "for  t )  stuml  upon,"  and  of  course  had  a  ceiitcrboard.  Being 
very  narrow  in  proportion  to  her  length,  not  carrying  any  ballast, 
and  having  largo  and  heavily  sparred  rig,  she  promptly  capsized  on 
licr  trial  trip,  and  came  near  drowning  lier  owners  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  their  friends  who  w.  .o  on  board  at  the  time.  She  was  rescued, 
righted,  and  towed  into  tli,  Erie  Hasiii,  but  she  had  so  thoroughly 
frightened  her  owners  that  they  would  have  nothing  more  to  do  with 
her,  so  she  was  dismantled  and  laid  there  for  several  years. 

In  isra  some  adventurous  individuals  purchased  and  re-fitted 
her.  This  time  she  did  a  little  hotter,  she  didn't  capsize  until  her 
second  trip.  After  this  performance  she  was  voted  to  be  no  good 
as  a  pleasure  yacht  and  was  subsequently  sold  and  fitted  out  as  a 
small  wrecking  schooner. 

She  was  called  I'iia.ntom,  and  was  probablv  the  largest  and  most 
expensive  boat  ever  owned  in  the  club.  Outside  of  this  episode  the 
proceedings  of  the  club  are  surrounded  in  tho  fog  of  oblivion  for  a 
period  of  about  eighteen  years.  The  club  e.tisted,  regattas  were 
sailed,  but  the  committees  had  a  free  and  easy  way  of  making  their 
reports  verbally  instead  of  reducing  them  to  writing  and  filing  them 
with  the  records. 


Tho  minutes  of  all  meetings  subsequent  to  those  already  not^ld 
up  to  .September  'i,  liSi8,  were  <lcslroyud  by  fire. 

On  tho  evening  of  that  date  a  meeting  of  yaidit  owners  was  holtl  in 
tho  o!fic(3ot  .Mr.  H.  F.  Hall  at  which  Mr.  Hull  otficialed  as  Chairniau 
and  Mr.  II.  .\.  Vedder  acted  as  Secretary. 

Tiie  desultory  manner  in  which  tho  clut  had  hitherto  been  zig- 
zagging on  its  coarse  was  severely  criticized  and  condornnci),  and  a 
conimilteo  consisting  of  t'lo  following  five  members,  viz:  W,  A. 
Robinson,  Henry  I'.  Doyle,  F.  E.  Nettleton,  II.  N.  Veddor  and  (!e:). 
I).  Smith,  was  appointed  to  draft  a  new  Constitution  uud  Hy-Laws 
and  report  et  tho  next  meeting. 

Tho  next  meeting  was  hehl  September  t)th,  in  the  same  place  at 
which  there  were  twenty-four  members  present.  Tlio  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  ju'esented  u  new  Constitution  for  consider- 
ation which  added  a  Measurer  to  tho  list  of  olliccrs.  It  also  stipu- 
lated that  tho  Commodore  and  Vice-Commodoro  should  bo  yacht 
owners  and  that  tho  llegatta  Committee  should  bo  elected  instead  of 
appointed.  Tho  dues  were  fixed  at  $3  per  annum  and  tho  initiation 
fee  eliminated,  tho  date  of  tho  annual  meeting  changed  to  the  first 
'I'uesday  in  February,  and  an  elaborate  set  of  sailing  rules  and  regu- 
lations aiipended  with  a  i>roviso  that  any  question  not  covered  by  said 
rides  and  regulations  should  be  settled  according  to  those  of  tho  New 
Yoliiv  Yacut  Cllu, 
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The  report  of  tho  committee  was  adopted  and  tho  following  officers 
were  elected  to  serve  under  tho  new  Constitution  until  tho  aiinmd 
meeting  in  February.  Commodore,  .lohn  S.  I'rovoost;  Vice-Commo- 
dore, .John  Bowen;  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  II.  N.  Vedder;  Meas- 
urer, E.  W.  Craig;  Regatta  Committee,  Clarence  Bryant,  W.  E. 
Nettleton  and  W.  A.  Robinson. 

On  motion  it  was  deci.iod  to  hold  a  reg!>tta  on  September  Kth,  in 
which  the  following  boats  were  entered: 
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that  vear.  The  ('i.kvki,.vsi)  ,inil  Toi.kim)  Y.m'ht  Cl.ni!*  were  itnileil 
to  partii;i|iale  in  the  regatta  and  they  aecejited  the  invitation.  Imt 
the  exaet  date  of  holding  tiie  regidla  and  the  results  are  \inkuown. 

During  tlie  year  the  cluliailnoleil  a  new  <'onsliliiliiiii  mid  Hy-haws, 
sailing  rules  and  regulaliiui-i,  ami  |riiiled  aeliihlniok. 

.\t  the  next  annual  meeting  lu'ld  on  tho  evening  of  I'diruiirv  7. 
IISSO,  the  f.illijwiug  cilViiiTS  were  eleeteil  fur  tho  ensuing  year.

C.  I'.  Kuhnliardt.  late  editor  of  Fnriif  iiml  S/ri-mii.  was  rli'iii'd 
an  honorary  nienil)eral  this  iiu'etiiig.  The  eluli  alsn  ;ip{ii>ioli'cl  three 
delegates  to  llend  the  lirst  meeting  of  iho  Vm  urisii  .\>scm  i.v  i  lov 
to  he  iield  in  .Sew  York. 

At  a  meeting  held  .Vpril  4,  l.S8(),  it  was  decided  to  ineoriiorate  the 
club,  the  otlieers  and  trustees  included  in  the  certiliealeof  iiicnr|ior;i- 
tiou  heing  C.  L.  IJrvant.  J.  S.  I'rovno-t,  I'hilo  »i.  Cook,  II  N.  Ved- 
(ler.  ,J.  J.  Williams,'  U.  M.  Cordell  and  K.  1'.  Kiel.ls. 

Tho  certificate  of  incorporation  was  tiled  .Vpril  l.'>,  Is.so. 

At  this  meeting  it  was  also  decided  to  issue  stock  for  llu'  purpose 
of  huilding  a  Club  House,  and  the  House  Committee  was  authorized 
to  procure  plans  and  specifications  ami  proceed  with  the  construction 
of  the  Club  House  us  soon  as  a  siilHi'lent  amount  of  stock  eoiilil  be  dis. 
posed  of. 

Tho  Constitution  of  the  \.vTiov.\i,  Y.v<;irns(i  .Vssoci.vtion  was 
also  adopted  liy  the  club,  and  C.  P.  Knliiilianll  was  appointed  a  por- 
nianeiiC  delegali!  to  represent  the  ehili  at  the  mootingti  of  that  hudy.

The  course  sailed  over  was  seven  and  onc-!ialf  miles  and  the  time 
allowed  was  three-quarters  miniito  per  foot.  The  lirst  class  boats 
started  ten  minutes  after  tho  second  class  and  tho  lleet  arrived  home 
in  the  following  order:  Fi.eetwiso,  Asmk  Ainio,  Mystic,  Aituow, 
CousAiu,  Telepiioxk.  Fleetwiso  took  first  prize  in  tho  first 
class,  tho  second  prize  going  to  tho  sloop  Aitiiow. 

First  prize  of  second  class  to  An'nie  Aitoo  and  second  prize  to 
TELEriiosE,  The  judges  of  the  regatta  were  Capt,  K.  B.  Bruce, 
Capt.  Frank  Perew  and  Capt.  L.  B.  Fortier. 

The  clubboomed  steadily  and  in  a  short  time  had  about, sevuiity-Rvo 
members.  At  the  next  annual  meeting  February  4,  '.S?.t,  a  I'rosi- 
deiit  and  V^icc-I'resident  were  added  to  the  list  of  ollicers,  and  the  fol- 
lowing oflicers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year:  President,  Philo 
0.  Cook;  Vice-President,  Frank  E.  iVottleton;  Commodore,  John  S. 
Provoost;  Vice-Commodore,  John  Biwen;  Secretary,  Henry  N.  Ve.l- 
der;  Treasurer,  W.  A.  llobin^on;  Measurer,  H.  \V.  Craig;  Regatta 
Committee,  W.  E.  lliggs,  J.  Clark  White,  E.  Benedict. 

This  Regatta  Committeo  proved  somewhat  derelict  in  their  duties 
as  no  written  reports  of  regattas  were  filed,  iilthough  several  regattas 
were  sailed  including  a  grand  Union  Regatta  soino  time  in  August  of 
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The  new  Club  House  was  finished  and  upcncd  soiiu'  time  between 
the  1st  and  Kith  of  August.  With  the  hran  new  Club  IIoii.se,  a  licit 
of  sixteen  yachts,  and  a  membership  of  seventy-five,  the  eliili  seemed 
to  he  howling  along  with  a  fair  breeze  on  the  higli  tideof  prosperity. 

The  first  (heck  eamo  at  a  ni'jeting  liehl  Feliruary  :),  IHnI.  when 
the  Secretary  reported  thirty  meiiihers  in  arrears  for  due-. 

This  was  the  annual  meeting  hut  for  some  rea.son  not  stated  the 
election  was  (lostponed  until  the  ensuing  May. 

At  the  next  meeting,  held  March  :iil,  liflcen  of  the  members  were 
dropped  from  the  roll  for  non-payment  of  dues.     May  ."ith,  the  fol-

Tlio  ('oiiHtitiitinii  uiidiT  wliicli  tlio  cliil)  was  niiiiiiiig  at  tliis  time> 
providod  for  a  Hoard  of  Diroctors,  and  on  motion,  tliu  election  of  tlio 
ri'niuininf,'  olliccrs,  IJeijatta  (Joniniitti'o  and  Directors,  was  |ii)stp()ne<I 
until  the  next  meeting  wliieli  was  hold  on  July  7tli. 

At  this  uieetiii},'  .Mr.  .lolin  S.  I'rovoo.st  was  cleeted  Treasurer,  K.  I*. 
Fields,  Sourotary;  IJegatta  Cotnniitteis  K.  I'.  Fields,  C'has.  Hattoy.

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At  this  mooting  tlio  Hoard  of  l)irect(u-s  was  aliolished.  The  inter- 
est of  tiio  niombers  in  tho  club  now  seemed  to  Hag,  there  being  no 
meeting  hold  from  July  7,  li^Sl,  until  Foliriiary  2,  ISS'i,  and  tho 
club  seemed  to  be  getting  into  linaiuiial  ditlietiltios.  The  (lomino- 
dorc  iind  Vieo-Couimdore  had  not  attended  a  single  meoti  ,'  through- 
out the  year.  No  mention  is  made  of  any  regattas  having  l>ee!i  sailed, 
and  tho  year  of  ISSlseomed  to  bo  one  of  general  stagnation. 

May  G,  18«2,  the  Annual  Fllection  was  held  and  tlio  following  otli- 
oors  were  elected:  t'omiiiodore,  John  S.  I'rovoost;  Vico-Comiuodm'o, 
Thos.  P.  Frank;  Secretary,  E.  1'.  Fields;  Treasurer,  C.  Leo  Aboil, 
Measurer,  Arthur  Allen. 
Kegatta Committee,  C.  M.  C'ordell,  Clias  IJattey  ami  E.  P.  Fields. 
During  the  ensuing  season  eousidcrablo  ill  feeling  was  engendered 
in  the  club.  This  feeling  increased  in  bitterness  until  tho  club  be- 
came divided  into  two  factions,  tho  one  representing  all  that  was  pro- 
gressive and  sportsmanliko  in  the  pastime  of  ya(diting,  while  the 
other  element  clung  to  old  traditions  and  seemed  to  consider  that  the 
highest  aim  of  u  yachtsman  consisted  of  getting  afloat  on  something 
and  taking  frequent  obscrvatious  through  a  glass,  darkly  or  other- 
wise. 

A  regular  meeting  held  August  .'),  1SS2,  marks  an  epoch  in  the 
history  of  the  club,  as  at  this  tiieeting  arrangements  for  a  regatta  v  ere 
perfected,  to  bo  held  on  August  .'ith.  At  this  regatta  tho  sloop  Aii- 
Bow  reached  the  turning  buoy  first,  and  it  was  claimcil  by  the  other 
boats  sailing  in  the  race,  that  her  crew  picked  up  the  (>uoy  and  sailed 
off  with  it. 

While  the  remainder  of  the  ileet  were  vainly  bunting  for  lie  buoy, 
Aliuow  was  making  good  tirnc  for  the  sei'imd  mark,  and  after  gaining 
a  long  load  on  tho  licet,  threw  the  first  buoy  overlaoard.    Akkow  of 


course  won  tho  race,  but  tho  Regatta  Commiiteo  refused  to  hand  over 
tho  prizes  and  tho  affair  culminated  in  tho  withdrawal  from  the  club 
of  a  number  of  the  members  and  tho  formation  of  a  second  club 
called  t!io  HrKKALO  Oity  Y'acht  Ci.fii,  with  Uoo.  W.  Smith  of  tho 
tho  sloop  Auuow  as  Commodore. 

This  club  enjoyed  a  slim't  and  morry  oxistenco.  It  was  composed 
almost  entirely  of  tho  owners  of  AliuoWand  their  adherents,  and  the 
Commodore  being  a  saloon  keeper,  thoclub's  demise  may  bo  attributed 
to  excessive  stimulation. 

Tho  resignation  of  so  many  members  and  the  expulsion  of  a  good 
many  more  for  iion-payment  of  duos,  reduced  those  remaining  to  a 
state  of  apathy.  No  meetings  wore  held  and  no  regattas  were  sailed. 
The  members  sailed  on  their  individual  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sun- 
day cruises  as  usual;  they  lounged  around  tho  Club  House  on  Sum- 
mer evenings  and  talked  yacht,  but  no  effort  was  mado  to  extricate 
tho  club  from  tho  financial  fog  which  enveloped  it. 

Tho  old  officers  were  allowed  to  hold  over  from  one  year  to  another 
and  so  matters  went  on  till  ono  evo;iiug  tho  moriibors  were  astonished 
to  s^e  the  Club  II)uso  starting  off  oa  a  cruiso  of  its  owu  on  a  mud 
scow  with  tho  sheriff  at  tho  helm. 

It  would  naturally  bo  sapposoJ  tliat  tho  loss  of  tho  houso  would 
prove  a  fatal  blow  to  tho  club,  but  the  effect  was  entirely  tho  reverse. 
The  fact  that  tho  seceding  faction  had  contributed  toward  the  erec- 
tion of  the  house  and  had  been  careful  to  keep  tho  few  members  ro- 
m.iiniag  well  informed  of  tho  circumstance,  may  have  had  something 
to  do  with  it.  It  may  have  been  with  a  feeling  of  relief  that  the  boys 
saw  tho  domicile  which  had  created  and  fostered  so  much  dissensioa, 
disappear  around  a  bend  in  tho  Buffalo  river. 

Instead  of  giving  up  tho  ship,  tho  boys  nailed  their  colors  to  tho 
masthead,  shook  hands  all  around  and  then  wen^  to  work.

Tlio  period  of  stagnation  had  lasted  fro:n  August,  1882,  nntil  Xo- 
vember,  1884,  during  which  time  no  meetings  had  been  hold. 

On  tho  2.")th  of  November,  1884,  a  meeting  was  held  at  tho  TiiVi, 
House,  at  which  in  tho  absence  of  the  Commodore,  II.  N.  Vedderucicd 
as  Chairman,  and  E.  P.  Field  as  Secretary.  This  meeting  was  prin- 
cipally devoted  to  eiigeiidering  enthusiasm,  and  every  member  present 
was  appointed  an  Individual  Committee  for  tho  purpose  of  securing 
new  meiiiltcrs. 

Eleven  new  mombora  were  cleeted  at  tho  next  annual  meeting  held 
I'Vliraiiary  I'.t,  188,),  togMJier  with  tho  following  olHrers:  Coiiimo- 
doi-c,  II.

Club  lloiisu,  and  altliotigh  tlio  Canadian  boats  carried  off  nearly  nil 
tliu  ]irizus,  everybody  voted  the  re<tatta  to  be  a  great  Buccess. 

The  Annual  Cruise  to  I'ort  D.)vur  wa.H  woll  attoudod,  the  good  poo- 
i;le  of  Port  Dovur  overflowing  with  hospitality  as  usual. 

After  partieipiiting  in  the  rogittii  at  Port  Dover,  the  yacht 
Syi.vi.v  continued  on  to  Cleveland,  and  the  yacht  Emma  to  Toledo, 
they  having  been  sold  to  parties  residing  in  those  oities. 

The  season  of  1888  (dosud  with  the  club  in  a  very  prosperous  con- 
dition. 

The  beginning  of  the  year  1889  was  very  disastrous.  The  winter 
being  mild,  no  ice  was  formed  on  the  lake,  and  on  the  night  of  Jan- 
uary 9,  the  inhabitants  of  Hiilfalo  experienced  one  of  the  severest 
gales  which  ever  swept  over  Lake  Erie. 


Tliu  watur  ruHu  ten  feet  ubovu  the  lioriiiul  level,  iind  tliv  roiigli 
sea  swept  through  tliu  lowur  story  of  tliu  Club  House,  carrying 
"vurytliing  beforu  it.  Tliu  inoriiing  of  tliu  Idlli  presented  a  varied 
pictiiru  to  tho.w  who  striigglul  down  to  thu  buuch  against  the  still 
howling  gale, 

Thu  lirst  lloor  and  thu  eiitiru  four  sides  uf  the  llrst  story  of  the 
Cliil)  House  wuru  uiUiruly  swept  away,  leaving  nothing  but  a  skeleton 
staiiilingon  the  pilu  foundatiuii. 

All  thu  fiirnitiiru  bululiging  to  the  club,  thu  uuntvnts  of  thu  lockers, 
and  a  iai'g.)  nur.iber  uf  8]mrs  and  sails  stored  in  the  Club  lliuisu  for 
thu  winter  weru  swept  away.  Nothing  was  saved  from  the  wreck, 
thu  must  of  it  going  over  thu  Falls. 

At  the  annual  muutiiig  held  on  thu  uvoniiig  uf  January  lUtli,  there 
wa.s  littlu  causu  for  rejoicing,  but  thu  boys  went  right  along  iiiid 
uluotjd  thu  following  otlieers:  Coniinodore,  H.  I).  AVillianis;  Vice- 
Commodoru,  E.  F.  IJislup;  Sucrutiry,  II.  L.  Chisholiii;  Assistant

Thu  remainder  of  thu  winter  was  spent  in  trying  to  ducidu  what  to 
do  with  the  Club  House.  After  vainly  eiiduavoring  to  obtain  u  situ 
on  thu  shore,  the  club  tinally  decidud  to  ruhabilitatu  tliu  house  in  its 
present  position,  having  received  ussurancu  from  thu  oldest  inhabi- 
tant that  the  aoa  of  January  Otii  had  buun  thu  liighuat  water  sincu 
1844. 

During  thu  suason  of  1881)  two  nuw  cutturs  wuru  built  by  mum- 
bers  of  the  club  from  designs  by  C.  P.  Kuhnhardt,  being  about  thu 
last  work  done  by  him  in  that  line  before  his  departuru  on  the  ill- 
fated  (U)XSEI{VA, 

One  of  these  cutters,  Ai.cvdnk,  proved  so  fasi  that  it  spoiled  the 
racing  for  thu  season  of  '8'.),  she  winning  first  prixu  in  all  thu  races  in 
which  she  entered  that  year. 

Thu  proceeding  became  so  regular  that  the  other  boats  did  not 
care  to  enter,  and  many  of  thu  races  provided  for  did  not  take  iilacu 
for  want  of  entries. 

Thu  fleut  consisted  of  so  many  dilTercnt  types,  it  was  sought  to  es- 
tablish a  rule  of  measurement  which  would  provu  satisfactory  to  all 
partius,  and  the  club  wrustlud  with  thu  problem  all  Summer,  finally 
adopting  thu  square  root  of  the  sail  area  as  thu  sailing  length  and 
classifying  the  yachts  accordingly. 

Thu  season  uf  188:2  clusud  satisfactorily,  but  t'oiM  scttrcely  be  called 
brilliant. 

The  next  annual  meeting  was  held  January  II,  1890,  and  the  oHi- 
cers  elected  were  us  follows:  Commodore,  I).

Graves. 

The  club  was  reported  to  be  out  of  debt,  and  in  a  very  satisfactory 
condition.  Everything  pointed  to  a  very  successful  year  for  1890, 
but  on  January  13th,  u  gale  exceeding  in  severity,  if  possible,  that  of 
the  preceding  year,  tore  out  the  whole  lower  story  of  the  Club 
House  for  the  second  time. 

Fortunately,  the  furniture  had  been  removed  and  evcything  port- 
able had  boon  tiiken  away,  so  that  the  loss  ■»;>«  not  so  great  as  that  of 
the  preceding  year,  but  still  the  blow  was  a  severe  one. 

Having  lost (ionltdence  in  the  judgment  of  "theoldest  inhabitant," 
who  had  assured  the  club  that  such  ])heiiomenal  storms  would  only 
occur  at  rare  intervals,  thu  clubspont  the  Spring  and  Summerof  1890 
in  trying  to  obtain  permission  from  the  Park  Commissioners  to  place 
the  Club  House  on  shore  beyond  the  reach  of  any  future  storms. 
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Failing  in  this,  the  dub  was  uiidrciiliMJ  what  course  to  pursue.  It, 
spoiiumI  to  be  a  iisi^less  and  rather  expensive  picre  of  liiisiiiess  lo  \ir 
building  a  new  (Hub  House  every  year  for  tiie  seas  lobatter  dnwii.  so 
tlio  repairing  of  the  Club  House  was  biiii  over  until  aiictlier  year. 
The  season  of  ISlHi  was  very  dull  iiiileed. 

Having  no  Clul)  House  tlieiuenil)ers  bad  no  place  to  coiigri' gate  and 
talk  yaclit,  except  wiieii  two  or  liiree  woiibl  meet  liy  chauce  on  tbc 
street  corner. 

Tile  Commodore  was  absent  from  tho  city  most  of  tlu>  lime,  tlie 
Vice-Commodore  resigned  his  olllce  early  in  tlie  season,  and  tlie 
Regatta  Committee  proved  to  bo  entirely  indilTcrent  to  tlieir  duties. 
As  u  ronsequence,  but  one  or  two  regattas  were  sailed  which  were 
dead  failures  for  want  of  interest. 

Tho  Annual  Cruise  was  omittcil  enti.-ely. 

The  season  of  IHStl  opened  ditTerently.     The  annual  meeting  was

The  otlice  of  Chaplain  was  abolished. 

Coinmodoro  Hower  ultlioiigli  young  in  years,  was  an  ohl  and 
enthusiastic  yachtsman,  having  been  one  of  the  organizers  of  the 
Ci.KVEi.Axn  YA('iiTi.N<i  ASSOCIATION',  and  on  assuming  the  duties  of 
his  otlico,  In  took  energetic  measures  to  place  the  club  on  a  sound 
and  prosperous  footing. 

Tho  Constitution  was  revised  and  tho  entire  mainigemeiit  of  llie 
club's  affairs  vested  in  a  Hoard  of  Directors  whicli  held  meetings 
every  week. 

The  famous  Burgess  yiioht  Mrri.g  was  purchased  by  the  Commo- 
dore from  Toronto  parties  and  added  to  tho  lleet. 

Tho  club  purchased  .i  largo  sloop  for  the  use  of  members  who  were 
not  yacht  owners  and  also  to  servo  as  a  training  boat  for  novices.  .V 
competent  man  was  placed  in  charge. 

A  large  number  of  new  members  were  elected  and  a  number  of  old 
ones  who  had  become  indifferent  and  allowed  their  iliies  to  jiile  iij)  in 
arrears,  were  summarily  droppeil  from  the  roll. 

Tho  elements  having  kindly  refrained  from  inllieting  any  more 
damage  on  the  Club  House  during  the  winter,  it  was  repaired  and 
opened  early  in  the  Spring  of  18ill  and  a  janitor  plaec<l  in  charge,  a 
luxury  which  tho  club  had  hitherto  not  indulged  in. 

The  opening  of  the  Club  House  was  made  the  occasion  of  a  general 
joUilieation  in  which  pipes  ami  tobacco,  cigars,  music,  singing,  eat- 
ables, and  tho  festive  punch  bowl,  played  a  prominent  part. 

These  jollifications  wore  continued  through  the  season,  lieing  lielil 
once  a  month  and  proved  very  enjoyable  to  the  members  and  their 
friends.

History   of  the   Corinthian  Yacht  Club.

FOR  many  years  prior  to  March  16,  1886,  yachting  in  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  hail  been  at  a  standstill  among  the  small  boats,  not 
owing  to  the  scarcity  of  boats,  but  principally  to  the  way 
tlieir  owners  were  treated  on  a  club  cruise. 

Tills  treatment  consisted  principally  in  the  issue  of  elaborate  invi- 
tations to  accompany  tlie  larger  Ijoats  on  tlieir  club  cruises,  etc,  and 
before  tlio  trip  was  half  over  tlie  larger  boats  liad  returned  home 
and  left  tlio  smaller  boats  to  reach  their  destination  as  best  tliey 
I'ould. 

About  this  time,  T.  F.  Tracy,  L.  B.  Chapman,  K.  H.  Catton,  C. 
W.  Stangroom,  S.  II.  Williams,  Ward  Battles,  W.  0.  bloody,  George 
E.  Billings,  T.  U.  Pennell,  all  interested  in  the  advancement  of  small 
boat  yachting,  agreed  to  organize  a  yaclit  club  for  small  boats,  and  a 
communication  was  addressed  to  those  who  niiglit  bo  interested  in 
this  advancement  of  tlio  sport. 

Answers  came  in  rapidly  and  a  meeting  was  called  for  Tuesday 
evening,  March  16,  1886,  wliich  brouglit  out  over  fifty  names.  At 
this  meeting  it  was  decided  to  form  a  pernumont  organization  for  tliu 
advancement  of  yacliting  in  San  Francisco  Bay,  and  tliat  Committees 
be  appointed  to  draw  up  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  report  on  a 
suitable  site  for  club  headquarters. 

Mr.  T.  F.  Tracy,  Jr.,  was  elected  Cliairman  pro  teni.  He  appointed 
the  following  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws:  Messrs. 
Moody,  Cliapman  and  Upton.  Committee  on  Location:  Messrs. 
Battles,    McLaren    and    Williams,  with    instnuaions  to   report  at 


the  next  meeting.     At  this  meeting  it  was  resolved  that  no  furtlicr 
names  be  added  to  tiie  roll  until  the  club  was  periuaneutly  organized. 

Ou  Marcli  31,  1886,  tlie  first  refiular  mcetiiif,'  of  tlie  club  was  held 
with  about  forty  members  present.  The  t'oniniittee  on  location 
were  as  yet  undecided  wliere  to  build,  and  further  tinuMvas  graiitiMl 
them.  The  Committee  ou  t'onstitution  and  By-Laws  had  lalHireij 
about  fifteen  nights  drawing  up  rules  for  the  governuu'nt  of  the  club, 
and  at  this  meeting  they  were  accepted. 

The  following  otticers  were  elected  to  serve  for  the  ensuing 
year:  Commodore,  W.  C.  Moody;  Vicc-Coniiuodore,  L.  B.

The  Committee  on  Location  rcpnitcd  favorably  on  going  to 
Point  Tiburon  where  an  acre  of  ground  hail  been  leased  from  '1'.  B. 
Valentine  for  a  period  of  five  years  at  a  nominal  total  of  1f\'i  per 
annum. 

On  this  ground  a  Club  House  was  built,  costing  in  the  vicinity  of 
$1,500,  $100  of  which  was  kindly  donated  by  James  ilcrvin  Donaiiue, 
now  deceased. 

On  April  30,  1887,  tiie  Club  House  was  opened  for  the  iiccptjon

which  make  half  hourly  trips.  In  fnuit  of  the  boat  honse  is  a 
large  lloat  with  water  ten  feet  deep  around  it,  allowing  the  largest 
yacht  of  the  fleet  to  <'()uie  alotigside,  aiul  fill  up  with  supplies,  etc. 

The  ground  the  Clnh  House  is  on  heing  oidy  lea.sod,  and  the  lease 
now  running  from  mouth  to  month,  the  club  docs  iwtfeul  like  mak- 
ing any  vast  improvements  in  addition  to  the  present  tiuarters.  A 
Committee  on  Location  is  now  looking  up  a  suitable  situ  for  the 
hiiilding  of  new  club  ami  boat  houses. 

Neawanhaka  rules  now  govern  all  races,  and  the  club  owes  its  suc- 
cess princijially  to  the  fact  that  only  boats  under  45  feet  length  over 
all  are  admitted. 

The  club,  besides  having  numerous  ways  of  amusing  its  guests, 
makes  it  a  point  to  have  an  annual  diinier  ami  from  i5  to  1^5  uf  its 
members  sit  at  the  same  table.

ON  tho  cvoniiiK  of  .Fiily  1, 1805.  a  party  of  Hivorton  jjtmtlcmBn 
nii't  for  tlio  piirposo  of  orf;niiizinK  a  ynclit  club.     Mr.  L.  I>- 
Suimt  WHS  culled  to  the  Chuir  and  Mr.  Edward  H.  Ojf'len 
was  appointed  Secretary.     Mesara.  L.  T>.  Senat  and  J.  0. 
Jlorria  were  then  appointed  a  committeo  to  prepare  a  Conatitution 
and  liy-Laws. 

After  conaidorahlo  digcuaaion  it  waa  decided  to  hold  a  regatta  on 
tlie  coming  Fourth  of  July.  Thia  preliminary  meeting  then  ad- 
journed to  moot  at  thu  call  of  tho  Chair. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  embryo  club  waa  held  in  Uivorton,  July 
11,  18fS6,  and,  aa  the  aentimont  aeemed  to  be  unanimoua  that  the 
regatta  held  on  July  4th  of  tho  preceding  year  waa  a  grand  aiioceaa, 
support  for  the  now  organization  waa  not  lucking,  for  tho  thirty-flve 
gentlemen  present  were  quite  eager  to  enroll  their  nainea  aa  membera. 

It  was  then  reaolved  that  the  name  of  tho  new  organization  be  The 
RiVEKTOv  Yacht  Club.  After  adopting  a  Conatitution  and  Hy- 
Laws  the  following  gentlemen  were  elected  to  fill  the  several  offices 
of  tho  club  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Commodore,  Casper  W.  Morris;  Vice-Commodore,  Jacob  G.  Mor- 
ris; Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Edward  11.  Ogden;  Measurer,  Harry 
C.  Biddle. 

According  to  the  By-Laws  at  that  time:  The  prizes  given  by  the 
club  shall  conaiat  of  plate,  flags,  etc.,  but  under  no  circumatuncea 
ahall  matchea  be  made  for  money.  And  according  to  the  Sailing 
Regulations  of  that  time,  every  yacht  starting  or  entering  for  prizes, 
must  be  bona  fide,  the  property  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
yacht. 

All  yachts  under  34  feet,  sailing  in  any  regatta,  are  to  ... 
carry  no  light  sails. 

No  .  .  .  taking  in  ballaat  after  the  yachts  have  started  in  any 
race.  Each  bout  to  bring  back  the  same  persona  aa  on  board  at  tho 
time  of  starting.  All  yachts  to  keep  ceiling,  suuta  and  fixturea  on 
board  during  a  race,  and  no  out-riggers  of  any  description  to  be 
used. 

No  booming  of  jiba  except  from  atay  and  bow-sprit  to  be  kept 
down.  No  yacht  to  be  sailed  in  a  race,  except  a  member  of  the  club 
be  on  board. 

The  regulations  us  to  sails  at  the  present  time  are:  There  shall  be 


no  restriction  in  rej^anl  to  tliu  hI/.o,  shape.  r\fi  or  liiimlliiig  of  haIIs. 
Tlu!  proaeiit  rc^iulatioim  as  to  time  allnwiince  iire  iis  fcillows:  Tinio 
shall  be  alluweil  fur  dilTcri'iu'e  in  length  only,  and  hucIi  allowaiien 
ahull  be  ton  seconds  to  thu  inch  por  'M  miles;  muuaureuiei>t  to  bo 
greatest  length  wherever  found. 

Each  year  found  thu  club  in  a  more  prosperous  condition,  as  it  had 
become  the  custom  to  give  un  excursion  of  the  sijuadron  eai'b  year  in 
addition  to  the  regattas;  tliu  excursion  being  attended  by  tho  mem- 
bers and  their  families  and  friunds,  and  it  was  snoii  perceived  that 
the  blending  of  tho  pleasures  of  yachting  with  those  of  social  enjoy- 
ments that  ladies  could  indulge  in,  inunensely  increased  tho  popular- 
ity of  tho  club,  and  in  a  very  abort  time  there  was  somuthing  like 
100  members  on  the  roll. 

Early  in  187!)  the  growing  sentiment  in  favor  of  having  a  Club 
House  that  could  be  called  the  club's  own  property,  developed  in  a 
strong  desire  on  the  part  of  the  membera  to  build.  Imniediutely  the 
question  that  always  presents  itself  on  such  occasions  arose:  "  Where 
ahall  wo  procure  tho  funds?  "  But  that  question  was  speedily  settled 
by  appointing  Messrs.  Walter  G.  Wilson,  II.  II.  Ellison,  Henrv 
Bower,  F.  P.  Ogden.  W.  E.  Farrell,  Chas.  W.  Davis  and  Chaa.  Cor- 
nelius, a  committee  of  seven,  to  raise  the  necessary  funds. 

The  cxortioiia  of  tlieao  gentlemen  aoon  bore  fruit,  for  with  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  Building  Committee,  Messrs.  William  F. 
Dreer,  ,1.  C.  W.  Frislimuth  and  William  P.  Ellison,  thu  club  was  en- 
abled to  build  and  complete  by  Juno,  18K0,  on  tho  outer  end  of  the 
Riverton  pier,  a  Club  House  that  is  quite  a  land  mark  to  those 
yachtsmen  cruising  on  the  majestic  Delaware  by  night  as  well  as  by 
day,  for  the  United  States  Sigiuil  Service  maintains  a  range  light  in 
the  tower, and  on  many  o<'casion8  tho  first  view  of  that  light  has  been 
the  signal  for  all  the  boys  to  join  in  that  familiar  old  refrain  "  Homo 
Again." 

In  the  following  year,  March  9,  1881,  the  club  was  incorporated, 
having  for  its  object  tho  encouraging  of  yachting  and  other  athletic 
sports.  In  a  short  time  the  indebtedness  had  been  entirely  liqui- 
dated, and  there  was  quite  a  balance  in  the  treasury,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  Club  House  cost  $'3,500  for  tho  building  alone, 
while  the  uae  of  the  ground  waa  kindly  donated  by  the  pier  ownera, 
subject  to  a  few  restrictions.

History  of  the   Rochester  Yacht  Club.

YACHTIXG  hna  tukcii  ii  Arm  hold  upon  the  uitizuiis  of 
Uocht'ster  within  the  piist  few  jcars  iiiul  tlio  fleet  of  tlie 
KocllKsTKU  Cl.uii  )iiis  become  well  known  in  every  port  alonj,' 
Lake  Ontario.  The  small  hoats  of  twenty  years  ago  have 
given  place  to  some  of  the  speediest  and  most  graceful  yachts  on  the 
lake,  and  the  development  of  the  spovt  in  this  city  has  attracted  to 
it  many  of  the  leading  men,  l)oth  business  and  professional.  Ifoehes- 
ter  is  situated  on  the  Genesee  river,  about  'A  miles  from  Lake 
Ontario,  and  the  yadit  club  is  at  a  disadvantage  as  compared  witii 
the  other  clubs  on  the  lake  on  account  of  the  distance  from  tlie 
water.  At  the  lake  is  Ontario  Beach,  the  summer  resort  of  Western 
New  York,  and  the  Genesee  river  empties  hero  nuiking  tlie  harbor. 
The  first  attempt  to  establish  a  permanent  yachting  organization  in 
this  city  was  made  in  tiio  early  part  of  April  18T4.  At  that  time  a 
few  choice  spirits  met  in  the  rooms  of  the  Genesee  Sportsmen's  Club, 
in  the  Reynolds  Arcade  and  formed  the  nucleus  of  what  afterward 
became  the  Genesee  Yacht  Club.  It  was  not  until  the  following 
August,  however,  tiuit  they  adopted  their  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
and  elected  the  officers.  At  this  time  the  club  had  a  membership 
of  forty-five  and  the  fleet  of  eighteen  yachts  was  composed  of 
Um-iriE,  sloop,  II.

IUjss  Coates,  sloop,  W.  C.  Ellis;  Fi.ketwixo,  sloop,  L.  l'.  Dodge; 
I'eeuless,  sloop,  S.  J.  Loveeraft;  Fkakless,  sloop,  V.  A.  Maiide- 
ville;  Hehecca,  slooji,  W.  A.  Stace;  Oi.D  Citovv,  sloop,  W.  C.  Ellis; 
Atlanta,  sloop,  A.  1).  McMaster;  HivEu  Belle,  sloop,  E.  U.  Wil- 
lard;  Modoc,  sloop,  J.  G.  Cramer. 

Of  this  fleet  Titania  was  the  largest  boat  and,  although  not  very 
fast,  was  a  good  cruiser  and  is  now  serving  in  the  carrying  trade  as 
a  coaster.  Seth  Gkeen  was  the  prize  winner  of  the  fleet,  but  it 
was  very  generally  conceded  that  this  was  more  on  account  of  the 
masterly  way  in  which  the  boat  was  sailed  than  any  merit  the  craft 


itself  jiossessed.  The  boat  was  always  under  the  personal  manage- 
ment of  the  veteran  yachtsman  whose  name  she  bore,  and  in  compe- 
tition with  the  embryo  sailors  who  manned  the  other  yachts  he  had 
110  trouble  in  securing  first  prize  in  any  race  ho  cared  to  enter,  and 
there  is  ikj  doubt  that  it  was  owing  to  this  monotonous  taking  of 
prizes  on  the  part  of  Setii  Giikes  which  contributed  largely  to  the 
final  dissolution  of  the  clul). 

The  otiicers  of  the  club  were  divided  into  two  classes,  naval  and 
civil.  The  personnel  of  the  naval  otiicers  for  the  first  year  was: 
Commodore.  .Joseph  C.  Tone;  Vice-Commodore,  h.  l'.  Dodge;  licar- 
Commoilore,  W.  A.  Stace;  Measurer,  K.  V .  Willard;  Hegatta  Com- 
mittee, E.  Angevine,  S.  II.  Lowe.  .1.  A.  Iloekstra. 

The  civil  otHcers  for  tlie  same  year  were  I'resideiit,  Charles  A. 
Davis;  Vice-Presidents,  E.  Angevine,  S.  II.  Lowe,  .1.  A.  Iloekstra; 
Recording  Secretary,  11.  C.  I'liillips;  (,'orrespoiidiiig  Se(;retary,  K.  I'. 
Willard,  Treasurer,  R.  1'.  Randall. 

Of  the  yachts  composing  the  first  fleet  of  this  club  only  two  are 
now  ill  commission.  They  are  Reiiecca  (now  known  as  Guev- 
itofsi))  and  the  famous  Setii  Gkeen.  Of  the  others  all,  with  a 
few  exce|)tions,  have  suffereil  the  usual  fate  attending  a  well-worn 
toy  that  lias  outlived  Its  usefulness.  The  exceptions  are  Titania, 
which  is  now  in  the  coasting  trade.  Setii  (iuKEN  which  may  be  seen 
during  the  summer  on  Irondequoit  Bay,  N.  Y.,  and  Ramhlek. 

The  members  of  the  Gk.vesee  Ya<  iit  Ci-rit  were  not  slow  to 
improve  their  opportunity  for  securing  a  season  of  sport,  and  under 
the  able  direction  of  their  otiicers  a  number  of  interesting  regattas 
were  arranged. 

During  the  season  of  11ST4  the  club  contented  itself  with  a  hjcal 
race  which  proved  very  successful  and  encouraged  them  to  greater 
efforts  next  season.  In  18t")  in  addition  to  the  usual  Club  Regatta, 
an  International  Regatta  was  held,  which  occurred  on  .September  14th 
and  1.5th,  off  Ontario  Beach,  (,'harlotte,  N.  Y.  These  were  "  red 
letter  "  days  for  the  club,  for  in  addition  to  the  regular  yacht  races  a 
number  of  other  attractions  not  usually  found  on  these  occasions 
were  to  be  seen  on  their  programme.

'J'lio  jirizea  in  tiii:!  c•lu.s.^ 
i'onsi.sti'(l  of  a  inimbcr  of  miitalilo  urtirluj  and  wcro  valiiod  at  *40. 
Imincciiatcly  afltr  tlii.s  event  there  was  a  four-oared  sliell  ruco  over  a 
courso  of  t'lireo  miles  in  tlio  river,  and  tlio  prizes  offered  were 
valned  at  ii<;o.  Tliis  last  race  elosed  the  sports  for  tlie  lir.st  day,  and 
a  full  day  it  must  liave  lipeii. 

'I'lin  Heeoud  <lay  was,  however,  fully  as  interesting,'  and  inchidcd  u 
race  for  first  class  yaeliis  at  lo;:!0  over  iieonr.-o  of  iwcnty-foiir  miles. 
Ihu  jirizes  lieiri','  in  easli  and  amoiintin,','  to  $l.">o.  Tliis  was  followed 
at  -1.00  I'.  .\l.  hy  a  singlo  sciiU  race  over  li  coiirso  of  two  iniloa,  for 
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wliieli  two  Jirizes  valued  sit  !i35  was  given.  At  6:00  P.  M.  there  was  a 
swiminin;.'  mateh  from  the  east  to  the  west  pier  and  return  for  a 
prize  (>f^s,  and  the  day  closed  with  a  free  for  all  skill  race  over  a 
niilo  course  for  a  cash  prize. 

The  record  of  this  pioneer  club  was  a  brilliant  one  and  it  was  suc- 
cessful to  the  close  of  its  existence.  It  gave  way  to  the  liociiK.sTKis 
Y.Mtir  Ci.iii  in  1S70.  an  organization  which  was  started  and  run  on 
entirely  diU'orent  lines  from  its  successful  predecessor  and  mamiged 
liy  an  entirely  new  set  of  olllcors.  After  a  sky-rocket  career  of  a 
coujile  of  years  this  club  retired  with  a  Lirgc  amount  of  liabilities 
and  an  unenviable  record.  Owing  to  this  failure  little  interest  was 
taken  in  yachting  in  tito  vicinity  of  Iiochestcr  for  some  time.  To  bo 
sure,  a  few  of  tlioso  who  had  been  interested  in  the  sport  from  its 
first  establishment  continued  to  sail  each  season  but  no  effort  was 
made  to  organize  u  club  until  tho  winter  of  18SG, 


During  tho  summer  of  lHS,"i  tho  managers  of  the  Hotel  Ontario,  as 
an  a<lilitioiuil  attraction  for  tiieir  resort,  arranged  a  regatta  to  bo 
sailed  over  the  old  course  of  the  flt:.si:sKB  Y.vc  IIT  C'f.iti  for  which 
inritatiotis  wero  sent  to  all  tho  yacht  clubs  on  the  lako  asking  tliem 
to  ]mrticipato.  Tho  result  was  tho  gathering  of  a  largo  tlcot  at 
Ontario  Ueach  anil  a  most  successful  regatta. 

It  was  largely  tho  result  of  this  enterprise  that  a  mooting  was  hold 
at  tho  old  Clinton  Hotel,  December  l.^,  IS.Sli,  toestablisiia  new  yacht 
club.  This  was  largely  attended,  and  several  old  salts  of  former 
years  wcro  present  to  help  tho  movement  along.  Tho  result  of  this 
informal  meeting  was  tho  organization  of  tho  jiresent  HorllKsTEIl 
Vaciit  Cmii,  which  has  succeeded  far  beyond  tho  fondest  anticipa- 
tions of  its  founders.  Tho  club  was  incorporated  April  11.  liSST,  tho 
incorporators  being  Oeorgo  H.  Xewell,  .Matthew  Cartwright,  Edward 
N.  Walbridgo,  Charles  A.  Worts,  Edmund  Oeiimjiaugh,  William  X. 
Oothout,  Harvey  S.  Tomer,  George  1*.  (ioiildingand  C.  A.  Phillips, 
who  wero  also  tho  exeeutivo  conimitteo  for  tho  first  year. 

Tho  other  otlicers  for  tho  same  year  wero,  Commodore,  ficorgo  H, 
Newell;  Vice-Commodoro,  Matthew  Cartwright;  Captain,  Edward 
N.  Walbridgc,  Secretary,  Charles  A.  AVorts,  Treasurer,  Edmund 
Ocumpaugh;  Measurer,  John  J.  Lcary,  Fleet  Surgeon,  Wm.  S. 
Hall,  M.  D. 

Soon  after  its  organization  tho  club  made  application  for  niembor- 
sliip  in  tho  L.vkk  Yacht  U.vi'i.vii  Associatiov  and  was  admitted  in 
tho  Spring  of  1,SS7.  In  July,  ls8T,  tho  first  regatta  of  tho  ]{orni;9- 
TEi:  Yacht  C'l.fii,  under  tho  auspices  of  tho  Lakk  Yacht  IJAcixit  As- 
BOciATiii.v  was  given,  and  was  a  decided  Buccess,  many  of  tho  rep- 
resentative yachts  of  tho  ditTerent  clubs  on  tho  lako  taking  part. 
Since  that  timo  the  club  lias  given  its  Annual  liegatia  each  year 
under  tho  auspices  of  this  Association.  In  tho  Spring  of  188!),  tho 
members  realized  tho  necessity  of  having  a  homo,  and  in  tho  early 
Summer  a  largo  and  commodious  Club  Houso  was  built  at  Ontario 
Beach  on  tho  west  side  of  tho  (Jenesce  river,  a  fi'w  hundred  fectfrom 
Lako  Ontario,  and  rooms  wero  secured  in  tho  city  at  COT  Ellwangcr& 
Barry  Building. 

During  tho  first  few  years  tho  initiation  feo  was  tW,  and  tho  yearly 
dues  were  *0  which  wcro  raised  to  $10  and  in  tho  Spring  of  18!fJ 
they  wero  increased  to  ijiri  a  year.  Dues  for  non-resident  members 
wero  *(J  a  year. 

During  tho  Summer  of  1893  the  club  built  a  marine  railway  cap- 
able of  hauling  out  tho  largest  boats  of  tho  fiect  and  with  ample  side 
tracks  for  laying  up  during  tho  winter.  Tho  ollieers  for  tho  year  of 
18!»3  wero  as  follows:  Commodore,  Edward  X.  Walbridgc;  Vice- 
Commodoro,  Arthur  T.  Ilagan;  Fleet  Captain,  Joseph  W.  Uobbins; 
Secretary,  Thomas  B.  Pritchard;  Corresponding  Secretary,  Charles 
S.  Davis;  Treasurer,  William  II.  Briggs;  Measurer,  James  Pillow; 
Fleet  Surgeon,  W.  J.  Ilerrinian,  M.  D.  Directors,  Kiifus  K,  Dryer, 
Julius  I!.  White,  Charles  M.  Everst,  Isaac  W.  Butts.  Delegates 
to  Lakk  Yacht  Haiixo  Association-,  Edward  X.  Walbridge, 
Matthew  Cartwright  and  J.  E.  Burroughs. 

It  is  rapidly  becoming  tho  largest  club  on  tho  lake,  only  two  others 
now  having  a  larger  momborshii),  and  should  its  growth  of  the  past 
years  continue  it  will  soon  lead  the  list. 

The  evolution  in  yacht  designing  and  building  which  has  occurred 
during  the  past  few  years  can  bo  seen  among  tho  yachts  of  the 
Rochester  fleet  as  much  as  in  the  fleets  of  the  Eastern  clubs.  We 
have  only  to  glance  at  the  first  fieet  of  which  Si;Tit  Grkex  was  the 
pride  and  then  at  the  present  fleet  with  Vei.xkttk,  Ma.iei,,  Maixu;, 
lUi'PLE,  CiXDEUELi.A,  Ciiot'TAM"  and  Xi>x,  to  bo  convinced  that  the 
members  of  the  club  are  not  slow  to  ado)it  any  now  feature  that  would 
increase  the  speed  or  stability  of  tho  craft.

History  of  the  Detroit  Yacht  Club. 


THE  DETROIT  YACHT  CLl'n,  fiiiiiiliarly  known  as  the 
"  Old  Cliil),"  was  organized  in  ISTS  by  furnior  members  of  tlie 
International  Yacht  Club,  which  latter  club  terminated  its  ex- 
istence three  years  before.  Js'aturally,  ymlitsnien  were  desirous  to 
form  a  new  club,  and  also  to  put  new  life  into  tlie  ^'reat  sjiort  that  had 
fallen  into  decay,  the  result  of  which  was  the  or,^'anization  of  the 
Detroit  Yacht  Club.  Samuel  Cowan  was  cl((  led  the  liist  C'dnimndorc 
and  the  club  sailed  along  smoothly  until  l^S'.',  wiicn  unfortunately 
it  passed  temporarily  out  of  existence. 

In  the  meantime  the  Commodores  were  :  Samuel  Cowan  in  18Ts, 
A.  II.  Major  in  IStO  and  1SS((,  and  O.  \V.  Halicr  in  liSSl.  Kotbinj; 
was  done  in  1883  and  1881!.  In  the  following  year  the  question  of  form- 
ing a  new  club  was  agitated,  and  a  number  of  the  members  succeeiled 
in  forming  what  is  now  known  as  the  Michigan  Yacht  Club.  This 
action,  however,  put  life  into  the  old  clut),  and  the  members  rallied, 
electing  J.  Skitlington  as  Commodore ;  yet,  for  some  reason,  the 
club  did  not  seem  to  jirosper,  and  the  next  year  no  election  was  held. 
However,  in  188C  it  was  re-organized.  Commodore  Skiflington 
was  re-elected,  and  during  the  following  year,  188T,  it  was  incorpor- 
ated, George  Newberry  being  chosen  as  Comniodore.  Erom  tlii>: 
time  to  18111  the  club  came  agaiu  to  the  front,  holding  a  series  of 
successful  regattas  each  season.  G.  Larkins  was  elected  Commodore 
in  1888,  and  since  that  time  C.  J.  Lichtenberg  has  had  the  honor  of 
holding  tlio  otUce. 

In  1891,  on  account  of  u  difference  of  opinion  as  to  club  policy, 
a  number  of  members  again  seceded  and  organized  the  Cili/cns' 
Yachting  Association;  yet  this  year  was  one  of  the  most  successful 
ever  experienced  by  the  Detroit  Yacht  Club,  for  the  members  that 
were  left  went  to  work  with  a  will  to  build  up  the  club,  meeting  with 
decided  success. 

In  1891  a  series  of  successful  regattas  was  held,  and  in  1892  tlio 
regattas  surpassed  any  ever  held  by  the  clubs  of  Detroit,  in  the  num- 
ber of  yachts  participating,  the  general  success  of  the  races  and  the 
time  made. 


In  1891  the  club  moved  to  its  present  anchorage,  which  is  sit- 
mited  on  the  mainland  opposite  the  .Michigan  Yacht  Club  House  on 
Helle  Isle,  where  it  erected  a  small  club  house  fur  the  acconimodatiiiii 
of  its  nienibers.  The  lease  on  their  pnwent  grounds  will  soon 
run  out  and  the  club  has  already  taken"  Kte|)s  to  procure  a  new 
liicatiiin.  where  they  can  remain  pcninmcntly  and  erect  a  new  club 
house  suitable  to  till  the  reiiuirements  of  the  organization.

History  of  the   St.   Augustine  Yacht  Club. 


OXE  sunny  January  day  in  the  year  isri,  a  few  cntluisiastic 
gentlemen  who  were  niakiim  8t.  Au_i,'\istiiio  their  winter 
iiome,  gatiiereil  togetlier  in  a  little  shanty  on  tiie  old  i)alni- 
etto-post  dock,  which  lies  in  front  of  the  Spanish  sr|nare. 
One  seated  on  a  soap  box,  anotheron  a  flonr  barrel,  the  early  fathers  of 
the  club  discussed  the  advisability  of  forininii  an  association  for  the 
encouragement  of  sailing  and  out  of  door  recreation. 

From  among  these  gentlemen,  Lient.  H.  !•".  .Vrnistrong.  one  of  ilie 
officers  of  the  old  Confederate  cruiser  Ai.au.vma,  was  elected  Coni- 
inodore.  A  small  bnilding  on  the  same  dock,  nearer  the  shore,  was 
at  the  lime  used  as  a  store.  The  right  to  add  to  ihe  east  enl  nf 
this  building  was  secured,  and  for  a  year  tlie  ('Inli  House  had  a 
drug  store  on  one  end  of  it. 

The  whole  building  was  fiiudlv  olilained  and  somewhat  rpuiodcled, 
in  which  shape  it  has  remained  to  this  day 

On  March  21,  ISU,  a  meeting  was  held  toi)erfect  the  organization. 
General  Gordon  (iranger  was  elected  Conimodore;  Uiiniel  Kdgar. 
Vice-Commodore;  I{.  V.  Armstrong,  Secretary  and  Treasurer:  and 
Chas.  C.  Crary,  Measurer. 

At  this  meeting  a  committee  was  appointed  to  frame  a  Consliui- 
tion. 

On  the  24th  of  March,  LS74,  the  (,'oiistitulion  was  adopted  and 
it  stated  that  "the  objects  of  this  club  shall  he  the  iniprovc- 
meiit  of  yacht  building,  and  the  enconragenient  of  yacht  sailing."  The 
membership  of  the  club  increased  steadily. 

On  February  25,  1S75,  a  most  important  regatta  took  place,  i)arti- 
cipated  in  by  twelve  sloops  and  nine  cat-boi;ts.  This  was  followed 
liy  a  cruise  to  Matanzas,  which  added  much  \'^  the  enthusiasm  of  tlie 
members.    On  the  loth  day  of  February,  IHTT,  a  charter  was  granted 


on  which  appear  the  names  of  H.  ('.  Armstrong,  Oliver  Hionson, 
Charles  C.  Crcary,  Daniel  Kdgar.  Newbold  Kdgar.  .lohn  Low.  S.  .S. 
-M-.irtan.  A.  K.  Douglass  and  .T.  II.  .laneway. 

From  time  time  there  have  been  suggestions  made  to  move  into 
larger  ipnirlers,  but  the  unanimous  feeling  has  always  been  that  as 
many  members  were  obliged  to  remain  North,  it  would  be  a 
great  mistake  to  desert  the  delightful  and  cosy  quarters  over  the 
water.  Financially  the  club  has  always  been  on  the  l)est  footincr.  be- 
ing kept  free  from  debt  and  holding  a  steady  membership  of  the 
lic.-t  known  yachtsmen  in  the  United  States.

At  a  special  meeting  held  February  25th,  the  Committee  on  By- 
Laws  reported  that  the  charter  had  been  granted.  By-Laws  for  the 
government  of  the  club  were  submitted  and  adopted.  The  By-Laws 
provide  for  iv  Commodore,  Vice-C!ommodore,  Hear-Commodorc.  Sec- 
retary, Treasurer,  Measurer,  Fleet  Captain,  Fleet  Surgeon,  twelve 
Trustees  in  whoso  iiands  the  control  and  management  of  the  club 
shall  bo  vested,  a  Race  Committee,  Committee  on  Admissions  and  a 
IIou.se  Committee. 

The  membership  to  comprise  resident  and  non-resident,  as  well  as 
honorary  members;  resident  members,  exclusive  of  yacht  owners. 
limited  to  200.  Non-resident  members  are  those  not  residing  williin 
50  miles  of  tho  City  Hall,  Philadelphia.  Kntrance  fee  *i-i5  and 
annual  dues  ♦25  for  resident  members,  and  one-half  these  amounts 
for  non-resident  members.  Five  general  meetings  of  the  club  to  be 
held  each  year,  the  second  Wednesday  of  January,  February,  .\pril. 
May  and  December.  Yachts  to  be  enrolled  must  bo  owned  wholly  by 
ft  member  or  members  of  tho  club. 

At  this  meeting  it  was  decideil  that  the  club  should  build  tli  ec" 
boats  for  the  18-foot  class,  for  the  use  of  members  and  for  the  e.i- 
couragement  of  sailing  and  r.acing  in  the  smaller  classes.

On  Xovcinher  Ist  the  clnb  longed  rooms  at  ].4;i3  Chestnut  street, 
Philadelphia,  and  during  the  'Winter  months  entertainments  of  vari- 
ous kinds  were  given,  consisting  (>t  lectures,  talks  on  nautical  siil- 
jects,  exhibitions  of  photographs,  monthly  mess  dianers,  and  hmches 
and  dinners  given  by  members. 

The  first  annual  meeting  was  held  January  11,  1803.  The  re- 
ports of  theoniccrs  and  committees  slioweil  tiiat  the  club  was  in  a  very 
prosperous  condition,  with  u  constantly  increasing  membership.  The 
total  membership  was  114,  the  resident  members  numbering  eighty- 
eight,  with  nineteen  non-resident  members,  and  seven  honorary  mem- 
bers. In  the  fleet  there  were  seven  schooners,  nine  sloops,  eleven  cutters, 
one  yawl,  five  open  yachts,  ten  steam  yachts  and  three  launches,  u 
total  of  forty-six  yachts. 

The  trustees  wero  authorized  to  purchase  property  which  had  been 
leased  by  the  club  at  Essington,  I'a.,  and  tho  oflicers  elected  for  the 
year  were  as  follows: — Commodore,  Ogden  I).

The  first  annual  dinner  of  the  club  was  given  on  the  evening  of 
.January  13th  at  the  Hotel  Bellevue.  a  very  large  number  of  members 
being  iiresent. 

The  club  itroperty  at  Essington.  ndaware,  Co.,  Pa.,  comprises  ten 
acres  of  ground,  a  commodious  house  surrounded  with  spacious 
piazzas,  a  very  substantial  wharf  and  landing  and  a  large  stable.  The 
house  is  ailiiiirably  situated  for  a  Club  House,  it  being  on  a  bluff  di- 
rectly on  the  shore,  overlooking  the  entire  harbor  and  commanding 
a  magnificent  view  of  the  Islands  and  the  Xew  Jersey  shore  to  the 


southward,  Chester  and  Wilmington  Hills  to  the  westward  and  a  view 
of  tho  Delaware  river  for  nearly  twenty  miles, 

Tho  Club  House,  which  is  a  largo  roomy  building,  containi  dining- 
rooms,  library,  billiard  room  and  a  largo  general  room  on  tho  flrst 
floor.  On  tho  second  and  third  floors  aro  tho  sleeping  aparttnents. 
On  tho  terrace,  north  of  tho  Club  House,  aro  tennis  courts  and  cricket 
and  trap  shooting  grounds,  while  those  who  drive  to  tho  club  will 
And  ample  accommodations  for  traps  and  teams  in  tho  stable,  which 
has  room  for  twelve  horses  in  its  stalls.  A  competent  rlief  has  charge 
of  tho  club  restaurant,  quito  a  feature  being  made  of  lunches  and 
dinners  during  the  season. 

Essington  formerly  known  as  the  Lazaretto,  is  sitnatod  on  Tinicum 
Island,  ten  miles  from  the  City  Hall,  Philadelphia,  and  thrco  miles 
from  tho  city  of  Chester.  The  Delaware  River,  bordering  on  Essing- 
ton, is  divided  by  Maiden  and  Little  Tinicum  Islands,  the  main  or

shipchannel  being  to  the  southward  of  those  islands.  From  Maiden 
Island  to  Tinicum  Island  the  I'.  S.  Government  has  constructed  a  stone 
dyke,  making  tho  north  or  back  channel  for  a  distance  of  two  miles 
in  length  and  a  half  a  mile  in  width,  a  commodious  and  safe  harbor  for 
vessels  of  any  size. 

The  advantages  of  Essington  as  a  harbor  and  an  anchorage,  its 
close  proximity  to  Philadelphia  and  being  accessible  by  train  at  con- 
venient hours  of  the  day  and  night,  make  it  the  most  available  place 
ou  the  Delaware  liiver  for  a  jaclitiDg Btatiou.

IN  the  beginuinR  of  tlio  your  1S87.  a  few  uf  tlic  yiulitiiiir  futluisi- 
iisU  of  .liuimioa  Buy   wlioso  riMiili^zvous  was  at  C!uiiiir.sii!,  hi'M  a 
consultation  relative  to  the  orfiaiiijiation  of  a  yacht  cluh,  the 
nocd  of   whicli   they  liail   lonij  felt,     Aiuouk   tlicsc   •_'  ntlcnicii 
were   E<lwanl  F.  Linloii.   Oliver  K.  Treadwcll.  .Iulm  11.  Ivis.    |)r. 
William  A.  DeLoiiff,  Daniel  .1.    Uriusley  ami    Kerdinaml  .1.    Kalleii- 
bach. 

The  result  of  this  fiatherinj;  was  the  formation  of  the  (' asaiisik. 
Yacht  Cluh.  Oliver  K.  'rn-ailwoll  was  elected  its  first  ('(iminodoie 
aud  tho  club  began  its  eari'W  w it li  fifteen  niomliers.  At  the  end  of 
the  first  year  it  had  a  membership  of  about  twenty-live  but  had  im 
settled  plan  as  to  u  Club  Ihmsc. 

In  the  next  year,  1888,  tho  (!hib  had  increased  its  lueiniiersliip  tu 
Ihirtv-sevcn  and  Kdward  F,  Lin'ou  was  elected  ('oiiniKniinr.  In 
this  year  tho  club  hired  a  house  at  tin  southwest  corner  of  Canaisic 
Landing,  erected  for  it  by  the  Canarsie^  Railroad  Couiiiaiiv. 

At  tho  next  annual  elei^tion  the  t,'liil>  had  iiu'reascd  to  forty-two 
members — 18S'.t — iind  |)r,  William  A.  Delioiii;  was  clidseii  ( Himiiih- 
<lore  for  tho  ensuing  year.  In  IS'.iii  tlie  iiu'iuliersliip  was  tifty-foiir 
with  Daniel  J.  Hrinsley  as  Commodore, 

ThcBucceediug  year— 18!tl — saw  the  club  enterini^  on  a  new  life. 
Israel  F.  Fischer  was  elected  l^)nimodt.re,  and  he  has  since  been  twice 
re-elected.  In  the  Fall  of  IH',11  tho  club  purchased  a  plot  of  ground 
on  Sands  Bay  Point,  distant  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  easterly  fmui 
Canarsie  Landing.     Tho  plot  is  75  feet  front  on  llie  bay  and  ^UO  feet 


deep.  Shortly  thereafter,  by  resolution  of  the  i-liil).  and  under  tlic 
inauaireiueiit  of  a  ISulldiiiu'  ( 'inniiiitlee  eotisistiiig  ul'  William  II 
llaulou,  ,li.lin  II.  1ms,  (':irl  K.  Ilciiricii.:.  l-"rcdcric,k  Si'liliicliiniTiiiid 
Daniel  .1.  linusley,  a  lar'.'c  and  coiuiiuiiiiiiiis  building  was  erectcil. 

In  fmiit  of 
llie  iiouse  is  a  pier  10((  feet  in  length,  with  ImlklicMd  .">o  I'cct  wide, 
aud  here  has  been  ])laci'd  a  verv  lur^'c  tliinting  stage.

The 
initiation  fee  is  ifil."),  the  annual  dues  ♦H  and  the  aniiiial  rent  for  a 
locker  ijiip.  'riierc  is  no  charge  for  care-takiii'i  of  boats,  tlu'  cmplov 
ees  of  tho  club  being  re(piircd  to  give  thoriiinih  attentinii  lo  every 
lioal  belonging  to  members  while  at  (dub's  am-hora'.'c. 

Two  regattas  have  been  held  in  ea(di  year  in  additinii  to  the 
.\niiiial  Heview  which  has  lieeu  usually  held  on  Decnration  Dav  or 
the  lirst  Saturday  in  thine. 

In  the  Spring  Hegatta  of  IS'.CJ,  which  took  plac(!  on  tho  fourth 
Saturday  in  June,  there  were  four  classes  tor  cat-boats,  .sloop  owners 
failing  to  make  tip  a  race  in  their  class.  Twenty-two  cabin  and  open 
cats  took  part  in  this  race,  which  was  over  the  club  course,  lo  miles

in<{  and  yacht  raoiu'^.  and  the  ostablishin'^  and  onforcini,'  cif  nnirnnii 
rulos  for  tho  government  of  all  raoos  in  which  the  yachti  of  two  or 
more  clubs  should  coinpcte.

Tho  Association  hohls  its  Annual  .Meetuig  on  the  second  Saturday 
in  November  of  each  year,  at  which  meeting  amendments  to  tho  Sail- 
ing IJules  are  discuissed,  and  the  programino  is  arranged  for  the  fix- 
tures of  the  coming  season. 

Since  18iS4  the  Seawanhaka  rule  has  been  adhered  to,  with  the  ex- 
ception, however,  that  classilication  is  by  sailing  length  instead  of  by 
waterlino  length.

T'he  Measurer,  at  tho  time  of  taking  his  me.isurpmpiits,  to  -.Mix  a 
distinctive  mark  at  each  point. 

The  sail  area  to  be  ascertained  by  taking  a  perpendicular  along  tho 
after  side  ot  the  mainmast  from  the  upper  side  ot  galltopsail  block  or 
sheave  on  topmast  to  the  upper  side  of  boom  when  resting  on  tho 
saddle,  or  when  resting  on  tho  lowest  part  ot  goose-neck;  should  tho 
gafftopsail,  sheave  or  block  bo  inoro  than  a  quarter  of  an  inch  for 
every  foot  on  the  water  lino  below  the  topmast  rigging,  then  tho 
measurement  shall  be  taken  from  the  under  side  of  the  topmast  rig- 
ging, the  length  of  which  line  is  to  be  recorded  by  the  Measurer,  to- 
gether with  the  other  points  used  in  measurement.

Lake  Ontario,  for  all  its  line  weather,  liaiiully  has  one  good  blow- 
in  store  for  the  fortnight  of  the  Lakk  Yacht  Racixo  Association' 
Races;  in  1HS4  the  fleet  caught  it  at  Oswego,  next  year  the  wind  was 
waiting  at  the  west  end  of  the  lake,  iiiid  drove  the  yachts  into  all  the 
])nrts  on  the  north  shore,  the  haltered  Meet  being  some  three  days  in 
niciking  tlie  rendezvous  ut  Oswego.  In  18110  the  annual  blow  liirned 
lip  in  the  middle  of  the  regatta  at  Kingston,  sinking  Voi.axtk,  giv- 
ing Vukiia's  steel  side  some  marks  wliicli  she  carries  yet,  and  crip- 
pling otiiers  of  the  fleet.  This  year  the  winds  favored  Hamilton 
with  II  visit,  bringing  disaster  to  a  iiumher  of  the  yiudits. 

The  Second  Regatta  of  the  round  was  .set  for  July  Stii,  under  the 
inanageincnt  of  the  IfoYAl.  IIamii.Tox  Yacht  Ci.fli,  the  courses 
being  off  the  jiiers  of  Riirlinglon  15,iy,  the  leeward  mark  being  set 
four  miles  out  in  the  lake,  with  ii  second  mark  at  two  miles.  The 
llrst,  4ii  and  40  foot  classes,  s.iiled  three  times  over  this  course,  *i4 
miles;  the  15.")  and  I!0  foot  classes  sailed  two  rounds,  ]IJ  miles;  the  ;J,'j 
foot  class  sailed  once  uroiind  the  4  mile  mark  and  once  around  tlio  i 
mile,  I'.'  miles  in  all,  and  the  i\  foot  class  was  to  sail  twice  around 
the  short  course,  S  miles.  The  rules  of  the  Lakk  Yacht  IJacixii 
Association  class  nil  yachts  by  siiiling  length,  measured  by  Seawan- 
hakii  rule. 

The  wind  was  moderate,  soiitliwest  at  the  start,  hut  in  a  little  while 
it  went  round  to  northwest,  and  blew  all  day  in  a  succession  of  vio- 
lent squalls  that  brought  ull  the  yachts  down  to  one  or  two  reefs  ut 
times,  and  compelled  some  to  give  up  entirely.     The  starters  were:

History  of  the  Portland  Yacht  Club. 


STATION— MKIICIIAXT.S  WIIAUI',  I'OUl'liAMt,  MK. 


TIIK  old  VikiiiKS  of  tlio  North  the  grmtest  of  cxiiloi-fi-s,  sailed 
out  from  tiii'ir  bays  mid  itileta  for  ploasnro  as  well  us  for 
lilmidor.    Tho  toiideiuiy  is  manifest  again  to-day  in  tlie  sports 
oftlio  English  and  Anierioan  iicoplu,  and  in  your  modern 
yachtsman  is  tho  ancient  Viking,  still  unsubdued,  but  civilized. 

This  hereditary  lovo  of  the  water  began  to  assume  yaolit  form  in 
C'asco  Bay  during  the  sixth  decade  of  tho  nineteenth  century,  and  in 
tho  latter  part  of  >[ay,  18<!8,  resulted  in  a  proposition  for  ii  general 
cruise  of  all  the  Portland  yachts,  out  of  which  coastwiao  voyage  of 
pleasure  tho  I'oiiTi.VN-i)   Yacht  Ci.in  grew. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  the  otHco  of  Mr.  W.  \V.  Tliomas,  Jr.,  on 
tho  evening  of  Juno  1st,  and  it  was  agreed  that  tho  cruise  should 
take  place  on  Thursday  tho  11th.  Captain  A.  M.  Smith  of  yacht 
Ray  was  elected  Commodore,  and  Captain  B.  J.  Willard,  of  yacht 
Nkttle,  Vice-C!ominodore,  and  the  destinations  were  Bootbay  Har- 
bor and  the  City  of  Bath.  Tlio  sun  did  not  smile  on  tho  undertak- 
ing, the  cruise  being  performed  iii  tho  midst  of  calms,  of  fogs  and 
storms.  But  it  is  these  very  conditions  tluit  make  yachting  the 
hardiest  of  sports,  and  it  proved  the  earnestness  and  purpose  of  these 
voyagers. 

In  April  of  tho  following  year,  another  meeting  was  held  at  the 
oftico  of  W.  W.  Tiiomas,  Jr.  Captain  A.  M.  Smith  was  chosen 
chairman,  John  A.  Emory,  Secretary,  and  it  was  unanimously  agreed 
that  they  form  themselves  into  a  permanent  organization  to  be  called 
the  PoiiTi-AXU  Yaliit  Clih,  and  tho  following  were  appointed  ofli- 
cers  for  tho  ensuing  year  :  James  M.  Churchill,  Commodore  ;  A.  M. 
Smith,  Vice-Commodoro  ;  John  A.  Emery,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  followed  in  duo  course,  and  by  tho  10th 
of  May  a  club  Hag  had  been  adopted,  and  tho  roll  which  had  been 
prepared  for  signatures  immediately  received  tho  names  of  twenty- 
one  members.  Thus  tho  club  began  its  existence  with  the  full  vigor 
of  a  majority,  and  the  enrollment  of  tho  following  ten  yachts: 
Schooner  Etukl,  Sloop  Kay,  Schooner  Nettle,  Sloop  Wuisi'Eii,

The  first  Aiinuat  (,'ruiso  occurred  June  I'l,  ISUit.  .V  club  cruise 
along  tho  shores  of  Maine  was  a  novelty  in  those  days,  and  attracted 
much  attention.  Tho  tishermen  were  iinabh;  to  coMiin-chciid  llic 
secret  liusiness  of  the  fleet;  the  coasting  packet  Captains  looked  upon 
the  yachting  skippers  as  a  class  of  lunatics  and  fools.  Tiiey  failed  to 
seo  how  anybody  coulil  bravo  the  fogs  and  storms  of  Maine  for  fun. 
But  the  fleet  made  progress,  and  we  read  that  it  "  proceeilcd  up  the 
Kennebec  to  Bath,  where  we  were  most  bospitalily  entertaiueil  liy  His 
Honor.  Mayor  I'atton."  and  again  that  "  wc  landed  at  .Icwell's  Island 
anil  indulged  in  a  great  clam  bake,  spending  most  of  the  aftcrnoiin 
in  this  lovely  sport." 

Chowders  and  clam  bakes  were  important  features  in  those  early 
days,  and  this  resulted  partly  from  the  gallantry  of  the  members  to 
their  lady  friends,  and  largely  from  the  necessity  of  makingCasco  Bay 
their  place  of  pleasurable  assembly.  For  the  club  was  a  boarder,  or  at 
most,  a  guest.  It  had  no  habitation  of  its  own,  and  it  held  its  busi- 
ness meetings  at  the  otlice  of  one  of  its  members.  A  proposition  was 
made  in  July  to  lease  Little  Hog  Island  and  erect  a  Club  I[oiis(( 
which  would  cost  in  the  vicinity  of  #700;  but  the  project  was  aban- 
doned, and  the  club  continued  as  a  floating  enterprise,  making  itself 
prominent  in  tho  way  of  celebrations,  regattas  and  cruises,  and  gain- 
ing in  the  way  of  financial  and  social  strength  through  the  increasing 
of  its  membership. 

June  0,  1870,  the  Spring  Cruise  was  made  to  Boothbay,  eleven 
yachts  participating. 

August  IGth  a  regatta  tor)k  jdacc;  no  prizes  were  awardccl  first 
class  yaohta  as  they  mistook  the  course.  Si'Y  and  Katk  took  the 
second  class,  and  Whisper  and  Mayflower  the  third  class  prizes. 
The  club  also  took  the  city  prize  in  the  Fourth  of  July  Regatta. 

By  tho  beginning  of  tho  next  season  (1871)  its  membership  had 
reached  one  hundred  and  thirty-one.     On  the  3d  of  ilay  of  this  year

In  a  regatta  on  the  oth  of  July,  Viva  won  first  prize  and  Si-auki.k 
second.  .\  review  and  piciiio  were  held  September  4tli,  and  the 
season  of  a  most  successful  year  closed. 

]{iit  the  decline  of  the  first  enthusiasm  was  to  be  expected  and  in 
siiite  of  the  elTorts  of  the  previous  year,  the  season  of  IfStt)  began 
with  a  membership  of  10(»,  as  against  131  five  years  before.  At  the 
annual  meeting,  ,1.  I'.  Thomas  was  elected  Commodore,  A.  K.  I'liul 
\'ice-Coiiiiiiodore;  J.  A.  Emery  Secretary;  (ieorgo  H.  Iloldcn, 
'J'reasiirer.  Tiicre  were  again  five  races.  In  the  Annual  Challenge 
Cup  IJcgatta,  Viva  won  the  first,  Casio  second.  Mist  third  class 
jirizes. 

A  race  was  sailed  July  4th  for  prizes  ofTered  by  the  city.  Mr. 
(ieorge  11.  llolden  presented  to  the  club  a  silver  cup,  to  lie  offered  as 
a  jirize,  and  held  by  tho  yacht  in  tho  second  elass  which  should  win 
it  twice.  Tills  was  known  as  the  llolden  Cup.  Three  races  were 
sailed  and  the  cup  was  won  liy  tlie  sloop  (iKOHitlK,  ('apt.  IJichardson. 
Tho  Spring  Cruise  took  place  in  May,  to  Wiscassett,  and  the  Fall 
Cruise  in  September,  to  Freeport,  ten  yachts  participating.  Twenty- 
seven  new  members  were  admitted  during  tho  year  and  a  library 
established  at  tlie  club  rooms. 

Interest  in  yachting  continued  to  increase.  May  28  and  30,  1877, 
the  Spring  Cruise  took  place  to  Wiscassett,  six  yachts  participating.

Heeond  and  MisT  the  third  class  (Mips.  N'iva  having  won  in  two 
previous  Annual  Knees,  and  held  tho  llrst  ciass  cup  during  the  wiiole 
time,  came  now  into  eoniplete  possession.  There  were  also  five  Clial- 
leilgu   Ititees.

'Ht\\,  challenged  in  turn,  retained  possession;  same  day,  I'niunk 
retained  possession  of  her  eii|)  against  \Viii>I'i:k  and  Nktti.k. 

Sept.  4tli.  Mist  accepted  a  (diailenge  from  Kkda  and  won  the  race. 
\'iVA  also  beat  ItAV  handsomely  in  a  private  match,  .liiiiu 'J3il,  the 
jirize  being  a  supper  for  twenty. 

The  Annual  Itegatta  of  IN^H  (xiciirrod  May'^Htli;  tho  Hceoiid  class 
eiipa  were  won  by  rxinxK  and  Twil.IiillT;  third  class  by  .Misr,  no 
first  class  entries.  .Inly  ','3il,  Twimimit  won  the  second  class  Clial!oiige 
llace.  The  Spring  Criiiso  was  made  .May  3(itli.  to  Hootlibay,  for 
three  days,  and  a  Fall  Cruise  of  two  days  to  Frecpiut.  The  member- 
ship increased  to  a  total  of  147;  two  new  yachts  were  added,  and  an 
Act  of  Incorporation  had  been  granted  by  tho  Legislature,  April  3d. 
The  eliib  at  this  time  possessed  well  fnrnislied  rooms  in  their  lioiiso 
at  the  end  of  Custom  llouso  Wharf;  its  membership  was  Ktcadily 
iiKTeasiiig;  there  were  3,>  yaidits  (14  scliooiiers.  lit  sloops,  a  steam- 
ers) and  their  valiio  was  |i2i).()ii<>.

In  IHVO,  the  superiority  of  certain  yachts  having  been  established, 
interest  in  thechallenge  decreased;  the  only  eliil)  race  was  the  .Viiniial 
Hegalta  of  May  23(1.  Of  the  first  elass  sloops,  ViVA  won,  G  lirs  ,  3(1 
mill.,  Vi  sec;  of  tho  second  class  schooners,  N'ei.me  3  hrs.,  47  miii., 
3  sec;  sloop  Twil.KillT,  a  hrs.,  4t'>inin.,  .")3  sec;  no  third  elass  yachts 
started.  Hut  though  cliailenges  were  not  raised  during  the  season, 
the  interest  of  tho  association  was  awakened  and  intensilied  by  tho 
oniliiig  of  tile  lease  upon  their  (dub  rooms,  and  the  consequent  sug- 
gestions of  new  (piarters  and  a  i>ermiiiient  Club  House. 

A  Committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  take  this  matter  into  con- 
sideration and  with  full  power  to  act  for  tho  best  interest  of  the 
association.  In  ■Inly  of  this  year,  on  the  resignation  of  Commodore 
Thomas,  Vice-Commodore  Paul  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacaney,  and 
was  succeeded  in  his  previous  position,  by  Win.  Santer,  Jr.  In 
October,  a  vacancy  again  oeciirring  in  the  chief  oftice,  .Mr.  Santer 
was  chosen  Commodore,  and  William  W.  (ioold,  Vice-Commodoro, 

In  IHH-.;  there  were  two  Challengo  Cup  Itaces,  and  the  Annual 
Hegatta  was  held  May  3'ith,  under  conditions  of  wind  and  weather 
peculiarly  favorable.  Casco  won  tiio  race,  beating  Twii.KiiiT  by  10 
seconds,  standard  time,  and  accomplished  the  course  for  which  eight 
hours  are  allowed  by  club  rules,  in  the  remarkably  quick  time  of 
1  lir.  44  mill.,  4<>  sec. 

In  1883  the  club  inaugurated  a  system  of  Open  Uegattas  for  money 
Jirizes,  one  being  held  August  ^'d,  which  created  inuidi  enthusiasm, 
and  was  so  successful  as  torecomnieiid  the  continuance  of  the  system.

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In  Fehruary  1800.  the  house  was  in  great  danger  from  a  lire  which 
raged  among  the  buildings  of  the  neighboring  wharves.  Its  boats 
were  removed,  its  members  gatliercd  on  the  roof  and  used  buckets  of 
water;  ii  lire  boat  lay  alongside  for  several  hours  and  the  house  nar- 
rowly escaped  with  scorched  exterior  and  a  damaged  chart  room. 

The  seasons  which  luivo  followed  have  been  marked  by  an  increase 
in  membership  and  a  larger  enrollment  of  yachts,  but  the  competition 
spirit  has  not  kept  i)ace  with  the  social  development  und  the  charac- 
ter ot  the  yachting  property  indicates  a  dispo.sition  rather  to  enjoy 
the  fasrination  ot  the  harbor  und  the  coast  than  the  exciting  contests 
of  the  regatta.  In  further  corroboration  of  this  it  may  be  mentioned 
that  several  steamers  will  be  added  to  the  club  in  the  coming  Spring 
but  no  sailing  vessels  are  as  yet  reported.

The  yachting  season  for  all  niatclics  and  races  shall  be  limited  to 
the  period  between  the  l."»tli  of  May  and  the  1st  of  October  ot  each 
year.  It  shall  bo  optional  with  the  yacht  holding  the  cup,  to  accept 
a  challongo  received  between  September  10th  and  the  next  annual  re- 
gatta for  Challenge  Cups. 

Once  each  season  there  shall  be  a  Regatta  for  Clialletiije  Cups,  open 
only  to  yachts  enrolled  in  the  club,  over  tlio  course  named  bcrcwiih 
anil  subject  to  the  club  regulations  with  time  allowance.  The  date 
of  this  regatta  shall  bo  subject  to  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  yiichi 
owners  present  at  the  annual  meeting. 

.V  cup  will  bo  awarded  the  yacht  making  the  best  standard  time  in 
eiudi  class,  to  be  held  subject  to  challenge. 

A  yacht  winning  tho  cup  in  three  consecutive  regattas,  ami  hold- 
ing it  during  the  third  season,  shall  bo  entitled  to  the  ownership  of 
the  same,  provided  tho  cup  has  not  been  won  during  that  time  by 
any  other  yacht  in  a  Challenge  Race. 

Any  time  after  the  Annual  Regatta  for  Challenge  Cups,  or  a  chal- 
lenge race,  the  winning  yacht  must  accept  any  written  challen;;e — the 
race  to  lie  sailed  within  twenty  d.iys — and  within  three  (lays  of  receipt 
of  challenge  must  namo  the  hour  and  date  ot  race.  The  race  not  to 
be  sailed  until  three  days  from  receipt  ot  challenge.  A  cup-holder 
accepting  a  challenge  must  immediately  notify,  in  writing,  the  Chair- 
man of  tho  Regatta  Coinmittoe,  stating  the  hour  and  date  ot  the 
race. 

Any  yacht  failing  to  accept  a  challenge  as  above,  shall  return  the 
cup  to  tho  Secretary  of  tho  club.  This  cup  shall  bo  again  sailed  for 
liy  the  several  yachts  of  the  class  to  which  it  iiertains  at  the  next 
Annual  Regatta  for  Challenge  Cups,  or  at  any  date  agreed  upon  by 
the  yacht  owners  in  that  class.

(a)  Tho  moasiiromont  shall  lio  ohtaiiiod  as  follows:  A  hasc  line  shall 
1)0  taken  from  a  point  midway  bctwirn  the  jil)  toj.sail  stay  and  the 
jibstiiv  oil  the  how-sprit,  or  between  the  tlyiiij,' jib  stay  and  jib  topsail 
stay  on  tho  jibboom,  iu  a  straight  lino  to  the  end  of  the  main-boom.

To  this  measure  shall  \k  added  that  length  of  main  gaff  which  will 
remain  after  «0  per  cent,  of  the  length  of  topmast  has  been  sub- 
tracted from  it.  The  gaff,  for  this  purpose,  shall  be  me.isured  from 
tho  after  side  of  the  mast  to  tlie  end.  and  tlie  topmast  from  hounds 
ito  the  lower  side  of  sheave  in  topsail  halliard  bloek.  In  vessels  which 
'carry  no  topmast  the  distance  between  tho  center  of  tho  eye  in  the 
throat  halliard  band,  and  tliat  of  the  njiper  peak  lialliard  band  shall 
1)0  deducted  from  tiie  length  of  tho  galT  anil  liie  dillcronco  added  to 
the  base  line,  'i'lic  lengtii  of  the  base  line  us  above  dolined  shall  be 
modified  in  any  case  where  the  spinnaker  boom  measures  more  than 
the  distance  from  the  fore  side  of  foremast  in  u  .schooner,  or  main- 
iiKist  in  a  single-masted  vessel,  to  the  forward  point  of  base  line  as 
previously  defined.  Any  excess  in  the  length  of  tho  spinnaker  boom 
beyond  this  point  shall  be  added  to  tiio  base  line.  Tiie  length  to  bo 
measured  for  spinnaker  boom  shall  be  tho  extreme  distance,  when  in 


use,  of  its  outer  end  from  the  center  of  tho  fore  side  of  tho  mast  on 
wliiidi  it  is  carried. 

For  yawls  tho  huso  line  shall  be  taken  from  the  same  point  forward 
as  in  vessels  of  other  rig,  to  the  after  end  of  the  mi/zcn  boom. 

In  yachts  which  carry  no  head  sail,  tho  forward  point  of  meusure- 
ment  for  tho  base  lino  shall  bo  the  after  side  of  tho  mast,  or  of  tho 
foremast,  if  there  shall  be  more  than  one  mast. 

(b)  A  perpendicular  line  to  bo  taken  along  tho  afterside  of  tho 
iiiainmast  from  the  under  side  of  the  sheave  for  gaff  topsail  halliard 
to  upper  side  of  boom,  whoii  resting  on  tho  saddle,  or  on  the 
lowest  part  of  goose-neck,  tho  distance  of  which  jioint  from  main-deck 
or  house-deck  sliall  be  recorded  by  tho  Measurer,  together  with  the 
otiier  ]ioiiits  used  in  measurements. 

In  yachts  which  carry  no  topmast,  the  upper  point  of  measure* 
ment  for  tho  perpendicular  shall  bo  the  center  of  tho  eye  in  the  upper 
peak  halliard  band. 

To  obtain  the  estimated  area  from  these  tlgures,  multiply  the  base 
by  the  perpendicular  and  divide  the  product  by  two. 

Length  on  the  load  waterline  is  the  distance  in  a  straight  line  be- 
tween the  points  furthest  forward  and  furthest  uft  where  the  hull, 
exclusive  of  any  portion  of  the  rudder  or  ruddder-stock,  is  intersected 
by  the  surface  of  the  water,  and  is  to  be  ascertained  when  the  yacht 
is  afloat  and  in  ordinary  trim,  and  with  the  crew,  if  aboard,  stationed 
amidship.  The  Measurer,  ot  the  time  of  making  his  measurement, 
to  fix  a  distinctive  mark  at  each  point. 

The  measurement  of  open  yachts  for  the  time  allowance  and  class- 
ification shall  be  the  length  on  the  load  waterline. 

SAILS. 

Yachts  in  races  may  carry  the  following  sails; 

Schooners; — Mainsail,  foresail,  forestaysail,  jib,  flying-jib,  jibtop. 
sails,  fore  and  main  gaff  topsail,  main  topmast  staysail  and  spin- 
naker. 

Sloops  and  Cutters:— Mainsail,  forestaysail,  jib,  flying-jib,  jibtop- 
sail,  gaff  topsail  and  spinnaker. 

Open  Sloops: — .lib  and  mainsail. 

Cat- Boats: — Mainsail. 

No  top.suil  shall  hoist  above  the  truck,  nor  extend  more  than  one 
foot  beyond  the  peak  of  the  sail  above  which  it  is  set.  Spinnakers 
shall  be  triangular  in  shape,  and  shall  not  hoist  above  the  truck,  nor 
extend  beyond  the  end  of  the  spinnaker  boom. 

FITTINOS,    HALLAST  AND  TUIM. 

After  the  preparatory  signal,  no  ballast  shall  bo  taken  on  board  or 
out  of  any  yacht ;  nor  shall  any  water  bo  started  from  or  taken  into 
the  tanks  or  other  receptacles  for  the  same  on  such  yacht.  All 
ceiling  and  bulkheads  on  cabin  yachts  must  be  kept  on  board  and  in 
their  places.  Xo  ballast  or  article  of  weight  shall  be  shifted  on  any 
cabin  yacht.  No  booming  out  of  ballast  will  be  allowed.  Shifting 
of  ballast  shall  be  allowed  only  on  open  yachts. 

BOATS  AND  BUOYS. 

All  yachts  of  over  60  feet  racing  length  in  races  shall  carry  on  deck 
a  serviceable  round  bottom  boat,  with  oars  and  rowlocks  or  tholepins 
lashed  in,  12  feet  or  over  in  length;  on  boats  over  40  feet  racing 
length  and  not  over  .'iO  feet  racing  length,  one  10  feet  or  over  in 
length.

History   of  the   Boston  Yacht  Club. 


To  Augnstus  Russ,  liciijaiiiin  Dean,  Klicii  Di^nton,  (.'liarlos  K. 
IJiiss  iiiid  Tliomiis  Di'aii  bi'loiijrs  the  liimor  of  foundiiij;  llic 
lirstya(;lil  cluh  in  \i'w  England.  Twi'iily-six  ycai's  afin  Ihi' 
coming  si'ason.  tiicy  projected  tlie  Hosios-  Yacht  t'l.i  ii. 
At  tliis  titnc  there  Were  no  cliilis  east  of  New  York  City.  Notiiing 
heyond  cruising  around  during  tlie  Suninier  of  ISS'l  was  ilone.  and 
tlie  most  active  steps  were  taken  in  Seplenil)er.  A  circular  was  sent 
out  in  tliis  montii  l)y  tlie  founders,  calling  a  general  meeting  al  the 
office  of  Mr.  Augustus  Russ,  II  Tremont  street,  on  Wednesday, 
September  I'.ttli. 

The  foUownig  gentlemen  were  |iresenl  al  this  meeting;  .\ugustus

following  tlii.s,  weekly  nu'etings  were  held  and  hy  Novcmbei'  1  llli 
about  80  gentlemen  had  signilied  their  wilhngness  to  liecoine  nicni- 
bers.  The  meeting  at  which  the  organization  was  ])crfecled,  ('(Hisli- 
tution  adopted  ami  the  first  board  of  officers  elected,  was  held  in  the 
i'arker  House,  \ovemher  21at. 

The  gentlemen  chosen  for  officers  were:  Commodore,  |)e\ter  II. 
FoUett,  schooner  Xkttik;  Vi<'e-Comin(idore,  Thomas  Manning, 
schooner,  Minnik;  Secretary,  Thomas  Dean;  Treasurer,  .\ugustus 
Russ;  Measurer,  Augustus  S.  Stone,  of  Bristol,  R.  I. 

The  first  club  signal  was  of  the  same  shape  as  the  i)resent  one,  but 
with  white  field  aiul  a  red  cross  extending  from  end  to  end,  the  bars 
of  the  cross  meeting  at  the  crotch  with  a  blue  foul  anchor  in  triangle 
next  the  halliard.  This  flag  was  changed  March  •^*:i.  1870,  to  the 
present  flag,  a  blue  fleld  witli  red  cross  and  white  star  in  triangle. 
On  December  .Mh  a   committee  was  appointed  to  (jrocure  a  charter. 

Club  rooms  were  established  at  the  corner  of  Trcmont  street  and 
I'emberton  Square.     It  was  here  the  club  held  forth  in  the  winter  of 


ISilii-tr, .  'file  inccling  of  Kebrnary  \).  \'^i'i',.  will  be  ever  memorai>!'.' 
ill  llie  clul),  for  then  notices  were  received  that  the  liCgislaliire  of  the 
Slate  had  refused  the  cliili  a  charter,  on  tlu'  grounds  that  sinh  an 
organization  might  lead  to  immoral  and  ungeiitlcmanly  comtuil. 
ilelriineiilal  to  the  piililic  welfare.  The  club  regretted  the  charter 
being  rcfuseil  but  still  iinitinued  to  flourish. 

At  a  meeting  held  March  •Vi.  IHDV.  ('apt.  (ireer  broached  the  sub- 
ject of  a  Club  House  at  City  I'oinl.  It  was  not  thought  feasible  al 
the  tinu^  and  nothing  was  done.  At  this  meeting  it  was  voted  that 
sliifting  liallast  slmiild  not  lie  allowed  and  that  the  sailing  meiisure- 
iiieius  should  be  whole  length,  plus  one-lliird  of  aft  overhang.  The 
licgatta  Committee,  at  lliis  tiiiic  was  appointed  hy  tin  Commodore. 

On  .luiie  i.'ith,  the  club  gave  a  Squadron  Review  in  honor  of  Pres- 
ident Andrew  Jackson,  who  was  then  visiting  the  city  at  the  cele- 
bration of  laying  the  corner  stone  of  the  nev  Masonic  Temple, 
'I'welve  yachts  were  in  line  and,  notwithstanding  the  cold  and  heavy 
northeast  wind,  presented  a  tine  aiipearanc  ■,  anil  their  evolutions  in 
the  President's  road  vceived  the  plaudits  of  a  large  number  of  spec- 
tators. The  clii  >,  in  remembrance  of  this  day,  has  the  President's 
letter,  acknowledging  the  courtesies  shown,  hiMilsomely  framed  and 
hung  on  the  walls  of  the  iirescnt  Club  House. 

The  lirst  Club  Review  was  held  .lime  8,  18tlT,  at  Hull.  The  yachts 
liarticnpiiting  were  the  schooners  Xkttik,  iIisiata,  Mkkciry, 
MixMK.  KiJ.iK,  Mauik,  ,1.  i.i  Adams  and  Sadik;  sloops,  Pahaviita, 
Coi.i  MiiiA,  Ci.YTiK,  Tautah,  Mist  ami  Vioi.n'.  The  steamer 
RosK  Staniiish  gave  a  free  passage  to  members  and  friends  to  meet 
the  yiclils.     (iilniore's  hand  furnished  the  music. 

The  First  (!lub  Regatta  was  sailed  June  17,  18tJ',.  The  start  was 
made  from  a  point  between  Rainsford  and  (lallop's  Islands  and  the 
course  of  lirst  and  second  classes  was  around  Davis'  ledge  and  return  : 
the  course  for  the  third  class  around  (iallop's.  liong  and  Specta(de 
Islands.     There  were  eight  contestants  over  38  feet,  live  'M  to  38  feet . 
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and  three  \h  to  30  feet.  The  pri/.o  tukora  wore:  Saihk  and  Minnmk 
lirst  class,  (LvTiKaud  X'ioi.kt  second  class;  Fannie  and  Paravl'ita 
tliird  class. 

The  second  annual  mectinj;  of  the  club  was  liold  .lannary  ST,  ISiiH. 
and  the  same  board  was  rc-elcctod.  Tlio  Treasmcr  showed  tlie  total 
iimouiit  of  rocci|>t8  to  he  *10,.')SM5.  A  now  oMice  of  kear-Comrao- 
dorc  and  ati  honorary  meml)ershi|>  li.'t  was  proposed  at  this  meeting. 
It  was  voted  to  apj)!)-  for  a  charter  again,  and  it  was  Unally  granted 
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Kiiring  the  year  liHM  there  was  a  project  sugpested  by  the  Doit- 
riiK.siEK  Yacht  C'l.rn  to  ainalganiato  tiio  two  cluhs,  hut  it  met  with 
little  favor.  Board  of  oflicera  for  this  year  :  Coniniodore,  Hoii- 
jainin  Itean;  Vice-Coniniodoie,  \V.  II.  I.  Smith;  Secretary,  Thos. 
Dean;  'rrea.snrer,  .\iigiistiis  IJiiss;  -Measurer,  I>.  J.  Lawlor.  Mr. 
Dean  gave  now  life  to  tho  elulj,  and  at  the  October  meeting  many 
old  members  were  re-instated.  Tho  lirst  club  supper  was  given  on 
I'Viday,  .lunnary  ."i,  1873,  in  tho  I'arker  House.  It  was  a  sunipluous 
bani|uet.  as  can  be  attested  by  the  jirice  of  the  tickets,  which  were 
$Vi.  Thirty  members  were  present  ami  the  alTair  was  a  grand  suc- 
coss.  A  diminutive  silk  Hag  and  and  an  illuminated  bill  of  faro 
graced  each  plate,  both  the  handiwork  of  tiic  artist  luembcrs,  W.  F.

Xi<'kerson  ami  \.  H.  ShurtlelT.  Tho  invited  guests  were  Mayor 
Gaston,  Samnel  Little.  M.  F.  Hickin.son,  Hon.  J.  U.  D.  Coggswell  of 
Yarmouth,  and  Hon.  Joiin  H.  Hathaway. 

A  life  membership  was  established  tins  year.  Any  one  paying  ten 
annual  assessments  of  >100  in  advance  would  be  free  from  alt  dues 
thereafter.  A  permanent  fund  was  established  by  reserving  one-half 
of  the  receipts.  This  was  subsequently  amended  l)y  reducing  it 
to  one-quarter  of  receipts  and  all  life  memberships.  The  ollicc 
of  Hear-l  oinmodore  was  also  created  this  year. 

Tiie  board  of  otiicers  for  1^1'i  were;  Commoilore,  Uenjamiii  Dean; 
Vicc-Cominodore,  W.  11.  \.  Smith;  l{car-(.'ominodore.  (i.  H.  Dur- 
fee;  Secretary,  Thin.

On 
F'ebruary  22(1,  the  second  annual  supper  was  held  in  the  olbce  of  tli< 
Treasurer,  and   an  admission  fee  of  $20  was  adopted  in  additi(ui  t(]

by  the  Legislature  on  Ajiril  0th.  Hon.  Thos.  h'u.esell.  the  Collector 
of  the  I'ort,  was  made  the  lirst  honorary  mcmlier.  Kebriiary  2()tli.  A 
complimentary  <linner  was  given  Commodoro  Follett.  May  V),  lh(i8, 
at  the  St.  James  Hotel. 

At  the  first  dinner  ever  given  in  Boston  the  tickets  commanded  a 
high  prerainm.  and  the  occasion  was  not  only  a  memorable  one  in  the 
club's  history  but  also  to  all  yachtsmen.  While  Commodore  Follett 
held  office,  the  many  occasions  of  enjoyment  attracted  a  large  mem- 
borshii>  and  many  good  times  were  had  during  1807-08.  A  review 
and  regatta  were  held  .hiiie  20,  ISilS. 

The  First  Club  Cruise  was  sailed  August  0. 1808.  On  Saturday  and 
Sunday  the  Heet  lay  in  (Jloiicester  harbor.  The  ne.xt  ilay  a  run  was 
made  to  Xcwbury])ort.  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  Saco  Pool  was 
visited  and  Thursday  the  fleet  reached  Portland.  They  came  in  the 
following  order:  Xi:nii:.  Ji  niata,  Pilohim.  Vioi.irrand  Fan(  ikin. 
The  schooner  (ri.nii'.sE,  wliich  had  been  Fast,  joined  the  licet  here. 

Shortly  after  this  time  troubles  arose,  but  I'm- whidi  there  would 
have  beennoKASTKKN'  Yacht  Cmmi.  it  having  been  formed  by  some  of 
the  seceding  members.  The  reason  of  the  riiptiiro  was  becaii.se  the 
club  lost  sight  of  the  objects  of  its  founders.  Interests  of  a  social 
nature  supplanieil  those  of  a  yachting  nature.  During  the  year  1800, 
a  few  members  held  monthly  iiieetiiigs  and  the  organization  was 
barely  alive. 

The  club  rooms  were  given  i\\>  Jmiiiary  1st.  The  oflicers  this  year 
were:  Commodore,  Thos.  Manning;  N'lce-Cominodcnc,  Eben  Denton; 
Secretary,  Thos.  Dean;  Measurer.  D.  .1.  Lawlor;  Treasurer,  Augus- 
tus Uiiss.  The  first  meeting  of  the  corporation  under  the  charter 
was  held  January  21,  1870,  at  the  oflice  of  Augustus  Uuss.  I.">  Pein- 
bcrton  Square.  Xalhaiiiel  Brewer,  .Ir.,  was  elected  clerk.  On  July 
2d  the  <'lub  held  its  Annual  Keview,  and  on  September  24lli  the  A'  - 
nual  l{egatta.     The  board  ol  otiicers  of  180H  were  re-elected  this  year. 
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the  yearly  assessment  of  *lii.  Land  was  boiighi  at  City  Point,  which 
the  club  acquired  Octolier  lisih,  by  paying  its  permanent  fund  and 
giving  a  mortgage  for  the  balance  of  i^."i.(l(i().  payable  in  live  years. 
\  regatta  was  held  on  September  12th.  In  1874  the  officers  of  the 
previous  year  were  re-elected.  During  tho  year  the  dub  linished  its 
new  Club  House  at  City  Point  It  was  designed  liy  one  of  the  nieiii- 
bers,  \.

Dnrinj,'  llu^  lirst,  year  the  i  liib  made  fonr  short 
cruises  to  wliicdi  every  mciiiher  was  iiivile(l  and  assi^^ned  to  the  dif- 
ferent ya(dits  ]iartieipatin,^  as  the  ;;iiests  of  the  ollicers.  'I'lie  otlicers 
for  the  year  IS'.to  were  re-elected  in  l.>siil  as  follows:  Commodore, 
Franklin  II.  Walker;  Viee-Commodore,  William  ('.  .McMillan:  Itear- 
Commodore.  .Vlfred  K.  Hrnsh:  Secretary.  Cameron  Carrie:  Treasnrer, 
Truman  II.  Xewhurry;  .Measurer,  William  Kowler  .larvis:  I'leet  Sur- 
geon, Fredori(3k  I'.  Ander.son,  M.  I). 

During  the  season  of  IS'.tl  tho  cruises  whi(di  were  found  so  agreea- 
blo  tho  season  previous,  wen^  repeated  with  even  jrrealer  success.  .\t 
this  time  the  club  had  a  lleet  of  fourteen  yacdils,  the  smallest  of 
whi(di  was  eighty-seven  feet  over  all. 

In  tho  year  ISiri,  Conimodoro  Walker,  intending  to  go  abroad. 
declined  tho  honor  of  h  re-election,  and  the  oil!  ers  elected  were  as 
follows:  Commodore,  Trunnui  II.  Newberry;  Vi"e-Commodore, 
Alfred  K.  Hrush;  Itear-Commodoro,  Franklin  II.  Walker:  S<'crctaiy, 
Ciinicron  Ciirriu;  Treasurer,  William  C.  McMillan.

Tlie  ort-OiM'  of  e:i"h  yacht  enrolle  1  in  the  cliili  furnishes  to  the  club 
a  miKlel  of  the  same,  which  is  the  properly  of  ihc  tdub.  These  mo(l- 
els  aro  made  on  a  scale  of  a  (piarter  of  an  i;i(h  to  the  fool.  The 
imiKM'laneo  of  such  a  rule  cm  easily  be  seen,  and  the  value  i(f  -in  h  a 
(Mdlection  c.innot  well  be  over-eslimateil. 

Then  the  Kxecntivc  Commillce  of  the  clnli  has  a  power  whiidi  is 
rallicr  uui(pn;  in  the  hi-lory  of  yacht  clubs,  conlrolliic.' idmosiilic 
entire  managemcnl  of  alTairs.  and  doing  away  with  the  possible  fric- 
tion caused  by  club  elections,  etc. 

There  is  another  remarkable  aspect  of  the  Ini.asu  Ammik  \n 
Y.^cilT  Cl.ni,  they  have  never  found  any  way  of  di-po-ing 
of  their  initiation  fees.  etc.  Tlii'  treasury  remains  intact,  while 
all  tlie  expenses  of  the  cruises  are  boriU'   by  individual  yacht  owners.

DETKOIT  as  it  is  situated  on  the  broad  and  beaiitifnl  straits 
which  connect  tiie  npper  with  the  lower  lakes  of  tlie  great 
chain  that  composes  the  tiiiest  Ijody  of  fresh  water  in  tiie 
world,  posaesaes  advantages  for  tlie  amateur  yachtsman  of 
which  few  other  American  cities  can  boast.  The  straits  deep  and 
broad  muko  an  ideal  sailing  course  for  an  afternoon  pleasure  party, 
while  the  many  resorts  on  Lake  Erie  and  Lake  St.  Clair  give  line 
opportunity  for  the  tired  business  man  to  IcAve  the  iiot.  dusty  city 
and  spend  a  week  or  two  cruising.  Tlien  for  the  yachtsman  wiio  is 
huntingglory  rather  than  pleasure,  the  broad  bosom  of  Lake  St.  Clair 
presents  a  course  for  racing  which  enil)raccs  nearly  all  the  require- 
ments for  the  display  of  the  fine  points  of  the  modern  racing  machine. 

Thus  yachting  has  been  a  prominent  pa.stiine  in  Detroit  for  many 
years  back.  Yachting  organizations,  however,  have  had  their  ups 
and  downs,  and  as  many  as  half  u  dozen  clubs  have  flourished  within 
the  city  borders. 

The  first  club  of  prominence  was  the  old  Inteuxatiosai.  Yai'HT 
Cian,  organized  in  18i>(,  and  numbering  among  its  members  resi- 
dents of  many  States  and  the  Dominion  ot  Canada.  Its  life  suddenly 
ended  together  with  that  of  the  first  and  only  Commodore,  K.  C. 
Barker,  who  in  1875  was  accidentally  drowned  while  carrying  ballast 
to  his  yacht  in  a  small  boat. 

The  Detroit  Yacht  Cia'h  next  enjoyed  a  position  of  prominence, 
but  dissensions  arose,  and  it  was  not  long  before  interest  in  the  organ- 
ization begon  to  die  out,  until  in  1882  not  a  club  race  wassailed  nor  a 
meeting  of  any  kind  was  held;  This  led  to  a  division,  a  considerable 
number  of  the  members  resigning  and  organizing  themselves  as  the 
Michigan  Yacht  Club,  which,  though  passing  through  the  vicissi- 
tudes of  early  life,  now  stands  forth  one  of  the  strongest  yachting 
organizations  of  the  West,  having  200  members,  a  beautiful  Clul) 
House  located  on  a  picturesque  spot  in  lovely  Belle  Isle,  and  possessed 
of  a  fine  fleet  of  yachts. 

It  was  on  the  14th  day  of  April  that  the  first  meeting  was  held  at 
the  Michigan  Exchange  Hotel.  The  following  named  gentlemen 
were  present  and  signed  their  names  as  founders:

Henry  C.  Hurt,  who  had  just  couiiileted  his  beautiful  schooner 
LonsK,  was  elected  the  first  Couimodore.  Under  his  guidance  the 
clul)  built  a  pretty  and  comfortable  house  on  the  bank  of  the  river 
just  opposite  the  foot  of  15elle  Isle,  at  an  expense  of  |2,.">00. 

For  five  years  the  dub  continued  smoothly  and  prospered,  Com- 
modore Hart  being  succeeded  in  1887  by  Couimodore  O.  W.  Barker. 

In  1880  Fred.  C.  Whitney  was  elected  commoilore,  and  he  agitated 
the  subject  of  building  a  new  Club  House  on  Mellc  Isle.  He  started 
a  subscription  but  when  the  work  was  only  about  halt  acconiplisht^d 
he  left  the  city,  going  to  the  old  country  on  a  long  business  engage- 
ment. 

Thus  the  club  was  left  to  drift  without  a  hand  at  the  tiller,  until 
the  following  year,  when  at  the  annual  meeting  an  entire  new  Board 
of  Directors,  with  Edgar  D.  Miller,  a  young  and  enthusiastic  yachts- 
man at  tiie  head  as  Commodore,  was  elected.  The  work  of  re-organi- 
zation was  then  pushed  with  energy.  .Shares  of  stock  which  had 
been  worth  ii')  were  raised  to  *.")0  and  the  ineuil)ership  was  rapidly 
increased.  A  site  on  the  north  shore  of  Belle  Isle  was  granted  the 
club  by  the  city  officials  for  a  small  yearly  rental,  and  the  present 
beautiful  ('lub  IIou,se  was  started.  This  was  completed  and  opened 
June  22,  1801. 

A  grand  naval  display  of  the  club's  fleet  ])assed  in  review  before 
the  house,  and  fully  1,500  guests  partook  of  the  club's  hospitality. 
The  newly  a<'quired  property  had  cost  ^lo.ooo  aiul  fully  ^'i.'M)  more 
have  since  been  spent  in  furnishings.  The  balconies  facing  the  river 
command  a  view  of  the  city  front  for  several  miles,  while  the  waters 
of  Lake  St.  Clair  apjiear  at  a  distance  off  toward  the  northeast.

Tlio  length  of  liaso  line  lis  abovo  di'liiicil  .shall  lie  iiioililicd  in  any 
caso  where  the  spinnaker  boom  measures  more  than  the  dislanee  from 
tho  foro  tiido  of  foreniiist  in  a  schooner,  or  mainmast  in  a  sin;;lo 
masted  vessel,  to  the  forward  point  of  basi!  line  as  previously  de- 
fined. 

Any  excess  in  the  len;jth  of  the  spinnaker  boom  beyond  this  point 
shall  be  added  to  the  base  line.  For  yawls  the  base  line  to  lie  taken 
from  the  same  point  to  the  einl  of  the  mi/.zeii  boom. 

A  perpendicular  line  to  be  taken  alonj;  the  after  side  of  tlic  m.iiii- 
inast  from  the  nndersido  of  the  sheave  for  <;alT  topsail  halliard  lo  the 
upper  sido  of  boom  when  restiii;;  on  the  saddle  or  on  tiie  lower  part 
of  jifoose-ncek,  the  distance  of  which  jioint  from  main  cleck  or 
house  deck  to  be  recorded  by  the  Measurer,  toircther  with  llu^  other 
points  used  in  measurements. 

To  ubtain  the  estimated  area  from  those  figures,  multiply  ihe  base 
by  the  perpondieular  and  divide  the  product  by  two. 

Length  is  the  length  on  the  load  waterline,  exclusive  of  any  portion 
of  tho  rudder  or  rudder  gtook,  and  is  to  be  ascertained  when  the  yacht 
is  afloat  in  her  ordinary  trim,  and  with  her  crew,  if  aboard,  stationed 
amidships. 

Tho  Measurer  at  tho  time  of  taking  measurements,  to  fix  a  distinc- 
tive tnurk  at  each  point.  Any  eliange  in  the  measurements  to  be  re- 
ported by  the  owners  as  customary  to  the  ^[easurer.  Allowance  shall 
be  calculated  according  to  tho  table  adopted  by  tho  club. 

For  club  races  yachts  shall  be  divided  into  classes  as  follows,  but 
this  classification  shall  not  apply  to  races  for  any  challenge  cups  held 
by  or  belonging  to  the  club.

The  club  wiw  organized  September  8th.  The  assueiatioM  was  siniill 
lit  first  and  the  hout.s  of  the  lleet  few  ami  plain;  lint  lioth  liave  in- 
creased in  number  and  the  hitter  in  style,  until  now  the  OdiNoMci. 
woe  Yacht  Ci.I'II  has  a  mcinhcr.Hhiii  of  about  O.'i,  coniiiri.-in';  ni.i<i 
of  the  prineipiil  Summer  and  permaiumt  residents  of  tiie  vicinitv  and 
nniny  that  live  elsewhere,  in(duding  prominent  gentlemen  residing;  in 
Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  Milwaukee,  and  quite  a  respeetalile  Heel,  sail 
?  and   steam,  which   for   model  tinish  are  unexcelled  on   anv  inland 

waters. 

La  lielle  Lake  is  peculiarly  adapted  to  yachting.  h  is  ain|ile  in 
.-ize,  while  not  large  enough  for  annoying  and  dangerous  seas;  partlv 
surrounded  by  the  city  it  is  easily  accessible  from  all  points  and  alon" 
every  part  of  its  beautiful  shores,  mainland  and  islands,  are  hospiia- 
l)le  landings.  From  the  tasty  cottages  that  dot  its  shady  banks,  it  is 
but  a  few  steps  for  their  owners  to  the  decks  of  their  trim  little 
yachts. 

A  series  of  regattas  are  given  by  the  elnb  every  season,  and  are 
more  particularly  enjoyuble  as,  unlike  most  regattas,  tlio  yachts  with 
their  wealth  of  white  canvass,  and  their  graceful  nnuiomvering  as 
they  twice  sail  the  course  over,  are  continually  within  easy  view  of 
the  spectators.  These  regattas  are  systematically  condueteil,  and  the 
arrangements  attending  them  and  the  prizes  sailed  for  are  on  a  liberal 
scale;  The  Regattas,  the  Heviews  of  the  tlect  and  the  orcasinns 
incident  to  the  presentations  of  prizes  are  events  of  the  season  tliai 
add  largely  to  tlio  attractions  of  the  place. 

As  the  club  incrca.scd  in  numbers  and  importance  it  also  increased 
its  scope.  Being  composed  of  the  best  elements  of  society  in  a  state 
of  perfect  organization,  it  was  felt  that  it  could  accomplisli  inncli  fur 
the  good  of  the  community,  the  enhancement  of  the  natnral  at- 
tractions of  the  place  and  for  the  general  jirosperity.  Comniittees 
were  accordingly  appointed  to  take  measures  for  keeping  the  waters 
art'  shoroB  free  from  defilement  and  for  clearing  them  up,  and  other 
sa.dtary  regulations  and  public  improvements  tending  to  ihe  liealtli 
and  beauty  of  the  place  and  surroundings;  also  for  the  enforcement 
of  the  laws  for  the  preservation  of  the  fish  in  the  lakes  from  illegal 
and  wanton  destruction,  Tlieso  committees  have,  by  their  unremit- 
ting and  direct  efforts  and  by  their  influence  in  directing  public  opiii- 
von,  already  accomplished  great  and  lasting  good. 

Another  and  most  important  object  accomplished  through  the 
medium  of  the  club  was  the  conception,  undertaking  and  suc- 
cessful carrying  out  to  its  present  stage,  of  the  stdieme  forconneuting 
the  lakes  by  locks  and  the  improvement  of  connecting  water-ways. 

A  committee  to  whom  this  was  originally  referred,  after  luuntlis  of 
persistent  labor,  overcoming  many  obstacles  aiul  meeting  with  almost 
continual  discouragement,  muck  of  which  was  owing  to  apathy  nr
